An hour after he was sentenced, 
and only 48 hours after his capture, 
he was “dressed in” at McNeil Is- 
land Prison. in Puget Sound, Fed- 
eral officers said he might later 
be transferred to Alcatraz Island 
prison for incorrigibles in San Fran- 
cisco Bay.

5-HOUR BATTLE REPORTED 
IN MEXICO WITH 21 KILLED 


Fight Between Rebels and Govern- 
ment Troops Described in 
Guadalajara Dispatches.

MEXICO, D. F., May 10 (Sunday) 
—A, fierce five-hour battle between 
Rebels and Government troops, in 


which 13 rebels and eight soldiers 
were killed, was reported today in 
dispatches from Guadalajara, capi- 
tal of the State of Jalisco. 

_ Army headquarters at Guadala- 
jara, the dispatches said, reported 
troops of the Twenty-seventh Reg- 
iment, under Capt. Teofilo Garcia 
and Lieut.

As they fled, it was announced, 
the insurgents left behind them 
guns, ammunition and horses, along 
with their dead.

Campos 
who was wounded. 


BRITAIN ORDERS MOBILIZING 
OF ITS FORCES AT MALTA 


Demonstration Designed to Show 
New Strength of Island Base 
in Mediterranean.

LONDON, May 9.—Great Britain 
tonight ordered a mobilization of 
land and air defenses on the Island 
of Malta. The: mobilization will be 
held Tuesday and Wednesday at 
the same time the League of Na- 
tions Council debates war sanctions 
at Geneva. 

The demonstration was designed 
to show the new strength of the 
island base, virtually evacuated by 
the grand fleet last August when 
Italy’s East African campaign 
threatened British interests in the 
Mediterranean. 

All shore and foreign leaves of 
British defense forces were can- 
celed for the period of the mobiliza- 
tion. Scouting planes will be sent 
to sea to make aerial observations. 

Big gun crews of underground 
stations, anti-aircraft, coast deferise 
and fortress artillery batteries have 
been ordered to their stations.

12 Children Remain. 

During the late afternoon and 
evening about 40 of the demonstra- 
tors left singly or in small groups 
and returned to their homes. 
Twelve small children were among 
those who remained. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jean Schmidt, 1031 South Thir- 
teenth street, were'there with six 
of their 10 children, several of 
whom had participated in the City 
Hall demonstration. 

A topic suggested by the group’s 
“steering committee” for discussion 
last night was “Trade Unions and 
the Relief Crisis.” The committee 
planned for today a mock session 
of the Board of Aldermen, and a 
burlesque of a meeting between 
representatives of the American 
Workers’ Union and the special 
committee named by Mayor Dick- 
mann to confer with them on relief 
matters. 

Near midnight resolutions were 
adopted, one addressed to Mayor 
Dickmann, the other to the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union. Both 
urged support for the American 
Workers’ Union demand that the 
city appropriate $500,000 for relief 
in each of the next three months. 
The resolution addressed to the 
Central Trades and Labor Union 
also requested that organization to 
appeal to Gov. Park for a special 
session of the Legislature to appro- 
priate additional money for relief. 

Returns With Food. 

A committee was appointed to 
obtain food for participants in the 
demonstration and late in the aft- 
ernoon returned with loaves of 
bread, an assortment of cold meats 
and coffee.

Sandwiches 
and coffee were served again about 
midnight.

TWO DIE IN FLEET MANEUVERS 


153 Ships, 450 Pianes, Take Part in 
Two Weeks’ Movements.

PANAMA CITY, Panama, May 9.— 
United States fleet maneuvers, in 
which 153 ships and 450 airplanes 
have been participating since April 
27, ended today, with two deaths, 
compared to the seven which oc- 
curred in airforce maneuvers of 1934.

HINDENBURG TO RETURN 
TO GERMANY TOMORROW 
AFTER RECORD FLIGHT 


Refueled and Supplied With Gas—Crowds Ex- 
pected to Inspect Ship Today—Crosses At- 
lantic in Two Days, 13 Hours, 57 Minutes. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAKEHURST, N. J., May 9— 
Safely berthed after a few exciting 
moments at the end of its record- 
breaking flight from Germany, the 
Zeppelin Hindenburg tonight was 
refueled for the homeward journey. 

Preparations for the return 
flight, scheduled to start Monday 
night, were begun late todays The 
reservicing crew, commanded by 
Lieutenant-Commander C. V. 5B. 
Knox, loaded the ship with 7700 
gallons of fuel oil for its four Diesel 
motors and will add 7000 more gal- 
tons before the take-off. The crew 
also piped 700,000 cubic feet of hy- 
drogen gas into the airship’s lift- 
ing tanks, half the amount needed 
to replace that lost in the two and 
one-half day trip and in the vaiv- 
ing at the landing. The rest will 
be added later. The Hindenburg 
is scheduled to make nine more 
flights to the United States this 
summer. 

With 51 passengers, a crew of 56 
and a cargo of mail and freight, the 
Zeppelin traveled the 4381 land 
miles between Friedrichshafen and 
Lakehurst in 61 hours 57 minutes. 
It left the German base at 3:30 a. m. 
Wednesday and reached the air sta- 
tion, its United States port, at 5:23 
a. m. today. 

Soon after it was berthed in the 
hangar, crowds of the curious start- 
ed past the ship. About 4000 wit- 
nessed the early arrival. Tomorrow 
for eight hours the station will hold 
open house and crowds are expect- 
ed to inspect the ship. 

Civilians Help in Landing. 

The early arrival of the Hinden- 
burg—it was 20 minutes ahead of 
the time radioed in advance—caused 
some fears a mishap might occur in 
the closing minutes of its flight. 
Only the 90 sailors who make up the 
regular landing crew at the station 
were in the mooring circle as the 
big ship dropped quietly toward ihe 
earth. The 200 regulars from the 
Army, who were to augment the 
staff, were not on hand. 

Officers on the ground signaled 
the ship to pass by and circle for 
another landing, but the signal was 
not noted by those aboard. The 
hydrogen was valved out and the 
gondola touched the ground lightly 
as water ballast was dumped both 
fore and aft. 

The bluejackets, who had already 
seized the landing lines, were un- 
able to hold the ship and officers 
shouted to nearby spectators to 
lend a hand. About 50 men re- 
sponded and the additional weight 
was sufficient to keep the ship in 
line. 

The soldiers relieved the volun- 
teers as the nose of the ship was 
pulled into the mooring mast by 
an electric winch. 

Officers Shout Greetings. 

The officers, including Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, commodore of the Zeppe- 
lin fleet, and Capt. Ernst Lehmann,

commanding the ship, were the 
first to shout greetings from the 
Hindenburg. i 

Passengers crowding to the win- 
dows of the lounge amidship, waved 
and callled to those below. Customs 
inspectors, Department of Health, 
agricultural and immigration men 
went aboard immediately and start- 
ed the task of clearing the passen- 
gers and freight as the mooring 
mast pulled the ship to the hangar. 

Capt. Lehmann halted the 
berthing momentarily as the ship 
neared the hangar. The ship was 
turned about and taken into the 
hangar tail first. This was to per- 
mit an easier start in case of un- 
favorable winds Monday night. 

The officers and passengers de- 
barked as soon as the berthing was 
completed and the customs inspec- 
tion was finished in the waiting 
room in the hangar. 


Most of the passengers left at 
once by plane for Newark airport. 
Dr. Eckener and Capt. Lehmann 
remained on the reservation as 
guests of officers attached here. 

Ships’ Whistles Greet Air Liner. 

The dirigible’s appearance over 
New York just as the first rays of 
dawn were lighting the Eastern sky 
was signaled by a hoarse blast of 
ships’ whistles in the harbor. 

About 2000 persons waiting in 
Battery Park, at the lower end of 
Manhattan, cheered the great ship 
as it glided silently overhead with 
its single searchlight. 

Up Broadway to Central Park 
the dirigible moved, while thou- 
sands of apartment dwellers, 
roused by the din in the harbor, 
craned from windows. Swinging 
around at the upper end of the 
park, the ship pointed down the 
Hudson River and disappeared in 
the haze over New Jersey. 

A few minutes later it came slow- 
ly into view over Lakehurst and 
nosed down toward the landing 
field. 


As soon as it was made fast to 
the mobile mooring mast, Dr. Eck- 
ener leaned out of the control cabin, 
a broad smile on his face, 

“Well, we're here,” he said. He 
and Capt. Lehmann joined in call- 
ing it a “very, very successful trip.” 

Passengers expressed satisfaction 
with the performance of the ship 
and termed the passage “smooth.” 


' Purpose of the Trips. 

Dr. Eckener said in an interview 
tonight the primary: purpose of the 
Hindenburg’s cruises to the United 
States this year was to win financial 
packing for a German-American 
trans-Atlantic transport service. 
Such an arrangement between tne 
two countries was planned in 1928, 
he said, but was frustrated by the de- 
pression. Loss of the navy dirigi- 
bles Macon and Akron has since 
soured the American public against

KING HAILE SELASSIE 
PRAYS FOR ETHIOPIA 


Emperor Kneels Before Holy 
Sepulchre in Jerusalem— 
Exhorts Followers. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, May 9.—Emperor 
Haile Selasse knelt today before 
Jerusalem’s holy sepulchre to pray 
for Ethiopia, his conquered land. 

“Have courage and hope!” he 
told 200 Ethiopians a short time 
later at a communion service in 
the Ethiopian convent outside the 
walls of the old city. 

Tonight, in the first public state- 
ment of his self exile, the Emperor 
besought Geneva justice “to pro- 
tect a weak national against a 
stronger.” 

Ethiopia cannot believe, he said, 
that the League of Nations will 
fail to “seek reparation” against 
the power it has condemned as an 
aggressor—lItaly. 

The Emperor said he decided 
“with a sad heart to abandon the 
unequal war and to plead our cause 
at Geneva.” 

“We could no longer contribute to 
a condition in which old men, wom- 
en and children were massacred,” 


he stated in a lengthy communique 
in which he traced the history of 
the Italian-Ethiopian dispute and 
charged that international treaties 
were violated. 

The Emperor, who came to the 
Holy Land aboard a British cruiser 
yesterday, in flight from Ethiopia, 
arose at dawn. Accompanied by 
his ministers, he went first to the 
Jaffa gate, then to the holy sep- 
ulchre to pray and kiss the stone 
of unction. Many of his subjects 
wept at the communion service. 
Later, he rested at his hotel. Due 
to fatigue, he is under a doctor’s 
care. Only one visitor—a banker— 
was permitted. With this visitor 
he discussed the storage of a for- 
tune in coins he brought from 
Addis Ababa. They are reported 
to be worth more than $5,000,000. 

The Emperor will go to London 
in three or four days, one of his 
suite said . His Empress, Mennen, 
and his children will remain in 
Jerusalem. 

Police searched late tonight for 
persons who sang an Italian song 
under the Emperor’s bedroom win- 
dow. 


FRENCH REPULSE ETHIOPIANS

Dictator at Rome Amid 
Blaze of Searchlights — 
Radio Carries Words 
Over World.

ROME, May 9.—Premfer Bent- 
to Mussolini tonight announced to 
the people of his nation that Ethi- 
opia had been placed under “the 
full. and complete sovereignty of 
Italy,” and assumed for King Vic 
tor Emmanuel the title of. “Eme- 
peror of Ethiopia.” 

Marshal Pietro Badoglio, whose 
military campaign, lasting five 
months, ended in the fall of Ad- 
dis Ababa, was appointed viceroy 
of the conquered kingdom. 

Mussolini proclaimed the de- 
crees to massed thousands of 
civilians and heavily armed soldi- 
ers below his balcony at the Pa- 
lazzo Venezia. 

“To Defend It Against Anyone.” 

Afterward, he shouted, “Offi- 
cers, non-comimssioned officers, 
privates, all armed forces of the 
State in Africa and Italy, Italians, 
men and women: The Italian peo- 
ple have created an empire with 
their blood. They will fertilize it 
with their work and will defend 
it against anyone with their men! 
“With this supreme assurance, 
raise on high your ensigns, your 
swords, your hearts! After 15 
centuries we assist at the reap- 
pearance of the empire on the 
fateful hills of Rome, Will you 
be worthy of it?” 

A tremendous “yes,” answered 
him. 7 
“This cry is like a sacred vow," 
Mussolini responded. 
Again the crowd shouted “yes.” 
“ |... which binds you before 
God, before men, for life and for 
death,” the dictator continued, 
‘‘Blackshirts, legionnaires, salute 
the King!”’ 
A tremendous “Viva Il Rey!” 
roared back. 

Decrees Prociaimed. 
The center of a blinding concen- 
tration of searchlights, Mussolini 
stepped on to the baleony from 
successive meetings of the Grand 
Council of Fascism and the Italian 
Cabinet.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The so- 
called presidential preference pri- 
mary in Ohio on Tuesday will be 
the last important contest before 
the Republican National Convention 
at Cleveland June 9. 

This contest between Senator 
William E. Borah of Idaho and a 
stalking horse candidate in the 
person of Robert A. Taft, the 
"favorite son,” is an extreme exam- 
ple of the distortion of the original 
purpose of preferential primaries, 


namely to give the voters of a party 
an opportunity to express their 
opinions on various individual can- 
didates for the presidency. 

West Virginia also will have a 
preference primary on Tuesday, and 
others will be held in Oregon, May 
15, and in New Jersey, May 19. 

Borah is conceded good chances 
fn Oregon and West Virginia and 
not much more than hope in New 
Jersey, where he will run against 
ea Landon slate indorsed by such 
conservative Republicans as for- 
mer Senator Walter E. Edge. His 
race in West Virginia will be 
helped by the fact that his national 
campaign manager, former Repre- 
sentative Carl Bachmann, is a West 
Virginian. 

Before the Illinois primary, in 
which Borah carried 10 of 15 Con- 
gressional districts outside of Chi- 
cago against Col. Frank Knox of 
Chicago, Ohio politicians thought 
the Idaho veteran would pick up 
@ few delegates in Cleveland and 
Cincinnati and lose to the machine 
in the rural sections. They are 
not so sure now. 


Ohio Situation Known. 


There is another factor working 
to Borah’s advantage. Everyone in 
Ohio and elsewhere knows that 
Taft, the son of a former President 
and former Chief Justice of the 
United States, is not a real can- 
didate for the presidency. Accord- 
ing to Washington reports, he has 
his eyes on the United States Sen- 
ate and is using the primary to let 
the Ohio voters know he is interest- 
ed in politics. 

Whatever delegates are instruct- 
ed for him in the “primary” will 
either be released to vote for Lan- 
don, former President Herbert Hoo- 
ver, Senators Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg of Michigan, Lester J. Dick- 
finson of Iowa, Frederick Steiwer of 
Oregon and Col. Knox, or will be 
turned over in a block to State 
Chairman Ed Schorr and National 
Committeeman Walter Brown, 
Postmaster-General in the Hoover 
administration. 

In the latter event, the voters 
will in effect be giving their proxies 
to Messrs, Schorr and Brown, who 
will proceed in orthodox fashion to 
work with other old hands at the 
convention game of National Com- 
mitteeman Charles D. Hilles of 
New York, David A. Reed of Penn- 
syivania and J. Henry Roraback 
of Connecticut. Harry Daugherty 
played that game to perfection in 
Chicago in 1920 and put over an 
Ohio dark horse, Senator Warren 
G. Harding. This year Ohio hasn't 
even a dark-horse candidate, but 
Schorr and Brown can be counted 
on to do their bit for the State 
machine.

12 KILLED, 18 HURT 
IN GREEK STRIKE RIOTS 


Army Puts Down Disorders 
After Fighting—Group of 
Strikers ‘‘Mobilized.” 


By the Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Greece, May 9.—Fierce 
fighting between tobacco strikers 
and troops in Salonika ended to- 
night after 12 persons had been 
killed and 18 wounded and after 


striking transportation workers 
had been “mobilized” to keep them 
at their posts, 


Army commanders took control 
of the situation and order was re- 
stored by nightfall, but the strikers 
said, after a conference with 


owners, that the strike would con- 
tinue. : 

General John Metaxas, Minister 
of War, at whose home the meet- 
ing was held, termed the strike 
“clearly purely political.” 

The major fighting began when 
the strikers fired on an armored 
car which was patroling the streets. 
After that firing became general, 
but calm was restored after police 
stormed barricades in the streets. 

Army commanders in Macedonia 
were instructed to take the most 
energetic measures to prevent dis- 
turbances. In one disorder, an 
armored car was forced to shoot 
its way out of a mob which sur- 
rounded it. 

Other workers at the cement 
plant at Eleusis, 12 miles from 
Athens, were reported on strike. 

The tobacco workers began their 
strike March 25 when they sub- 
mitted their demands for higher 
wages and a fixed pension system.

dirigibles, he said, and lighter-than- 
air promoters hope to remove that 
feeling by week-to-week demon- 
stration of the Hindenburg’s capa- 
bilities.

The promotion consisted of an 
advance of one grade in the foreign 
service. A similar stepup was ex- 
tended to Engert’s two Vice-Consu- 
lar aids. 

The President notified Engert of 
his promotion in a radiogram in 
which he also expressed his admira- 
tion for the conduct of Mrs. Engert, 
who remained with her husband in 
the besieged legation, and of the 
four navy radio men who continued 
flashing the only news to be re- 
ceived here during the four days of 
rioting in the Ethiopian capital. 

Means Increase in Salary. 

The promotions, which must be 
confirmed by the Senate, will mean 
a salary increase of $1000 annually 
to Engert and about $500 each to 
William M. Cramp, Philadelphia, 
Vice-Consul, and Robert L. Hunter, 
Milbank, S. D., Vice-Consul. 

President Roosevelt’s message to 
Engert: 

“I want you to know with what 
interest I followed your reports re- 
garding the recent situation at Ad- 
dis Ababa and to express my sin- 
cere admiration for the splendid 
Manner in which you conducted 
yourself during that trying period.

LEAGUE SESSION 
ON ETHIOPIA StI 
~ FOR TOMORROW 


Council to Convene, but It 
Is Likely Serious Discus- 
sion Will Be Put Off Till 

' Mid-June. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 9.—The Council 

of the League of Nations will open 
its ninety-second session Monday, 
with both the Ethiopian and the 
European Locarno problems on the 
agenda. It is considered likely that 
a serious discussion of both will be 
postponed until mid-June. That will 
be after the change in the French 
Government, and the Council prob- 
ably will meet in special specia! 
session at that ‘time with the new 
French representatives. 
A view that sanctions against 
Italy should be maintained, even 
though Ethiopia is vanquished, was 
reported by one League official. 

Some nations, this official added, 
regarded Italy’s move to annex 
Ethiopia outright as “pretty raw.” 
He conceded, however, that the 
business interests of many nations 
demanded a prompt lifting of the 


panalties. . 
In Paris, the Ethiopian envoy, 
Wolde Mariam, announced he 


would go to Geneva Monday to 
plead for “justice against Italy.” He 
said he was acting on orders from 
Ethiopia’s “new secret capital” and 
said the Ethiopian Government still 
was functioning from this undis- 
closed seat. Ethiopians, he insisted, 
will continue to fight the Italian 
invaders as long as “a single inch 
of land” is in their nands. 


Northern Bloc’s Parley. 
Foreign ministers of five north- 
ern countries—Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, the Netherlands and 
Finland—surveyed the situation to- 
day and voiced the opinion that the 
League must continue to oppose ag- 
gression to save its own authority. 

They decided, however, to await 
Great Britain’s disclosure of policy 
before determining their own col- 
lective stand on the continuance of* 
sanctions. The ministers expressed 
hope, also that Germany soon 
would return to the League. 

Spain and Switzerland also were 
represented at the conference of 
northern countries, traditionally 
neutral. 

Dr. Peter Munch of Denmark 
gave an idea of the Scandinavian 
position in the present crisis in a 
radio speech to his homeland. Dr. 
Munch represents the Scandinavian 
nations on the League Council. 

“The situation is grave for the 
League because the League failed 
to prevent a great power from tak- 
ing possession of a feeble power,” 
he said, 

That raises the question as to 
whether nations can find protection 
in the League in hours of peril, he 
added. 

“If things get so bad that the 
League succumbs,” Dr. Munch de- 
clared, “it will be necessary to cre- 
ate another organization based on 
justice, The League is not the last 
word. If it disappears we must 
begin all over again. Therefore, 
our present duty is to do our best 
with the means at our disposal— 
in other words, stand by the 
League.” 

Poison Gas Charges. 

The League published photo- 
graphs of Ethiopian boys, their 
heads, legs and chests swollen and 
blistered, allegedly by poison gas. 
The pictures were sent to Geneva 
by the Ethiopian Minister to Paris. 
He said they were taken by a Nor- 
wegian Red Cross unit. 

Dr. A. J. Melley, the Briton who 
was wounded fatally in the recent 
Addis Ababa rioting, wrote of mus- 
tard gas victims “blind and unable 
to find their way to the ambulance.” 
Another letter, from a Danish 
correspondent, said the Italians,

Mussolini said: “With the deci- 
sions which in a little while you 
will hear and which were pro- 
claimed by the Grand Council, a 
great event has been accomplished. 
The destiny of Ethiopia is sealed 
today, May ninth, in the fourteenth 
year of the Fascist era. 

“All knots were cut by our gleam- 
ing sword and Italian victory re- 
mains in the history of the country 
whole and pure, as the legion- 
naires, fallen or survivors, dreamed 
of it and wanted it. 


“Italy finally has her empire. It 
is a Fascist empire because it bears 
indestructible signs of will and 
power, and because this is the end 
toward which, during 14 years, were 
directed the vibrant and disciplined 
energies of the youthful genera- 
tions of Italy. 

“Tt is an empire of peace, because 
Italy wishes peace for herself and 
for all and decides on war only 
when she is forced to by the im- 
perious and incoercible necessities 
of life. It is an empire of civiliza- 
tion and humanity for all popula- 
tions of Ethiopia. 

“This is in the tradition of Rome 
_,. here is the law of Italians, which 
closes one period of our history and 
opens another, like an immense 
chasm opens on all the possibilities 
of the future.” Then he read the 
decrees. 

Decree of Sovereignty. 


The first decree read by Musso 
lini, said: 

“In consideration of Article Five 
of the fundamental statutes of the 
kingdom; in consideration of Ar- 
ticle Three, Number Two of the 
law of Jan. 31, 1926, in the fourth 
year of Fascism, Number One Hun- 
dred: in consideration of the law 
of Dec. 9, 1928, in the seventh year 
of Fascism, Number 2693; having 
recognized the urgency and abso- 
lute necessity of passing this pro- 
vision; the Grand Council of Fas- 
cism having considered it; the 
Council of Ministers having heard 
it; on proposal of the head of the 
government, the Prime Minister, the 
Secretary of State, we decree: 

“Article One—The territory and 
peoples which appertain to the Em- 
pire of Ethiopia are hereby placed 
under full and complete sovereignty 
of the Kingdom of Italy.

“The title of Emperor of Ethiopia 
is assumed for himself and for his 
successors by the King of) Italy. 

“Article Two—Ethiopia is ruled 
and represented by a Governor- 
General who has the title of Vice- 
roy and from whom will depend 
also the Governors of Eritrea and 
Somaliland. 

“From the Governor-General and 
viceroy of Ethiopia will depend all 
the civil and military authorities 
of the territory placed under his 
jurisdiction.

“These Boys Here.” 


Personal ambitions were imputed 
by defense counsel as motives >f 
testifying against whom the defense 
attorneys usually termed “these 
boys here,” even the gray-haired 
Titsworth, an attorney before and 
after his tenure as chief, was 
termed “this boy.” But the police 
witnesses stuck to their testimony 
at this trial. 

Whitaker, a Tampa politician and

Sholtz to fill an 
unexpired term, is proceeding very 
cautiously, patiently trying to 
avoid error. Several times he has 
announced he has given both sides 
“great latitude” and during re- 
cesses often pores over law books 
furnished by counsel during the 
interminable arguments which have 
delayed this trial. There have been 
literally hundreds of objections—26 
in 45 minutes one day. 

One of the depressing features 
to an unbiased’ spectator at the 
trial is the fact that there appears 
to be no attempt to view the case 
as strictly one of “justice for jus- 
tice’s sake.” 

Another indication of the view- 
point is shown in conversation with 
numerous citizens, men holding 
high place in the community, who 
tacitly justify the crime “if those 
fellows were ‘Communists.’ ” 

As a case in point the writer 
talked to a visiting Judge, one of 
the leading jurists of Florida, who 
discussed the technical aspects of 
the trial in scholarly fashion and 
then, with an indulgent smile, told 
how in his baliwick “some of the 
boys” had taken a drunken man 
from church and “given him a little 
switching.” With obvious gratifi- 
cation he observed that the Su- 
preme Court had reversed a convic- 
tion obtained in a lower court.

Attorney Lacy for Defendant in 
Hotel Fire Case Says He Will 
Seek Writ to Bar Hearing.

DETECTIVE KILLS MAN 
FOUND ABDUCTING GIRL 


Wounds Second of Pair Found 
Dragging Child Under Bridge 
in New York,

NEW YORK, May 9.—A detec- 
tive tonight shot and killed one 
man and seriously wounded anoth- 
er when he came on them dragging 
a 14-year-old girl along a footpath 
under a bridge. 

The dead man was identified by 
police as Alfred Prader, 23. He was 
shot in the left chest. In Lincoln 
Hospital, the other man said he was 
John Sergio, 25. He was wounded 
in the abdomen. 

They were shot by Detective Ed- 
ward Gundset during a struggle. 
The detective received lacerations 
of the face. The girl they were al- 
leged to have attempted to abduct 
was Anna O’Hare. 

The shooting occurred under the 
Harlem River bridge of the Third 
Avenue Elevated at One Hundred 
and Thirty-second street and Lin- 
coln avenue in the Bronx. 

Police said the girl had been 
playing in a sandpile at the foot 
of Lincoln avenue, when Prader and 
Sergio came along and told her they 
were police officers and that she 
must accompany them. They led 
her through a dark block of fac- 
tory buildings to the bridge. 

The girl began crying and was 
heard by a man and woman on a 
footbridge above. Detectives Gund- 
set and Charles Winterhalter, in a 
squad car, working on a case in the 
neighborhood, were called. 

As Gundset approached he an- 
nounced that he was a policeman. 
The men then released the girl, he 
said, and told him they also were 
officers. He asked to see their 
shields and when he drew near they 
attacked him. He said he pulled 
away and ordered them to stand 
back, but they rushed him. He 
fired twice in the air and then fired 
at the men. ced 

During the struggle the girl tried 
to run away, Gundset said, but he 
overtook her. She was taken to a 
police station for questioning.

STOKOWSK! BRILLIANT 
IN SYMPHONY PROGRAM 


Philadelphia Orchestra Fulfills 
Expectations of Excellence 
and Finish. 


BY THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

The concert by the Philadelphia 
Orchestra under the direction of 
the magnetic Leopold Stokowski 
which was given last night at the 
Municipal Auditorium fulfilled ev- 
ery expectation as an example of 
breath-taking virtuoso brilliance 
and finish. Every one in that large 
and enraptured audience must have 
realized after the very first num- 
ber that he was listening to one 
of the first two or three orchestras 
of the world. This would be true 
as applied both to its individual 
parts and to its effective whole. 

To listen to such a band is a mu- 
sical experience of the first order. 
Even if the performance had made 
no sense whatever from a musical 


standpoint there would still have 


been that marvelous high polish 
and close integration that made it 
possible to think of the orchestra 
always as a single instrument and 
that individual virtuosity of the 
first desk men which embraced all 
the expected qualities of the vari- 
ous instruments in a state of shin- 
ing perfection and many unexpect- 
ed qualities such as the flexibility 
of the bassoons and double-basses 
as well. 
Points of Criticism. 

When the performance is consid- 
ered apart from its acoustical per- 
fection a certain number of excep- 
tions must be entered. Not that 
Mr. Stokowski’s interpretative abil- 
ities can be passed by as negligible. 
On the contrary there was every 
evidence of a keen musical intelli- 
gence at work. There were times, 
however, when the orchestra seemed 
to get intoxicated with its own 
sound, so much so that contrasts 
were pushed a little far and colors 
became a little over-rich. It was 
also possible to question the pro- 
priety of some of his Bach arrange- 
ments without going completely 
over the camp of the purists. 

But if the orchestra became in- 
toxicated with itself in the way 
that a great actor becomes charmed 
with his own emotions the intoxi- 
cation of the audience was thor- 
oughly spontaneous. The outbreak 
of applause at the end of each 
number was the result of high emo- 
tional tension that had to be ex- 
pressed. It was spontaneous and 
unstudied. 

Expect for Debussy’s “Afternoon 
of a Faun” and an excerpt from a 
Palestrina mass in one of Mr. Sto- 
kowski’s own arrangements, the 
program was devoted entirely to 
the works of Bach and Wagner. 

Impressive Bach Program. 

All the Bach numbers were Sto- 
kowski transcriptions and all were 
impressive as performances. The 
Air from the D Major suite had a 
little too much nuance and the 
“Komm Susser Tod” was perhaps 
a little on the sentimental side. It 
was also a little disconcerting to 
find a three-voiced fugue turned 
into what was, in effect, a seven or 
eight voiced fugue through the use 
of so many sharply differentiated 
tone qualities. But there was only 
one word for Toccata and Fugue in 
D Minor—magnificent. And the 
word is used in a strict sense. All 
of its warm passion, variety, ex- 
pansiveness, contrast and soaring 
architectural beauty are implicit in 
the original musical ideas. And 
the same may be said of the C Min- 
or Passacaglia.

SYNDICATE TO SEEK TREASURE 
OF ALEXANDER THE GREAT 


East Indians Estimate Value of 
$300,000,000 From Buried Wealth 
of Region. 

By the Associated Press. 

CALCUTTA, India, May 9.— A 
search for the buried money bags 
of Alexander the Great and other 
long-lost treasures, said to have a 
total value of at least $300,000,000, 
will be started shortly by a syndi- 
cate of Indian business men. 

One of the first targets will be 
Alexander’s hoard of an estimated 
$5,000,000, which he is reputed to 
have cached in Banawalpur State 
in the desert burial place of the 
rulers, when he was forced to re- 
turn home from one of his expedi- 
tions into India. 

The syndicate claims to know at 
least a score of similar missing 
places, including a temple in the 
hidden jungles of Khandesh, which 
is said to contain a 10-foot idol 
loaded with diamonds and pearls. 
Another goal is a buried city of 
enormous reputed wealth—the an- 
cient capital of King Parasurama, 
known as Mahastana. It now lies 
buried a few feet below the fields, 
with only the ruins of mud walls 
remaining.

Two Groups Eye Each Other. 

Early in the evening several hun- 
dred men, still on the relief rolls, 
and classed as “unemployables” 
filed through the firrst floor to 
reach the cafeteria in the basement 
where they were fed by the relief 
administration. -The two groups 
looked each other over curiously, 
but no one had anything to say. 

In contrast to the peaceful, mat- 
ter of fact attitude which developed 
as the day progressed, there was 
an air of tension when the gather- 
ing assemlded shortly after 10 
o’clock this morning and found the 
doors to the building blocked by 
policemen.

Dirigible Hindenburg Rode 
Nasty Line-Squall Without 
A Tremor, Passenger Reports 


e relief demands of the American 


Not a Vase Tipped Over in Storm—Passen- 
gers Dressed for Dinner as on 
an Ocean Liner. 


By KARL H. VON WEIGAND. 
(Copyright, 1936,) 
LAKEHURST, N. J., May 9%— 
Europe was brought within two 
and a half days of New York when 
the German super-Zeppelin Hinden- 


burg, under the command of Dr. 
Hugo Eckener and Capt. Ernst 
Lehmann, dropped out of the sky 
and moored at the U. S. naval air- 
ship station, Lakehurst, today. 

One does not have to be a 
prophet or seer to prophesy that in 
the not distant future, fast travel 
between America and Europe will 
be through the air over the Atlantic 
rather than on the ocean. The per- 
formance of the Hindenburg with 
106 people aboard, 50 of them pas- 
sengers, and 2240 pounds of mail, 
has demonstrated that practicabil- 
ity of air transportation over the 
North Atlantic as more than 100 
crossing of the Graf Zeppelin have 
done over the South Atlantic. 

We left Friedrichshafen at 9:27 
Wednesday night. We arrived at 
Sandy Hook at 3:45 a. m. and 
reached Lakehurst at 4:40. after 
cruising over New York. From 
Wednesday night to Saturday morn- 
ing the Hindenburg not only crossed 
the Atlantic but came from South- 
ern Germany, that is, covered a 
considerably longer distance than 
do the ocean greyhounds. The 
giant Zeppelin made the following 
records: 

From Friedrichshafen to New 
York in 60 hours, 15 minutes. 

From the coast of Europe at 
Flushing, Holland, to New York in 
55 hours, 15 minutes. 

From the Isle of Wight approxi- 
mately Southampton or Cherbourg, 
which is the run of the fast Ger- 
man, British and French steamers, 
in 52 hours 45 minutes. 

From Bishop’s Rock on the Liz- 
ard to the Statue of Liberty in 49 
hours 52 minutes. 

Passengers Dressed for Dinner. 

It was the largest number of peo- 
ple and the biggest load ever flown 
in any aircraft over the ocean. 

For the first time in history air 
passenyers, men and women, dressed 
in evening dress for dinner as if 
they were on an ocean liner instead 
of being in an airship. 

The Hindenburg made fastest av- 
erage speed of,72 land miles or 62 
nautical miles*an hour that the At- 
lantic has ever been crossed from 
East to West. 

We had three breakfasts, if we 
count the hasty one this morning, 
two luncheons and two dinners, Not 
one person was seasick or ever men- 
tioned it. Not once did anyone man- 
ifest any nervousness, nor did I hear 
anyone say that he had the slight- 
est feeling of insecurity. 

The 47-foot long dining room with 
its interesting wall decorations and 
the spacious social hall and the 
writing room, all tended to give the 
illusion of traveling on a steamer, 
but with the speed of 75 to 80 miles 
instead of 30. The small but cozy 
smoking room with its “bar in the 
air,” was a very popular place, so 


popular in fact that the bar ran dry 
last night. 
Handles Well in Storm. 


It was one of the pleasantest of 
the several Atlantic flights that I 
have participated in. For the nov- 
ices in flying the Atlantic, except- 
ing those who were already asleep, 
we even had a nasty line squall 
storm last night shortly before mid- 
night. The Hindenburg behaved 
with great dignity. Those of us who 
know something about what a 
storm in the air means, wondered 
how the great Zeppelin would be- 
have. It was its first real storm. 
It rode the turbulence so steadily 
that a glass on the very edge of 
the little stand in my cabin did not 
slip off and not a flower-filled vase 
on the tables in the dining room or 
in the social hall, were tipped over. 

Said Commander Pack of the 
United States Navy, on board as 
observer: “The Hindenburg han- 
dled herself very well indeed in that 
line squall. 

To get a picture of the difference 
in time of crossing the Atlantic by 
this super-Zeppelin and by the fast- 
est steamer it is only necessary to 
recall that France’s crack ocean 
liner Normandie sailed from Havre 
on Wednesday about seven hours 
earlier than the Hindenburg took 
off at Friederichsafen which is 500 
miles farther. We arrived at Lake- 
hurst at dawn this Saturday morn- 
ing. The Normandie is due to ar- 
rive Monday forenoon. James Mc- 
Vittie, a manufacturer of Chicago, 
is establishing a new travel record. 
He left Moscow Monday morning 
and was in New York early Satur- 
day morning and in Chicago Satur- 
day afternoon of the same week, 


Daily Life Pleasant. 


Daily life while flying the At- 
lantic is pleasant. The time is so 
short from Europe to America and 
still shorter the other way that 
there is little time to be bored. 
There are no cabin parties. The 
cabins are too small and the walls 
are so thin that party noises would 
be too easily heard. There is a U- 
shaped promenade but on this 
flight I never saw any one walking 
that promenade. 

The scream of the whistles, the 
hoarse roar of the sirens, the blink- 
ing lights, in the welcome that New 
York sent up to us this morning 
even though it was not yet day- 
break, was the greatest thrill that 
the passengers and crew experi- 
enced on this flight. As we stood 
at a window and watched the 
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ground crew taking the Hinden- 


burg into the hangar, Dr. Eckener 
said: “This flight has among oth- 
er valuable lessons, demonstrated 
fairly conclusively to us that the 
southern steamer lanes will not be 
the air lane for commercial air 
traffic between Europe and the 
United States. 

“We observed on this flight that 
local conditions along the southern 
steamer lanes often make for sud- 
den and unindicated local turbu- 
lence and line squalls which air- 
ships or trans-Atlantic planes will 
have to keep in mind. The Zeppe- 
lin lanes over the North Atlantic 
will, I think, lie farther north for 
us and at other times farther 
south. For that reason the flying 
time will vary. 

Dr. Eckener thinks that future 
Zeppelins will be still speedier than 
the Hindenburg and considerably 
larger in passenger carrying ca- 
pacity. The inside cabins were not 
a wholly satisfactory solution of 
the cabin problem in an airship, he 
admitted to me. The next Zeppe- 
lins also will have cabins with out- 
side windows similar to those in the 
Graf Zeppelin. 

Greater speed in airsfifps means 
greater stress and strain and would 
call for still stronger Zeppelins, 
Dr. Eckener said.

DR. H. |. SPECTOR URGES 
DIPHTHERIA IMMUNIZATION 


Says It Is Not Experimental and 
Is No More Painful Than 
Mosquito Bite. 
Diphtheria immunization is not 


experimental, no child need have 
the disease and no child need die of 
it, Dr. H. I. Spector, assistant city 
health commissioner, said last night 
in a radio address over Station 
KSD as part of the second annual 
anti-diphtheria campaign. 

Toxoid,a preventive agent, when 
injected into the skin of a child, 
stimulates the cells of the body to 
manufacture an antidote to neutfal- 
ize the poison of diphtheria germs, 
Dr. Spector explained. Only the 
unprotected or the insufficiently 
protected child develops diphtheria, 
he added, and then diphtheria anti- 
toxin, a curative medicine, if given 
early, may prevent death. Children 
should be immunized in infancy, 
Dr. Spector said, since the injection 
is simple, no more painful than a 
mosquito bite and without the dis- 
turbing effects of vaccination, 

As a result of the campaign last 
year, mortality decreased 37 per 
cent in St. Louis and the number of 
cases declined 31 per cent, he said. 
Parents were urged to take children 
to the family ‘physician for immuni- 
zation or to city clinics if they are 
unable to pay for the service.

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ACCIDENT VERDICT IN DEATH 
OF IRONWORKER HIT BY AUTO 


Driver of Machine That Struck 
Man Says Lights of Another

Ickes announced two curtailing 
steps. First, an order was sent to 
division heads, both in Washington 
and in the field, directing ther to 
prepare lists of 25 per cent of the 
PWA administrative employes who 
could be dropped. At the same time 
any further pay increases were for- 
bidden. 


An Eye on the Senate. 


Possibly with an eye to awaiting 
action in the Senate, where the 
earmarking idea originated and 
will be revived, PWA officials ex- 
plained the order would not be 
carried out immediately. The lists 
of those in line to go, if necessary, 
however, are to be sent in at once. 
Nine thousand persons are on the 
PWA administrative staff, 3000 
of them in Washington. The Hous- 
ing Division alone employs 1000. 

Ickes conferred for an hour today 
with President Roosevelt, but was 
silent when he left the White House. 

Beiter, in a statement, said: “I 
believe the action of those in charge 
of piloting the bill through the 
House in preventing a vote on my 
amendment was un-American.

CHICAGO, May 9—Edgar J. 
Cook, manager for Senator William 
E. Borah in the recent Illinois pri- 
mary campaign, charged today in 
letters to Federal and State prose- 
cutors that tally sheets of the April 


14 balloting in Cook County showed 
“a prima facie case of the rankest 
election fraud.” 

Cook forwarded also copies of tal- 
ly sheets and told the prosecuting 
authorities the subject matter was 
submitted “to you for whatever ac- 
tion you may determine the com- 
plaint warrants.” 

He issued a statement saying 
that, while he believed “Borah was 
defrauded,” he did not consider that 
Col. Frank Knox, Chicago publish- 
er, who defeated the Idahoan for 
the Illinois preferential primary 
vote, was aware of the alleged 
frauds, Col. Knox carried the State 
by 72,385 votes, winning in all 10 
Cook County districts and five 
Downstate. Borah carried 10 
Downstate. 

“Tf there had been an honest 
count Mr. Knox would have won by 
only 50,000,” Cook asserted. 

The sheets appended to the let- 
ters disclosed that in a number of 
pyecincts of Chicago not a ballot 
was marked for Borah.

[RAINS RUN ON TIME 
IN RUSSIA ONCE MORE 


Traveling Conveniences Im- 
proved—Service Is Fair 
and Food Edible. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 9.—Solid, simple 
comfort marks travel in Russia to- 
day. The trains run on time. How- 
ever, some incidents remind the 
traveler that this is Russia. The 
unaccompanied woman traveler may 
be put into a compartment with a 
man she has never seen before. 

The sleeping car, though far from 
modern, is nevertheless serviceable. 
The sheets are clean. The berths 
are better, at least, than a corn- 
husk mattress. Even in the coldest 
weather, there is no dearth of heat. 
On the contrary, they are shut up 
tight, with no ventilation. Yet this 
is an old European custom, by no 
means restricted to the land of the 
Bolshevists. 

The service is fair, and the food 
edible. An order for “ham and 
eggs” may turn up as a plain 
omelet, and a request for breakfast 
toast, piping hot, will probably bring 
forth only a platter of black, white 
and gray bread or cold rolls. 

Big American automobiles provide 
transportation from train to hotel, 
where the guest rooms have luxuri- 
ous French period furniture and 
chinaware, contrasting sharply with 
peeling walls, faded curtains and 
cheap lamp shades. 

Writing desks are in every room, 
but with the acute paper shortage, 
there is nothing to write on. Note 
paper is very difficult to obtain. 

Since the invasion of tourists in 
recent years, Soviet hotel menus 
have become fairly cosmopolitan. 
Native pirojoks—flaky patties filled 
with rice or chopped meat—still 
are served with borscht, the Rus- 
sian national soup. Lamb prepared 
Caucasian style may follow. 

But beefsteak and hashed brown 
potatoes, and other more familiar 
dishes, will be provided on request. 
Soviet chefs are experts in making 
ice cream. 

Meal hours in Russian hotels 
would strike even Mayfair, in Lon- 
don, as ultra-fashionable. The cus- 
tomary breakfast hour is 11 a. m., 
luncheon at 3 or 4 p. m., and dinner 
at any time between 8 p. m. and 
4 a. m. 

In the larger hotels, jazz orches- 
tras, mostly imported, play the lat- 
est American dance hits while 
roughly-dressed workers mingle 
with smartly-uniformed army offi- 
cers and high Government officials 
on the dance floor. American jazz, 
in fact, is the first and last thing 
heard in the land of the Soviets. 
At the frontier, as a matter of 
efficiency plus entertainment value, 
customs officials play every dance 
record brought into the country. 
“It might,” they explain, “contain 
propaganda.” 

Equally energetic, they ransack 
all luggage in a search for hidden 
rubles with a vim that makes the 
pillaging of customs agents in other 
European nations seem like child's 
play. Nothing is left untouched. 
Letters are read by a translator. 
Every ruble and kopek is counted, 
as well as any foreign currency 
the visitor may have. It is, of 
course, strictly forbidden to take 
any Russian money out of the coun- 
try—and in case a few extra rubles 
are left over, the officials usually 
suggests that they be spent in 
sending a cable home.

PLANT BEAUTIFICATION 
ON SHAW GARDENWAY 


10,000 Trees, Shrubs and Vines 
Set Out in Three Years From 
City to Gray Summit. 


Ir three years since an associa- 
tion was formed to beautify the 


35-mile strotch of U. S. Highway 66 
from the city limits to the Shaw’s 


Garden Arboretum at Gray Summit, 
10,000 trees and plants have been 
set out, and Federal and State aid 
has been enlisted with the purpose 
of making the road a “nation-wide 
object lesson in highway beautifica- 
tion,” L. P. Jensen, president of the 
Henry Shaw Gardenway Associa- 


tion, said yesterday. 

The stretch of road, which twice 
crosses the Meramec River, and 
winds through hills. and valleys 
overgrown with native trees and 
shrubbery, was officially dedicated 
the Henry Shaw Gardenway last 
May. : 

Supplementig the natural advan- 
tages of the highway, elms, oaks, 
sycambores, sumac, honeysuckle, 
pines, cedars, wild roses, trumpet 
creepers, and other plants have been 
set out in landscaped plots or plant- 
ed on backslopes with strips of sod 
to prevent erosion. Native trees 
and plants are being used to con- 
form with the natural background. 

Most of the plantings still are 
small and the trees, set out in 
drouth years, are just beginning to 
develop lateral growth, but Jensen, 
who also is manager of the arbore- 
tum, envisioning the drive as he 
hopes it will be when plans for 
pedestrian walks, resting places 
and landscaping are completed, 
predicted it would “attract na- 
tional recognition.” 

Plants and trees are being fur- 
nished from nurseries of the High- 
way Department. The Missouri 
Botanical Garden also is co-operat- 
ing in the highway program, under 
Dr. George T. Moore, director. 

The State Highway Department 
has secured not less than 100 feet 
in width for the road, and the asso- 
ciation is now engaged in getting 
adjoining property owners to deed 
to the association 50 feet on each 
side of the road for the purpose of 
planting. Each property owner is 
shown a landscaped plan of the 
proposed beautification, which the 
association pledges itself to carry 
out, 

Another part of the work of the 
association has been to influence 
property owners not to rect un- 
sightly buildings on the highway 
and to refrain from allowing bill- 
boards to be erected. The appeal 
has been successful in most in- 
stances and only a few billboards 
have been put up.

Senate Recess Monday.

METHODIST BISHOPS 
CLASH ON ECONOMICS 


The Rev. A, W. Leonard 
Assails Liberal Group — 
Dr. McConnell Replies. 


ops 

other today in the dispute over 
conservative-liberal questions which 
has simmered all week on the 
edge of the Methodist Episcopal 
general conference. 

Bishop Adna W. Leonard of 
Pittsburgh, demanding “the de- 
struction of Russian Communism 
in the United States,” called the 
planned social economy as advo- 
cated by the Methodist Federation 
for Social Service “alien and God- 
less.” He was answered at a lunch- 
eon meeting of the federation by 
Bishop Francis J. McConnell of 
New York, president of the organ- 
ization, who defended its right to 
speak on social and economic mat- 


ters. 

“We believe in a militant organ 
ization,” Bishop McConnell de 
clared. “We don’t care a hoot 
what the great church groups say 
about us—if they deny us the right 
to use the word Methodist we'll call 
ourselves something else.” 

Opposed to Radicalism. 

Bishop Leonard, opponent of 
radicalism, startled the delegates 
at their devotional session today 
with a demand that the church take 
a definite stand on the matter. of 
Communism. 

“We cannot stop at the .destruc- 
tion of such evils as slavery, the 
liquor traffic and gambling,” he 
declared. “We must go straight 
through and make it impossible for 
Communism to have any place un- 
der the stars and stripes. 

“Those who are giving their in- 
fluence for the introduction of a 


planned economy on the basis of

any theory of brotherhood that rep- 
resents a godlessness even to the 
point of anti-God, are both un- 
Christian and un-American.” 
Demanded by Federation. 


The Federation has demanded 
that the general church conference 
recommend subzstitution of a 
planned social economy for the 
profit system, 


“There are all too many Metho- 
dist ministers and laymen who have 
been shamefaced and hesitant in 
the presence of noisy demagogues 
who would substitute alien social 
and economic orders for our own 
Democratic form of government, 
who would foist upon our people a 
planned economy in the form of a 
radical socialism,” Bishop Leonard 
said. 

“There are those among us who 
are opposed to Fascism and war 
and limit their efforts to those two 
phases of national and international 
life . . they must come out if they 
are truly Christian and American 
and declare whether they are actu- 
ally for Communism or not. 

Bishop McConnell denied at the 
Federation meeting that his organi- 
zation was attempting to speak for 
the entire church, 

He assailed the failure of the 
church to speak and act on social 
issues. 

“Talking in Platitudes.” 

“Think of coming to this confer- 
ence and talking in platitudes 
throughout the sessions—with bread 
lines miles and miles long existing,” 
he said. The purpose of the federa- 
tion, he said, was to get the ques- 
tion of social issues before’ the 
church, 

“We are not trying to do anything 
sweet,” he sgid, “They ask us not 
to say anythitig which would cut 
down contributions, but they say 
nothing about helping their neigh- 
bors.” He advised the federation 
to meet “attacks with attacks.” 
“When you throwa brick and there 
is a counter attack,” he urged, “just 
have another brick ready.” 

Dr. Harry F. Ward, secretary of 
the federation and chairman of the 
American League Against War and 
Fascism, asserted that the profit 
system was definitely broken down 
“and will never be sufficiently re- 
paired to maintain the American 
people or any other people. What- 
ever recovery we have had has been 
purely artificial, It is stimulated 
entirely by Government money.” 

Bishop Edgar Blake, introduced 
to the federation by Chairman 
Frank A. Horne of Brooklyn as 
“one of the too few liberal bishops 
in our church,” asserted that “this 
is no time for neat neutrality. It 
is time to lift our voices for such 
changes in economic life and social 
order as will give every mother and 
child the chance for a decent life.” 

Delegates to the conference cast 
their first ballots today for the elec- 
tion of four new bishops, including 
one Negro bishop, after approving 
the retirement of seven members 
of the board of bishops. The bal- 
a will not be counted until Mon- 
ay.

WOMAN MURDERED 
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Chicago Police Say Jewelry 
Dealer Was Beaten 
With a Stone. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 9%—Police are 
seeking a prowler as the killer of 
Mrs. Lillian Guild, 50 years old, 
partner in a hotel jewelry shop, who 
was found dead in her room in the 
downtown Y. W. C. A. Hotel today. 

Homicide squad members believe 
the killer picked up a six-pound 
stone from a brick pile, and climbed 
up a fire escape just off north 
Michigan avenue and entered at a 
window to gain entrance to Mrs. 
Guild’s room. 

There, after a struggle, Mrs. 
Guild's body, partly covered by a 
kimona, and with a pillow over the 


face, was found on the floor when 
a Negro maid entered the bedroom 
at 10:30 a. m. today. The oblong 
stone lay near the body. Mrs. Guild 
had been strangled so viciously the 
larynx was ruptured and two teeth 
were lodged in the throat. Her 
skull was fractured. 

Indications were, police said, that 
the killer had searched Mrs, Guild's 
two suitcases, under her bed, before 
fleeing. 

Officers question Nicholaus F'ran- 
zen, 49 years old, a boiler room 
attendant, and two other men: 
Franzen denied knowledge of the 
attack, but said he knew “that old 
lady,” police said. 

Mrs. Guild, formerly a resident 
of Attleboro, Mass., had been a 
guest at the hotel since last Jan- 
uary. She operated a small jewelry 
shop in a loop hotel in partnership 
with a sister, Mrs. Blanche Bloom 
of Attleboro. Friends there said 
she was survived by a son, an at- 
tendant at Taunton State Hospital 
in Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Guild is known to have re- 
turned to her room about 12:30 
this morning. Her fellow tenant 
across the hall, Miss N. Kearins of 
Galesburg, Ill., said she was awak- 
ened by noises before midnight but 
heard nothing later. 

Strands of gray and brown hair, 
clutched in the dead woman's hand, 
furnished what authorities hoped 
was a clew. Three fingerprints on 
an electric iron were taken. A stone 
was found in the basement similar 
to that used to kill Mrs. Guild,

1, A. E. Housman Told Publisher to Use Them 
to Cut Price of Book—Said He Was 
Latin Professor, Not Poet. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—A. E 
Housman, who died in England | 
last week ut 77, was unique among 


poets; he declined to make money | 


from his poetry although his books | 
sold by thousands. 

Forty years ago he published at 
OWn expense “A Shropshire 


became a classic. 
Then he disappeared from the lit- 
erary scene for more than a quar- 
ter of a century. 

Many editions of “A Shropshire 
Lad” have appeared since that day 
in 1896, but to the commercial as- 
pect Housman never gave a 
thought. He told his publisher to 
use the profits in reducing the 
price of the book. 


He frowned on de luxe and lim- | 
ited editions. He returned checks 
from magazines which reprinted | 
some of the poems. He declined 
for years to appear in poetry an- 
thologies and he once protested 
against the inclusion of his book 
in a series called “The Smaller 


ee 
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Lettie because he thought “it 
unbecoming that the work of a liv- 
ing writer should appear under 
such a title.” 

Professor, Not Poet. 

He brushed aside suggestions 
|that he produce another book. He 
was a Latin professor at Cam- 
bridge University, he said, not a 
poet. 

Finally, in 1922 another thin vol- 
ume did appear—‘“Last Poems.” 
His followers applauded it, and 
thousands of copies of it were sold. 

The story of the appearance of 
“A Shropshire Lad” is told by Grant 
Richards, who was Housman’s En- 
glish publisher, in his book, “Au- 
thor Hunting.” 

Kegan Paul, who printed books 
jot verse at their author’s expense, 
had brought out 500 copies of “A 
| Shropshire Lad” at half a crown in 
February, 1896. The book enjoyed 
no immediate success and it took 
two years to dispose of the first 
edition. 

Now a copy of that first edition 
is rare and valuable. From a mod- 
est half crown it jumped to as high 
as $400. Someone paid that much 
for a copy at a book auction in 
New York during the boom days. 
Today a copy sells for $250 or more. 

But while the original edition 
sold slowly, the book’s value was 
recognized by discerning critics. 
Richard Le Gallienne had a good 
word to say for it. Richards, who 
had but recently set up as a pub- 
lisher, was struck by it and has re- 
corded that “it was perhaps of all 
books the one I most 
my list.” . 

Publisher Seeks Him Out. 

So he wrote to Housman and 
asked to be allowed to be his pub- 
lisher. Housman neither accepted 
nor rejected the proposal. He re- 
plied that many copies of the first 
edition remained on the publisher's 
shelves and “that it wculd be time 
enough to discuss a second edition 
when they were sold.” 

Richards said he had no reason 
to hope that he would hear from 
the poet again, but a year later he 
was surprised and elated when 
Housman’s card was brought to 
him. 
| “He could only have come about 
‘one thing,” Richards continued. 
“And I was right. Yes. I might 
have ‘A Shropshire Lad.’ The first 
| edition was at last exhausted. ‘And 
| the terms? What royalty shall I 
pay? What business arrangements 
are we to have?’ ‘Royalties? I 
want no royalties. You may pro- 
duce the book—that’s all.’ 

Refuses All Profits. 

“‘But the profit? The book will 
become better and better known. It 
won’t take over two years to sell 
the second edition. There is bound 
to be profit.’ ‘Well, if there is, then 
apply it to a reduction in the price 
of the book. I am not a poet by 
(trade; I am a professor of Latin. 
I do not wish to make profit out 
_of my poetry. It is not my business. 
|The Americans send me checks. I 
return them.’ 
| “*But there is no separate edition 
_of the book, is there, no pirated edi- 
tion ?’ 
| “No, not so far as I know, but 
_there’s a magazine which every now 
and then fills up one of its pages 
'with a poem from the book. I sup- 
| pose I couldn't prevent it even if I 
wanted to.’ 

“‘And they send you checks and 
you send them back?’ ‘Yes, and I 
shall no doubt continue to do so; 
by and by they’ll no doubt learn to 
save themselves the trouble.’ 

“I wondered. I never before had 
met an author like this. He didn’t 
want money, refused it even.” 

The second edition appeared in 
| 1898, and since that time many oth- 
‘ers have been published in England 
and in the United States. The pub- 
lisher quickly met Housman’s plea 
'for a really cheap edition by bring- 
‘ing one out to fit the waistcoat 
| pocket, and costing sixpence. There 
'also was an edition on vellum cost- 

ing 12 guineas, but Housan didn’t 
like that idea. 
| The Second Volume. 
| Richards records that “the great- 
est moment in my life as a publish- 
/er was when I opened the sheaf of 
manuscript that was ‘Last Poems.’ 
'I will go further and say that no 
| publisher alive had had a greater 
| thrill.” 
| That was in 1922, at a time when 

Richards had given up hope that 
| Housman would ever issue a sec- 
pene volume. When he took over 
‘the book in 1898 Richards said 
there was “never a week thereaft- 
/er and seldom even a day that one 
person or another did not ask me 
when there would. be @ successor 
to “A Shropshire Lad.” 

The publisher mentioned the sub- 
ject to Housman several times, but 
got no satisfaction and finally de- 


cided to let the matter drop. There- 
fore the thrill when Housman ad- 
vised him by letter in April, 1922, 
that there was to be a second vol- 
ume, but that the matter must be 
kept secret for the present. 
Reading “Last Poems.” 

“I believe that the manuscript 
came into my hands on a Friday,” 
says Richards. “I took it home 
with me to the country at Cookham 
Dean. I refrained from opening it 
until the evening, when I cut the 
string, and turned the pages. Then,

DETROIT, May 9.—Thomas A. 
Buckner, president of the New 
York Life Insurance Co, said to- 
day: “I am perfectly confident that, 
whoever is elected, except Town- 
send, the country is safe.” 

Speaking at a regional meeting 
of company agents here, Buckner 


urged them not to be “alarmed 
about the result of the election.” 

“There is nothing in the political 
or financial siuation to cause any- 
body to be afraid,” said Buckner, 
whose company has both former 
President Hoover and Alfred E.

HALF-DAY iN ST. LOUIS 


Symphony Director Dodges 
Curious, Gives Broadcast, 
Inspects Auditorium. 


Leopold Stokowski and his Phila- 
delphia Symphony Orchestra were 
in St: Louis for exactly 12 hours 
yesterday on their barnstorming 
tour of the country. It was a busy 
half-day for thé leader but just a 
breeze for the men. 

The orcnestra’s special train of 
nine cars—seven with drawing 
rooms and compartments and two 
baggage cars for the instruments 
—got in from Omaha half an hour 
ahead of time, thus avoiding the 
string of autograph hunters who 
gathered later at the station. 

Stokowski then went to the Au- 
ditorium to inspect the stage set- 


tings and the acoustics, but there 
was a children's pageant on in the 
Opera House and all he could see 
were some papier-mache flowers 
and a lot of children in costumes 
that suggested spring. He pays 
much attention to acoustics and the 
mechanics of sound and was dis- 
appointed that he could not in- 
spect the stage before the concert 
last night. 

Dodges the Curious. 


He had a radio broadcast sched- 
uled on KSD at 2:30 p. m., and he 
had to dodge some more of the 
curious to get to it. He was wear- 
ing a light gray suit, gray suede 
shoes, a blue mesh sport shirt open 
at the neck, and his thinning gray 
hair was flowing in the wind. 
For the broadcast, he took off his 
coat and stood at the microphone 
in his shirt sleeves. In answer to 
questions, he talked extemporane- 
ously and with great feeling of 
Bach and Wagner, the two com- 
posers from whom selections were 
played on last night’s program; was 
cryptic about his future plans, and 
paid a tribute to Vladimir Golsch- 
mann, conductor of the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra. 

“I just feel the music of Bach 
very deeply,” he said. “I have 
played his music so often and each 
time it seems greater and greater. 
That is the test of all good music. 
It is like a friendship which grows 
deeper and deeper the longer you 
know the person. 

Defends Bach Against Critics. 
“Bach has often been criticised as 
being cold and mathematical, espe- 
cially by those who hear him for 
the first time. As a matter of fact, 
there was no more humanman. The 
mere fact that he had 21 children 
attests to his warmth, to his emo- 
tion and to his love.” 

Wagner, he said, wrote the great- 
est love music of all time, “music 
that brings out all that is erotic in 
us. That is why I have transcribed 
the music from ‘Tristan and Isolde’ 
into a sort of modern symphony for 
orchestra so that those who cannot 
go to ope.a often can at least hear 
this music.” This transcription was 
the final number on last night’s 
program. 

Stokowski has the ability to be 
ecstatic one moment and to clown 
and josh the next, which he did 
while posing for pictures after the 
broadcast. Then he went to inspect 
a music store and finally to his ho- 
tel, where his masseuse was wait- 
ing for him so she could give him 
a rubdown and let him rest before 


the concert.

Report to Safety Conference. 

Paul G. Hoffman, president of 
the Studebaker Corporation, lodged 
a protest with the Midwest Safety 
Conference in Chicago the past 
week against diversion of gasoline 
taxes to purposes other than the 
construction of safe highways. 

“Certainly there is every justifi- 
cation for enthusiasm for the con- 
tribution that engineering can 
make to highway safety through 
a program of street and highway 
modernization,” said Hoffman, who 
is chairman of the Safety Traffic 
Committee of the Automobile Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. 

“The pitiable aspect of this sit- 
uation is that our highway engi- 
neers know how this job should be 
done. But it takes money to do 
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it, and the past five years hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of tax | 


highway construction has been di- 
verted to other uses. 

“We have witnessed time and 
again the sad spectacle of public 
officials who have deplored the in- 
crease in accidents and at the 
same time have encotraged the di- 
version of highway funds which, if 
expended on modernization, would 
have saved hundreds of lives.” 

Arthur W. Magee, acting com- 
missioner of motor vehicles for 
New Jersey, told the Conference 
that motor fatalities in his state had 
dropped from 1227 in 1934 to 1188 
in 1935 after enactment of a driv- 
er’s license law.

They 
point significantly to the recent 
weather bureau report for the first 
four months of the year, which in- 
dicates that the great agricultural 
area in the Mississippi basin, in- 
cluding much of the Ohio River 
valley, has had sub-normal mois 
ture so far. 


Last year’s normal] precipitation, 
they state, built up somewhat the 
sub-soil moisture so thoroughly 
dried up by the disastrous 1934 
drought. They feel, however, that 
the margin of moisture is so thin 
that a continuation of the present 
trend will threaten the crop turn-out 
of America’s granary. 


This is especially true in Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, Kansas and Texas 
where rainfall ranges from 16 to 40 
per cent of normal. 


Wholesale prices of sugar, flour, 
lard, hogs, lambs and wheat were 
weak. Eggs, cocoa, cattle, corn, 
oats, rye and cotton improved.

Offerings of May wheat were of 
much less volume than has been 
the rule heretofore of late. Bulls 
contended speculative discourage- 
ment rather than pressure of actual 
wheat was largely responsible for 
recent semi-demoralization on the 
part of holders of May contracts. 
It was also urged that nearly two 
months’ requirements of wheat are 
yet to be supplied from old crop 
reserves. 

Some buying of new crop wheat 
futures, July and September, was 
based on assertions that price de- 
clines had discounted the present 
outlook in view of the fact that the 
country is still in the crop scare 
period. Various market authorities 
were decidedly inclined to question 
whether any great improvement of 
crops in the dust bowl region would 
result from rains. Statements were 
made that in many districts the 
rains came too late to revive wheat 
growth. 

Only transient early setbacks of 

the wheat market resulted from 
news that general rains were con- 
tinuing intermittently Southwest 
and West, and that indications 
pointed to 3 per cent enlargement 
of planting of grain in Canada. 
Reports that corn planting is 
making good progress tended to 
ease corn and oats. Rye lacked 
offerings. 
Provisions were steadied by ex- 
pectance of a let-up in hog arrivals. 
Closing indemnities: Wheat— 
May, 92% to %, 95%; July, 85% to 
86, 87% to %; September, 84%, 
864 to %. Corn—May, 62% to %, 
63%; July, 61, 61%; September, 59, 
59%.

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BUSINESS MANAGEMENT OF FUR’ 
SUPPLY IN NATION ADVOCATED 


Biological Survey Worker Says Law 
Requiring Reports From Trap- 
pers Should Be Passed. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Fur ani- 
mals, a valuable natural resource 
of this country, but sadly neglected 
and atrociously wasted, should be 
considered in establishing policies 
for land management, says” Frank 
G. Ashbrook, of the Biological Sur- 
vey, United States Department of 
Agriculture. He urges that state 
game agencies should encourage 
laws requiring reports from trap- 
pers so that ¢he kind and numbers 
of animals taken annually may be 
calculated. 

The annual turnover in the re 
tail fur trade, Ashbrook points out, 
has shrunk from $500,000,000 in 1929 
to $150,000,000, a shrinkage that can- 
not be attributed wholly to drouth, 
floods and financial depression. It 
results in‘part from an actual 
searcity of fur animals. To what 
extent this is due to overtrapping 
and failure to preserve natural 
habitat is not definitely known. 

“We estimate,” says Ashbrook, 
“that 13,000,000 muskrats are 
trapped annually, but unfortunate- 
ly we do not know how many are 
being produced. The number may 
be 10,000,000, which would mean 
rapid extermination. It may be 
15,000,000, which would mean a con- 
tinuing supply. We have no re- 
liable facts for the country as a 
whole, but good business manage- 
ment of the fur bearers would re- 
quire something similar to a bal- 
ance sheet that would reveal the 
kill and the replacements. e 


ANALYSIS OF ACCIDENTS 
WILL BE MADE WEEKLY 


Census Bureau to Chart Course of 
Prevention Conference's 
Efforts. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—A week- 
ly analysis of accidents that an- 
nually take 100,000 lives will be 
made by the Census Bureau to 
chart the course of the Accident 
Prevention Conference’s attempt to 
reduce accidental fatalities. 

The conference, set up by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper at the re- 
quest of President Roosevelt, has 
divided into 11 committees. 

Labert St. Clair, transportation 
assistant to Roper, said: “There are 
now 36,000 fatalities caused by au- 
tomobile accidents, while about 
37,000 deaths are due to accidents 
in homes and on farms.” 

Falls in bath tubs, tripping over 
rugs and falling from ladders were 
cited by St. Clair as among the 
chief causes of home accident fa- 
talities. 
Many automobile deaths were at- 
tributed by St. Clair to inadequate 
lighting. “Cars are now lighted 
only for speeds from 35 to 40 miles 
per hour, while actual speeds are 
much faster,” he said. 


Guggenheim Aeronautics Award.

NEW YORK, May. 9.—George 
William Lewis, director of aeronau- 
tical research of the National Advi- 
sory Committee for Aeronautics, 
Washington, today was announced 
winner of the Daniel Guggenheim 
medal for 1936. Lewis is 44 years 
old and lives at Chevy Chase, Mr. 
The medal was given him for “out- 
standing success in the direction 
of aeronautical research and for 
the development of original equip- 
ment and methods. He designed 
the first experimental roots type 
supercharger for aircraft engines.

On Saturdays and Wednesdays 
they run specials from New York 
City to the track—and the result 
was that $522,000 was handled in 
the mutuels on opening day. 

Narragansett's big day last year 
rivaled the mutuel totals of many 
a Kentucky Derby day and its at- 
tendances on big occasions, reach 
almost as important figures! 

Apparently the “new money” 
hasn't begun to drain out of New 
England as yet, where mutue! bet- 
ting is concerned. 


Bookies vs. Mutuels. 


OURTEEN out of 19 favorites 

won, during the first three 
days racing at Jamaica race track 
bending many a bookmaker’'s 
bankroll. 

And did the public profit! That 
of course is because the bettors 
took the winning money from the 
bookies, instead of from one an- 
other, as happens in the case of 
the mutuels. 

There were 91 bookmakers on 
the line, during that period. It 
is improbable that the average 
bankroll for the 91 was less than 
$5000, making a total of nearly 
half a million that the public had 
to bet against! . 

In the mutuel they bet against 
their own money—not another 
dime entering the till. Still. the 
New York Legislature is talking 


of changing to the mutuels. That 
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can hardly be done in the interest 


of the betting public.

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Year- Round 
Comfort in Air 
Conditioning 
Findings Based on Experi- 


ments Presented at An- 
\ nual: Conference. 


Air conditioning as a year round 
Service for human comfort was 
definitely brought out at the 
1936 Conference on Air Condition- 
ing held in Urbana at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois last week. These 
findings, based on experiments in 
winter heating and summer cool- 
ing darried on over a period of five 
years were presented before a 
group of 200 men and women in- 
terested in air conditioning for 
the home. 

Air conditioning for year round 
comfort in the home includes heat- 
ing and humidifying the air in win- 
ter, cleaning, circulating and re- 
moving odors. For summer com- 
fort the air must be cooled and 
dehumidified, cleaned of dust by 
means of a filter, circulated about 
through the. rooms by means of a 
fan or blower. The odors that 


accumulate in circulation must be 


» removed by the addition of air from 
the outside, calling for one change 
of air per hour. This change of 
air is gradual and complete. 

It is a well known fact that cold 
air lacks moisture. This moisture 
must be supplied by mechanical 
means or moisture will be taken 
from the, materials in the house, 
from furnishings and hangings and 
from the individual who moves 
about in the dry atmospbere. Sum- 
mer air which is warm carries 
varying amounts of moisture and 
this excess moisture must be re- 
moved for comf Maintaining 
this balance is the problem that 
confronts the heating and ventilat- 
ing engineer. 

Construction Important. 

Construction of the. home is of 
greatest importance where air con- 
ditioning is considered, In. a prop- 
erly constructed house the problem 
of the heating or cogling plant is 
comparatively simple. Insulation, 
weatherstripping, storm sashes and 
doors to cut down heat loss through 
window lights are helpful Not 
only do these factors effect a sav- 
ing of fuel but the loss of humidity 
which must be supplied mechani- 
cally, is reduced. The amount of 
water needed to maintain the rela- 
tive humidity at a healthful level 
is comparatively small, running to 
about four gallons per 24 hours 
for the small house as compared 
with 15 gallons per 24 hours in the 
uninsulated house. Proper humid- 


ity in the home in winter means. 


fewer winter colds, less damaged 
furniture and fewer dried and gap- 
ping floor boards. 

Cooling an insulated equipped 
house in the summer is_ rather 
simple. The air is cooled, filtered 
and circulated, there is no infil- 
trations through walls, ceilings and 
windows. Whatever fresh air is 
necessary to remove odors is taken 
in in proper and regulated amounts 
and in this way the balance of the 
cooling system is not upset. 

Air Sanitation for Health. 

Air sanitation, the removal of 
dust, pollens and gases, with fewer 
colds in winter and less hay fever 
in the summer, will improve _ the 
health of the individual, accord- 
ing to findings by medical men who 
attended the conference. Diseases 
today are largely those of the re- 
spiratory tract and removal of the 
'@auses will remove the disease. 
Scientists agree today that hay 
fever is caused by pollen of micro- 
scopic size which can be filtered 
successfully. In pollen free air the 
hay fever sufferer is speedily re- 
lieved. Pollen asthma while it re- 
quires a longer time for alleviation 
usually disappears completely, said 
Dr. W. H. Welker, department 
head of the College of Medicine at 
the university. 

Filters of various types, among 
them oil-coated cotton batts, felt 
and upholstry moss were discussed 
by Prof. F. B. Rowley of the Uni- 
versity. of Minnesota. The effi- 
ciency of the filter depends upon 
the velocity of the air flow and the 
density of the material. An oil- 
coated mesh through which the air 
passed at low velocity was found 
to be highly efficient. Service at 
least once a month was stressed 
to keep the filters functioning. 

With the advent of warm weather 
summer cooling becomes a subject 
of great interest. The findings of 
Profs. Kratz, Konzo and Fahne- 
stock of the research department 
fn mechanical engineering were pre- 
sented. Summer comfort is based 
on heat loss from the body. The 
amount of heat generated depends 
on the activity of the individual. 
This heat loss can be controlled 
mechanically by providing circula- 
tion and dehumidifying the air. Heat 
generated increases the humidity 
and thus the number of persons 
present in a room will affect the 
load on the refrigeration plant. 
Since human beings are constituted

A dow that looks out on a vista 
or landscape whose changing as- 
pects he may see under light and 
shade add a certain richness to his 
living. A house with three views 
would seem to have something of 
the superlative about it. 

The house pictured here is sucha 
house, standing on a five-acre tract 
on a hilltop in St. Louis County and 
overlooking the fine rolling hills 
that are typical of Missouri. The 
architect who developed the plans 
took full advantage of these views 
in placing the rooms, the exposures 
to the sun and prevailing breezes 
which are always important in a 
climate like that existing in the 
Middle West. a 


The smooth facade, corner win- 
dows and steel casements might 
stamp this house as “modern.” It 
is modern in the sense jthat it uses 
materials honestly and Without mis- 
representation and that it avoids 
dangerous freaknesses or too close 


HOUSE with a view is every 


|}adherence to period styles in archi- 


tecture. We have gone past the 
point when we consider modern in 
architecture an aggregate of block- 
like units, flat-topped, and with 
Windows in odd corners. 
Mow: in the use of modern ma- 
terials. Waterproofed con- 
crete masonry units are used for 
the walls, the windows and doors 
have been picked out with a soft 
red brick trim and there is a brick 
course at the cornice. The win- 
dows are steel casements, the roof 
is green slate and the gables are 
sawed pine boards. The house is 
to be painted white and thé gen- 
eral effect will be that of a clean 
whitewashed New England home. 
To return to the views: The ar- 
chitect selected the eastern one, 
which takes full advantage of the 
typically rolling Missouri landscape 
for the living room, dining room 
and dining porch which stretch 
across this portion of the house. 
Window spaces have been arranged 
to keep this view unobscured and 
the tiled terrace is accessible from 
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the living room. This terrace should 
prove most delightful in the after- 
noon, when it is shaded from the 
sun, and in the early evening. 

Service quarters and garage face 
north but the maid’s room has a 
southern exposure and a small 
porch which looks out on a paved 
service porch. The entrance is 
from the west and is another view. 
It is separated from the service 
court by a garden wall whose ter- 
minus is developed into a decora- 
tive light fixture.

hot water a complete cooling sys- 
tem must be installed.

The house 
is opened in the early evening and 
the ventilating fan is started. Where 
there is an air cooling system in 
the house experiments have shown 
that by lowering awnings and pre- 
cooling the house, operation costs 
have been reduced.

What can I do?

A. The boards of the deck have 
probably warped, and using the 
deck will wear out the canvas on 
these ridges in time. The best solu- 
tion would be to remove the canvas 
and either have the ridges planed 
down or, better still, replace the 
deck with 2%-inch pine tongue and 
grooved flooring. Then cover this 
with a good coat of pure linseed oil 
and white lead and lay the canvas 
before this has had a chance to dry. 
Then have the canvas painted im- 
mediately with two coats of good 
deck paint, allowing the first coat 
to dry thoroughly before applying 
the second.

WASHINGTON, May %. 
UMORS prevalent iast sum- 
mer that Mrs. James R. Crom- 
well, the former Doris Duke, 

known as the world’s richest girl, 
is writing a book, a sort of auto- 
biography of the type that is now 
the literary fashion, were revived 
last week. 

If she is, it should prove “rich 
reading” in more senses than one. 
Her round-the-world honeymoon 
redounds in interesting incidents.

The corps of Washington social 
secretaries includes the Randolph 
sisters—Miss Anne Randolph, state- 
ly in appearance, who guided the 
destinies of the Mellon household 
when Mrs. David Bruce, then Miss 
Ailsa Mellon, was a young Cabinet 
hostess, and Miss Mary Randolph, 
White House social secretary for 
two First Ladies and acting in a 
similar capacity for several diplo- 
matic households Miss Rebecca 
Wellington and Miss Georgianna 
Todd, who has a conservative clien- 
tele, and several others who know 
Washington society.

Here are lilies of the val- 
ley, white phlox, columbine and lots 
of primroses, The hillside is white 
with sweet rocket. There is an 
old-fashioned spring house, where 
one may rest on a rustic bench un- 
der the trees. At the entrance of 
the grounds a vale is covered with 
thousands of narcissuses and on 
either side of the front door are 
circular beds of deep blue pansies 
against the dazzling white house. 
From the Burroughs gardens the 
pilgrims will go to the home of 
Mrs. Shoemaker, where the most 
beautiful white rhododendron in 
this part of the country grows. The 
rose garden has a stone wall over 
which more roses climb and broad 
steps lead to a terrace, screened by 
bridal wreath and lilac bushes from 
which sweep sloping lawns. Here 
blue chairs are grouped under the 
trees. Natural beauty characterizes 
this garden which has an air of 
spaciousness and hospitality. 


* * * 


NE of the show places of St. 

Louis County is Woodlands, the 

estate of Mr. and Mrs. Werner. 
Here there is a garden of more 
than 10,000 tulips. Wisteria against 
the brick house makes a solid green 
wall for the terrace around which 
grow small cedars and hemlock and 
a border of giant white tulips. 
More of the flowers in pink and 
white bloom in long beds at each 


of the terrace and the large sun, 
garden at the left is laid out with 
geometrical precision in beds where 
rare tulips of gay and rich colors 
grow. In the center of the sun 
garden a fountain plays, surround- 
ed by little figures depicting the 
four seasons. These lead statues 
were brought from Italy by Mr. 
and Mrs. Werner and their tulips 
were imported from Holland. In 
addition to the tulip gardens, in 
which incidentally, are planted oth- 
er flowers that blossom when the 
tulips are gone, is the formal sunk- 
en garden that leads to the swim- 
ming pool and tennis courts. In 
this garden are rows and rows of 
tulips of deep pink and almost 
black purple. Mr. and Mrs. Wer- 
ner frequently share the Wood- 
lands and its beauty spots with 
friends invited for out-of-<door par- 
ties there, and are known for their 
gracious hospitality. 

The pilgrimage will end at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Shapleigh. 
A rock bank between which 
there are tiny blue and pink rock 
plants marks the drive, where op- 
posite the front door is a beautiful 
Hugonus rose with delicate yellow 
blossoms. The sunken garden is 
simple but effective’ in seasonal 
blooms. A feature of the garden is 
a circular brick terrace built 
around an old apple tree with an 
ancient brick well at one side.

CHINA CENSORS FILMS 
TAKEN BY TOURISTS 


Nanking Objects to Photo- 
graphing of Things Super- 
stitious or Grotesque. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 


NANKING, China, April 13.— 
Government photographic _restric- 
tions in the capital have been a 
source of frequent annoyance of 
late to foreign tourists who have 


unwittingly taken pictures prohibit- 
ed by military regulation or of 
things considered “prejudicial to the 
racial dignity of the Chinese na- 
tion.” 

Not only is photography barred 
in various parts of Nanking desig- 
nated as military zones, but civil 
regulations prohibit foreigners from 
taking pictures of things contrary 
to the Three Peoples’ Principles 
(livelihood, democracy and nation- 
alism), and things superstitious or 
grotesque. These civil regulations 
are national, but are being en- 
forced with particular stringency in 
the capital. 

Several Americans in Nanking | 
have been escorted to police head- 
quarters, questioned and their pho- 
tographic films confiscated when 
they have photographed beggars, 
coolie laborers at work or other 
scenes which the Chinese consider 
bad advertising. For example, an 
American construction 
making a brief visit in Nanking and 
unaware of the restrictions, took 
motion pictures of coolies on a con- 
struction job. His entire film, with 
other exposures as well, was con- 
fiscated by police who informed 
him that it would be returned after 
it had been developed and the ob- 
jectionable scenes deleted. 

Two American women tourists 
photographed a Nanking street 
scene which happened to show one 
of the city gates in the background. 
Their film was confiscated by po- 
lice on the ground that the city 
gates are of strategic importance, 
and therefore may not be photo- 
graphed by foreigners, although 
photographs of the city wall and 
gates may be purchased in shops. 

Foreigners desiring to take mo- 
tion pictures in China must apply 
to the police for written permits, 
and must ask for officers to super- 
vise their work. The motion pic- 
tures must be submitted to the Mo- 
ion Picture Censorship Committee, 
and may be exported only with its 
approval and censorship.

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WELL-ROUNDED ARMY 


Like Germany, She Ignores 
Treaty and Will Recruit 
60,000 Men a Year. 


By the Associated Press. 
VIENNA, May 9.—-Austria, like 
Germany, having said farewell to 


postwar peace treaties, is develop- 
ing a well-rounded army. 

Three weeks after the Austrian 
diet approved the law for universal 
civil and military service, forces 
paraded through Vienna's Ring- 
strasse, displaying light and heavy 
tanks, bombing planes and othe: 
weapons denied the country by the 
St. Germain treaty. 

War Ministry figures show the 
present military strength as 15 reg- 
iments of infantry, in eight divi- 
sions. Each division has two or 
three infantry regiments, one light 
artillery regiment, one battalion of 
engineers, one communications com- 
pany and one motor battalion. 

In addition, there are four motor- 
cycle detachments and one tank 
unit. The artillery units comprise 
one heavy and four light artillery 
regiments. 


Aviation forces include two regi- 


ments. . 

An extra division, called the “fast 
division,” consists of six bicycle bat- 
talions and six cavalry ng i

Aside from the rapid development 
of the army, the War Ministry re- 
ports, a militia is to be created out 
of the various private armies, which 
therefore will be abolished. 


It is estimated that about 60,000 | 


men will be recruited every year, 
to serve three to six months in mi- 
litia training camps, then to be 
sent either to the militia or to the 


army.

OF VERSAILLES STILL MISSING 


Germany, Ordered to Turn Relic of 

African Chief Over to Britain, 

Denies Having It.

LONDON, May 9.—The diplomat- 
ic riddle over the skull of a South 
African chief, mentioned in article 
246 of the Versailles treaty, is still 
unsolved. The treaty provided that 
the skull of Sultan Mkwawa, for- 
mer chief of the Wahhehe tribe of 
Tanganyika, should be handed over 
to Great Britain by Germany with-

The 
tribe said the skull was removed 
to Germany, but Germany asserted 
it was buried in Tanganyika.

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TEXAS CENTENNIAL 
TO OPEN I JUNE 


More Than Two Hundred 
Events Planned as Part 
of Celebration. 


Texas, the largest State in the 


Union,:-will open its Centennial Ex- 
position at Dallas during the first 
week in June. More than 200 
events have been planned for cen- 
tennial year which began in No- 
vember and of which the exposi- 
tion is only part. 

The rise of Texas from a wilder- 
ness, through a territory under six 
flags, to a position of wealth and 
importance is the story that will 
be portrayed at the Exposition. In 
this first world’s fair of the South- 
west the past and present in art, 
science, commerce and industry are 
to be presented in addition to the 
colorful Spanish fiestas and typical- 
ly American rodeos. 

Historic Texas. 

Historically, Texas is most in- 
teresting. The first Americans 
settled there in 1821. Land grants 
Were generous and thousands of 
colonists entered the country. A 
revolution in Mexico made Gen. 
Santa Anna president and it was 
decided, since he was represented 
as the champion of free govern- 
ment, to plead the cause of Texan 
freedom. Santa Anna, however, re- 
fused to make Texas a separate 
State in the Mexican Union. 

The battle of Gonzales was the 
first blow struck in the interests 
of complete independence from 
Mexico and a convention was held 
at Washington on the Brazos. In 
the meantime the Alamo was taken 
by the Mexicans and Sam Hous- 
ton’s army of less than 400 men 
was seemingly routed. Here a bril- 
liant piece of strategy turned the 
tide and Santa Anna and his force, 
outnumbering the Texans two to 
one, were killed or captured at the 
battle of San Jacinto in 1836. The 
war ended and Texas became a 
republic a few months later. 

Four Natural Divisions. 
Texas falls into four natural di- 
visions and each one offers striking 
contrasts. There are plains and 
mountains, old historic Spanish set- 
tlements, sections typical of the old 
South and sections typical of the 
early frontier. The oil section of 
the State is located in the Eastern 
portion. 

West Texas is America’s last 
frontier. The scenery is rugged and 
the climate mild. Carlsbad Caverns 
National Park is located near El 
Paso. White-faced longhorn cattle 
still roam the plans and ranches, 
typically frontier towns, and large 
and thriving cities are scattered 
about here. ‘South Texas is full of 
historic interest. Here are the mis- 
sions that were founded in the early 
part of the eighteenth century. 
The Alamo stands surrounded by 
skyscrapers in San Antonio. Here, 
too, are the Spanish Governor's 
palace, the Mexican quarters and 
Brackenridge Park. A paved high- 
way leads from Laredo to Monter- 
rey and is nearing completion to 
Mexico City.

70 BE CELEBRATED 


Nova Scotia to Observe An- 
nual Festival With Pag- 
eant in June. 


Nova Scotia, the land of Evange- 
line and said to be the largest 
single apple belt in the British Em- 
pire, will celebrate its annual Ap- 
ple Blossom fete during the first 
week in June. A pageant of old 
English folk songs and dances and 
a coronation ceremony cf the Ap- 
ple Blossom Queen will mark the 
festival and the queen is to be 
crowned by the Premier of the 
province while a symphony orches- 
tra and chorus cf one thousand 
voices assist.

Furnish Sports. 

The waterways of Eastern Can- 
ada furnish numerous sports for 
out-door recreation. Fishing for 
Atlantic salmon in the coastal riv- 
ers and for trout, bass, pickerel, 
pike and maskinonge in the lakes 
and streams is only one of the 
sports. Canoe trips following the 
trails of the voyageurs are increas- 
ing in popularity and it is now pos- 
sible to make short overnight trips 
or more extended journeys on the 
wide upcountry rivers. Outfitters 
at or near starting points supply 
canoes and camp equipment and 
arrange for competent guides on 
the river or portage trips. 

The Atlantic salmon is consid- 
ered the world’s gamiest fish by a 
great many fishermen. This salmon 
spawns approximately four times 
and always returns to its fresh- 
water birthplace, frequently lin- 
gering for a year. During this time 
it does not eat but receives its nour- 
ishment from its own body which 
has been previously built up from 
ocean feeding.

A reorganization under which 
creditors of Suzanne, Inc, dress 


shop at 4914 Maryland avenue, will 
receive a 35 per cent settlement was 

yesterday by Feneral 
Judge Charies B. Davis. It was 
stated that the plan was acceptable 
to the majority of creditors. 

Harry 8. Gleick, attorney for the 
company, told Judge Davis that the 
firm owed $59,808 in unsecured 
debts and secured claims of $10, 
731. Assets, if liquidated, would 
amount to about $25,000, Gleick said. 
The attorney attributed the firm's 
financial difficulties to the purchase 
of “a lot of new fixtures to keep 
up with competitors,” and added 
that J. M. Sherman, the president, 
had agreed to invest. $10,000 in new 
capital. Checks covering 20 per 
cent of the settlement would be 
mailed immediately, Gleick said, 
and the remainder in two equal in- 
stallments ijn June and July. 

Sherman, placed on the witness 
stand by counsel for creditors op- 
posing the plan, testified that he 
bought the business for $10,200 from 
Mrs. Lulu 8S. Robison and her sis- 
ter, Miss Hazel Spencer, who organ- 
ized Suzanne, Inc., in 1923. Sher- 
man said he added no capital at 
that time, and paid himself a sal- 
ary of $150 a week. In reply to 
questions, he said his home in St. 
Louis County was heavily mort- 
gaged. 

The application for reorganiza- 
tion, under an amendment to the 
bankruptcy laws, was filed by sev- 
eral creditors and was the first in- 
voluntary petition of the kind in 
the local courts. J. C. Hopewell, 
attorney for petitioning creditors, 
yesterday withdrew an objection to 
the firm’s reorganization plan, ex- 
plaining that his clients had been 
confused by an auditor's report. 

The auditor, Sidney Cohn, testi- 
fied that he had placed a valuation 
of $32,000 on the firm's merchandise 
early in March, and reduced the 
figure to $19,000 at the end of the 
month, because of the seasonal na- 
ture of the goods. In explanation 
he stated that dresses carrying a 
selling price of $175 at the time of 
the first valuation had now been 
marked down to $26. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
the Court allowed attorneys’ fees 
of $2000 to Gleick and $750 to Hope- 
well.

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TUBERCULOSIS SURVEY AMONG 
NEGROES IN MID-CITY AREA 


Death Rate Highest in This Dis- 
trict; Study to Be Made of 
Conditions. 

Plans for an extensive survey of 
the incidence of tuberculosis among 
Negroes in the district bounded by 
Grand boulevard, Cass avenue, Mar- 
ket and Eighteenth streets, was 
discussed yesterday at a meeting 
of the executive committee of the 


Tuberculosis and Health Society of 
St. Louis by John B. Edwards, 
chairman of the educational com- 
mittee. 

The tuberculosis death rate of 
Negroes in this district in 1934 was 
approximately four times the Ne- 
gro death rate in the city and 23 
times the rate for whites, Edwards 
said. “This death rate,” he de- 
clared, “has been maintained con- 
sistently over a period of many 
years in contrast to a lowering city- 
wide death rate. The City Health 
Department estimates the present 
total of active and suspected cases 
at 432.” f 

The survey will be made by the 
society’s investigators, and groups 
will be classified according to in- 
come, living habits and cause of 
death. Case histories will be made 
of each member of the families vis- 
ited, and there will be arrange- 
ments for chest examination by the 
family physician or by City Health 
Department physicians at munici- 
pal clinics. It is hoped that these 
examinations will reveal cases of 
tuberculosis in early stages, to pro- 
vide prompt care; and active cases, 
to remove sources of infection.

PRISON LABOR PAGT 
SUGHT BY 27 STATE 


Association Formed to Pro- 
mote Interstate Efforts to 
Better Penal Conditions. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—An ef- 
fort to work out the problems of 
prison labor and better the condi- 
tions in penal institutions has 
brought 27 states into an associa- 
tion of states to work out an inter- 
state prison compact. 

An eight-point program lies at 
the base of the plan. It covers the 
development of standards: For the 


custody and maintenance of pris- 
oners; for prison industries; of edu- 
cation for prisoners; of medical 
care for prisoners; of religious, re- 
creational, civic and social activ- 
ities for prisoners; of classification 
and case records for prisoners; for 
the release of prisoners and proba- 
tion and parole supervision, and 
personnel standards in prison ad- 
ministration. 

The states which have joined the 
association are Alabama, Colorado, 
Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Indi- 
ana, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, 
New Hampshire, New Mexico, New 
York, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, West 
Virginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

Prison Officials Members. 

Membership in each state is 
maintained through the board or 
officer which has charge of the 
prison problem. In some cases it 
is the Governor, some the warden 
of the state prison and others the 
prison board or commission. 

The actual operation of the asso- 
ciation does not become effective, 
however, until the states have en- 
acted legislation authorizing their 
officials to enter into a binding 
compact with other states. 


A tentative draft’ of such a meas- 
ure which has been prepared for 
consideration by the state legisla- 
tures, described the purpose of the 
compact as: 


“To promote co-operation among 
the states signatory hereto and be- 
tween these states and any Federal 
or other agency in eliminating idle- 
ness in prisons through the devel- 
opment of constructive employment 
for prisoners, in establishing fair 
competition between prison indus- 
try and in promoting the general 
welfare of penal institutions.” 

It would establish an interstate 
prison commission to carry out the 
compact, but no action taken by 
the commission would be binding 
without the consent of the states. 

Successful Industries. 

In the study of industries that 
might be fitted into prison pro- 
grams, 60 have been found which 
have been operated successfully. 
Some of these are making: Auto- 
mobile tags, hunters’ licenses, bags, 
baskets, bedding, twine, book bind- 
ing, brick, brooms, canned prod- 
ucts, cement, cotton garments, de- 
hydrated fruits, farm implements, 
foundry products, furniture, gloves, 
harness and leather goods, hats, 
hosiery, ice, knit goods, wood prod- 
ucts, various metal products, paint, 
rubber products, rugs, soap, sugar 
and toys.

UST put a fencing foil in our 
hands and we'll prove we can 
outwit any man.” That’s what 
the lissome D’Artagnans in St. 
Louis think about their cavalier art. 
Perhaps that’s the real reason they 
go about it with such enthusiasm, 
giving up several nights a week for 
practice. Who knows when they 
may have to meet a rival on the 
dueling grounds? Stranger things 
have happened in the name of ro- 
And not just in Dumas’ 
novels, either. Only a few years 
ago one Budapest actress threw 


down the gauntlet to another over 
a man they wouldn’t share. They 
fought a duel in which neither was 
hurt and nothing decided. 

But devotees of the sport in St. 
Louis have not yet had to rely on 
the point of a foil for defense. They 
say they go in for fencing just be- 
cause it’s fun and good exercise. 
Outside the fencing classes in 
schools, there are only two organ- 
ized groups for women in the city. 
One of these, the Salle d’Armes Vi- 
cal, meets every Friday evening and 
sometimes on Mondays in an old 
barn behind the South Side Y. M. 
C. A. Its members are Miss Alice 
Garrison, city champion for three 
years; Miss Anita Knight, Mrs. 
Olivia Mews, Miss Ervilla Dreoll, 
Miss Martyl Schweig, Miss Rita 
Hebron and Miss Dee Boeckemann. 
Their coach is Hardin D. Walsh, 
still an amateur, who studied here 
with Capt. Charles Vical, the third 
generation of fencing masters in his 
family. The Imperial Club, coached 
by W. Robert Witte, meets Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday evenings 
from September until the end of 
April at 5025 Delmar boulevard. 
The young women who turn out 
regularly for practice with the men 
in this club, are: Miss Muriel Feu- 
ser, who won the city championship 
in the March meet for women; Miss 
Mildred Reese, Miss Hazel Rothen- 
hever, Miss Anna Rafferty and 
Miss Elia Kunderman. The official 
fencing season runs from the first 
of September until the first of Aug- 
ust but in St. Louis the clubs kind 
of taper off during the hot months 
with just occasional practices. 

The fencers are supposed to do a 
little wrist work and lunging on 
their own. Any basement or back- 
yard will serve, provided there is a 
place to hang the target, a white 
shield about a foot in diameter with 
a bleeding heart in the center.

NOTICE that in every newspaper and magazine etiquette an - 
ners, two entirely different things, are mixed and confused. Etiquette 
is something arbitrarily decreed from time to time—like fashion. 
Etiquette demands that you take off your hat in the elevator in the 

presence of women, but you can walk through a hotel lobby and keep 

your hat on, in spite of the presence of women. When you butter your 
bread you must only butter a mouthful at 

a time. In Spain they eat an apple with 
knife and fork, as if it were a hot potato. 
But they eat a greasy chicken leg, holding 
it in their fingers. In Italy they laugh at 
foreigners, trying to eat foot-long spaghetti 
with a fork only. It cannot be done. You 
have to use a spoon, too, in your left hand, 
if you wish to be correct. 

If a Christian does not want to be rude, 
he must not take off his hat in a synagogue.

While, of course, your desire naturally is to help your 
parents, and to contribute to your share of the upkeep, 
the fact that your sister is receiving wages or a salary, 
does not justify her in receiving spending money unless she 
contributes her part to the household expenses.

HY don't we do something 
about that yawning hole of 
| summer living rooms -— the 
fireplace? We all seem to feel 
that when we have cleared out the 
winter's accumulation of ashes and 
polished up the andirons we can 
simply ignore the fireplace entirely 
until some chilly fall night, when 
we suddenly remember that we 
had better be ordering some log- 
wood. Let's put the fireside into 
summer dress, along with our win- 
dows and furniture.

Large portraits, 
usually in oil, are perhaps most ef- 
fective hung above the mantel in 
the living-room or over the buffet 
in the dining-room.

can “primitives” and many were 
done by strolling artists in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centu- 
ries. 

I am assuming that the pictures 
you describe are actual portraits 
and not photographs which have 
been tinted. If there are several of 
them and they are all framed alike 
I think they would be charming if 
hung in a grouping on one large 
wall. They may be hung in any 
room, but I believe they would be 
especially attractive used in a fam- 
fly sitting room or study, if you 
have such a room. I might add 


that it is not considered good taste 
to have family photographs in the 
living room or the more “public” 
rooms of a house.

Nims’ den, a typical man’s room 
with heavy furniture, and a special- 
ly constructed poker table. After- 
dinner coffee is always served 
there. Upstairs are the master bed- 
room with its own sleeping porch; 
and two exquisite guest rooms, 
which adjoin the north sleeping 
porch. The mid-summer moon is 
sometimes so bright, Mrs. Nims 
says, that it turns the old muddy 
Mississippi the color of gold and 
makes sleeping on the porches im- 
possible. 

The stone wall of the terrace is 
the favorite roost of guests at Bee 
Tree Farm when they want to 
watch the “old Mississippi.” But 
they are more comfortable in the 
metal chairs from which they can 
look down onto a rectangular pool, 
in which two Oriental storks are 
reflected.

N THE bluffs overlooking the 

Mississippi River just above its 

confluence with the Meramec 
stands Bee Tree Farm, the country 
place of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene D. 
Nims. Their nephew, Thomas Rat- 
cliffe, named it when it was first 
built more than 15 years ago, be- 
cause of the bees he saw swarming 
about the. grove of white oaks, 
some of them more than 300 years 
old. 


Lying between Hillcrest Country 
Club to the south and The White 
House Retreat to the north, the 
farm is cut off by woods and only a 
pair of gateposts warn the visitor 
he is approaching his destination. 
Then suddenly the house emerges, 
lofty and warm, across a lawn of 
daffodils. Lofty because it is built” 
high to command a view up and 
down the river and across to the 
Illinois palisades; warm because the 
stone of which it is built is not gray 
but a rich brown and the timbers of 
the superstructures are stained the 
color of fresh earth. Over it climb 
bittersweet vines and wistaria. 


The style of architecture might be 
called French provincial with a 
good deal of Mrs. Nims’ individual- 
ity added. It has been so adapted 
to the slopes that there is an en- 
trance on the river side to a level 
below the main floor and the stone 
work continues below that to form 
a niche in which a fountain 
splashes. 


From the heavy slate roof with its 
occasional blood-red shingle to the 
window built for a view from the 
basement furnace room, the house 
has been constructed according to 
Mrs. Nims’ specifications. She knew 
she wanted a living room with 
rafters for a ceiling. She knew she 
wanted worm-eaten chestnut wood- 
work and vari-colored tile floors.

Clean Pans

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HE rose business has a new 
T tries which is worth consider. 

ing. It’s a wonder that no one 
has thought of it before becaus 
it is simple and botanically much 
sounder than putting in a poor bara 
rooted rose and waiting months 
maybe even a year, for really good 
results. Under the new dispensa. 
tion the nurseryman does the wait. 
ing and then sells the rose Plant, 
in full leafage and bloom, with its 
own soil. 

The trick. in transplanting is 
based on the use of strong paper 
containerg that will resist rotting 
for at least a year. In fall or early 
spring the roses are planted in the 
containers with a goodly amount 
of rich earth, and as the warm 
weather comes the roots and tops 
start growing and continue growing 
after transplanting to your garden, 
The root system is in no way dis. 
turbed by moving and the plant 
goes right on in the new soil where 
it left off in the nursery, even if 
it is transplanted in mid-summer 
Of course these roses cost about 
twice as much as the bare-rooted 
stock, but the difference in price 
may be worth the joy of seeing the 
green leaves and flowers in your 
garden as soon as the plants have 
been put in the ground. The pat- 
ented varieties of roses are avail- 
able in town packed this way, and 
can be had in more than a dozen 
colors and combinations in both 
climbing and garden roses.

NOW IS ABOUT RIGHT time to 
prune the forsythia, lilac, spires 
(Van Houtte, Reeves, Thunbergi), 
flowering quince and all «other 
shrubs in your garden that are 
through blooming this month. Na- 
ture always outdoes herself ir well- 
established plants by sending out 
too much long thin growth, but 
shearing off the tips of the branches 
will do little for the symmetry of 
the whole plant. To keep the shrubs 
in bounds and bushy to the ground, 
equip yourself with sharp pruning 
shears which will cut true and 
clean, and prune this way: 


Reach into the shrub and cut 
out old weak branches and dead 
wood from the ground. This will 
save many cuts in removing 
smaller branches, and will de 
velop a thicker growth from the 
base of the shrub. 


Make a clean diagonal cut 
above an “eye” on sprouting 
wood. Don’t leave stubs that 


won't sprout. 

After you have made all cuts 
that seem necessary on close in- 
spection, stand away from the 
shrub to see if it has a good 
rounded head and equal distribu- 
tion of branches to all sides, and 
if not, then cut until it has. 


If the shrub should be kept ‘ow, 
do some pruning this year, or else 
it will be very much more trouble 
some when you do start. If some 
of the shrubs have become (00 
large, they will need root pruning 
as well as top pruning. This can 
be done by sinking a sharp spade 
deep into the ground in.a circle 


around the shrub as far out as the 


top growth extends after it has 


been pruned. This cuts the feeder 


roots and restricts the growth 


above ground. 


The most painless way to prune 


shrubs that are still in bloom is to 
cut all flowers 


(take long stems) 


and use in the house for decora- 


tion. This re~ular cutting reduces 
your pruning problems to the mink 
mum.

Iced Desserts 
Practical For 
Bridge Parties 


May Be Made Hours Before 
Arrival of Afternoon 
Guests.

FTERNOON and evening des- 

sert bridge parties are gaining 

in popularity. One thing most 
of us like about the afternoon party 
is that refreshments may be served 
before the game. Your guests have 
a light lunch at home and then you 
serve dessert as soon as they are 
all assembled. Thus your guests go 
home to enjoy dinner with appetites 
unimpaired. 


The dessert may be as simple or 
as elaborate as you care to make it. 
You have time before the arrival of 
the players to prepare the food, the 
tables and all the other details. 
With every guest finished with des- 


sert and coffee, you and they may 


give their undivided attention to the 
game. 


Frozen desserts are especially 
good, as they may be made hours 
beforehand and ieft in the refrig- 
erator to chill and set. An iced 
beverage will be welcomed with joy 
during the afternoon, so freeze a 
supply of tinted or decorated ice 
cubes. The idea of dessert and 
coffee for your evening bridge 
guests is also good. Then the des- 
sert may be a little more elaborate. 


Apricot refrigerator cake is a de- 
lectable dessert that will. be wel- 
comed by your guests. Scald one 
cup evaporated milk, add one tea- 
spoon gelatin softened in one table- 
spoon cold water, then chill in 
freezing tray till almost frozen. 
Place in a well-chilled bowl. Whip 
until the milk has about three 
times its original volume. When 
somewhat thick, add one teaspoon 
lemon juice. Take contents of one 
large can of apricots and pass 
through potato ricer. Add quarter 
cup sugar, stirring occasionally un- 
til dissolved. Soak one tablespoon 
gelatin in half cup apricot juice and 
melt over hot water. When melted 
add a little of the apricot pulp. 
Finally mix with the rest of the 
apricot pulp. Combine the fruit 
and the whipped evaporated milk, 
then pour into a mold lined around 
the side and bottom with split lady 
fingers or long coconut crackers, 
using a pound of either in all, add- 
ing more lady fingers when the 
mold is filled. Top with whipped 
cream. Garnish with maraschino 
cherries. It serves six to eight. 


Or serve a slice of delicious 
mocha walnut cake with after-din- 
ner coffee, for a bridge dessert 
party. You'll find that this is par- 
ticularly good and that the men folk 
will relish it, for desserts with a 
coffee flavor are invariably liked by 
everybody. To make the cake, sift 
two cups sifted cake flour once, 
measure,-add two teaspoons baking 
powder and half teaspoon salt and 
sift together three times. Cream 
half cup butter or other shortening 
thoroughly, add one cup sugar 
gradually, and cream together un- 
til all is light and fluffy. Add two 
tablespoons water to two eggs and 
beat until fluffy and lemon col- 
ored; add to creamed mixture and 
beat well. Add three-quarters of a 
cup finely chopped walnut meats 
and blend. Add flour alternately 
with half cup strong, fresh coffee, 
a small amount at the time, beat- 
ing after each addition until 
smooth. Bake in greased pan, 
8x8x2 inches, in moderate oven (350 
degree Fahrenheit) for 50 minutes. 
Cover with creamy coffee frosting. 


Remains of cooked fish can be 
scalloped in white sauce or made 
into kedgeree. Rissoles and cro- 


quettes of any kind of fish or meat, 
made the day before, can serve as 
the foundation of a good breakfast.

paste to any French dressing. If 
you do not like a fish flavor, rub 
the salad bow] with a cut clove of 
garlic, use freshly ground black 
pepper in the dressing and vary the 
flavor of the vinegar. There are a 
number of good ones on the market 
to choose from—notably a French 
wine Vinegar that is a pleasant 
change and taragon, malt, spiced 
vinegar, etc., which may be used 
separately or in combination.

SIMPLICITY - 


Go to New England for recipes 


that preserve the natural flavor of food 


and please the palate with 
their fine simplicity

“Light as a feather” are codfishballs. 


in its robust simplicity, its substantial 

heartiness. New England’s food is as 
devoid of fuss and feathers as a Puri- 
tan’s hat. It is as remote from the suave 
sophistication of French cookery as the 
sea that separates her shores from sunny 
France. 

The brilliant Lady Morgan, when a 
guest at one of Baron Rothschild’s din- 
ners prepared by the celebrated Careme, 
said later to a friend: “Every meat pre- 
sented its own natural aroma; every veg- 
etable its own shade of verdure.” So 
might one speak of that bulwark of New 
England—the boiled dinner or “boiled 
dish,” as it was first called. Provided, of 
course, the dish be cooked with a fine 
appreciation of the separate flavors of its 
collective ingredients. Indifferently pre- 
pared, the boiled dinner can become 4 
perfect target for jest and ridicule. 

The New England boiled dinner, be- 
cause of its simple goodness, has lived on 
through generations, Indeed, it is taken 
quite as much for granted as Yankee pot 
roast or baked beans. 

Fancy brisket of beef, lightly corned 
and often homecured, is the New En- 
glander’s choice for his boiled dinner. A 
little salt pork is often added. The red 
corned beef of New York would be a drug 
on the butcher’s block, for New England- 
ers prefer the grayish corned beef. In 
some parts of New England, corned 
tongue and chicken are used for the 
meat, while in others corned pork is an 
especially great favorite. 

According to personal taste, the veg- 
etables are cooked in the pot with the 
meat, or they are cooked separately and 
put into the corned beef stock for a few 
minutes at the last to give them a deli- 
cate pot-liquor flavor without taking 
away their own. Beets are always cooked 
separately. Correct cooking time is ex- 
tremely important.- Everyone will gladly 
avoid mushy, overcooked vegetables.

Tie the beef that it may keep its shape 
in cooking. Wash, place in a large ket- 
tle, cover with cold water and simmer 
gently for three or four hours. Skim fre- 
quently during the first part of the cook- 
ing. About 40 minutes before the meat 
is done, arrange the turnip around it in 
the bottom of pot, then add the parsnips, 
carrots, potatoes, and on top of them all 
lay the cabbage, Cover anu cook slowly 
about 40 minutes longer. Coox the beets 
separately. Remove vegetables carefully 
with long-handled skimmer and drain 
thoroughly. Remove meat and drain. 
Place méat in center of large platter and 
arrange vegetables around it with an eye 
to color and placement. This recipe makes 
six portions. 

Boiled dinner is greatly enhanced by 
the right condiment. Grated horserad- 
ish is far in the lead, with English mus- 
tard and sliced sweet tomato and cu- 
cumber pickles not to be forgotten.

ED FLANNEL HASH, despite its 
R aroun name, is still one of the most sat- 

isfying luncheon or supper dishes. It 
is made by chopping the left-over vege- 
tables from the boiled dinner and brown- 
ing them in crisp, fried-out salt pork in a 
skillet.

sliced corned beef and a pungent relish. 

Sometimes a piece of salt pork is rolled 
in a strip of corned beef, tied firmly with 
a cord and boiled along with the dinner. 
It is allowed to cool in the liquor, then 
drained and pressed under a weight, and 
served cold in thin slices, 

While baked beans are indigenous to 
New England, they belong by adoption to 
all America. Baked beans for Saturday 
night supper are an institution through- 
out New England. Housewives bake great 
pote of them, merchants sell them Satur- 
day afternoon fresh from the ovens of

the bakers—not to mention the flourish- 
ing business in canned baked beans. 


Opinions vary as to the relative merit 
of pea beans, navy beans, soldier beans, 
yellow-eye beans, and a host of others. 
So, too, New England cooks differ in 
their manner of cooking and seasoning. 
However, it can be said without fear of 
contradiction that soaking the beans over- 
night and boiling them first is a neces- 
sary step toward the perfected dish. Then 
comes judicious seasoning. 


Surely no beans ever had better flavor 
than those layered with salt pork and 
molasses with an onion buried in the bot- 
tom of the pot, a bay leaf hidden here 
and there, a sprinkling of English mus- 
tard now and again, black pepper, yes, 
and to top it all a gashed piece of pork 
sunk into the beans until it is just even 
with the top. Now the long slow baking 
for five to seven hours. In the early days, 
the beans baked all night in the brick 
oven. 

In a little Boston bake shop on July 7, 
1746, an unassuming brown loaf first 
made its appearance. Maj. Nathaniel 
Thwing, its creator, little suspected he 
was putting on sale a bread that would 
bring honor and fame to his home town 
and even to his native land, This brown 
bread was an ingenious economic neces- 
sity, produced during an earlier depres- 
sion, when breadstuffs were soaring. 


Old recipes for Boston brown bread 


a 


often call for yeast and “a gill of boiled 
pumpkin or winter squash.” Cake, bread 
or doughnut crumbs were also used in 
place of dll flour. The loaves were al- 
lowed to rise in the pans over night and 
were baked in the morning in the slow 
steady heat of the great brick ovens. 

Our modern method of steaming is the 
best way to cook this old historic bread. 
Never forget how delicious brown bread 
toast is and what good sandwiches. it 
makes sliced thin and spread lightly with 
cream cheese and chopped chives or other 
fillings. 


Boston Brown Bread 

One cup Indian meal 

One cup rye flour 

One cup graham flour 

One teaspoon galt 

One and three-fourths teaspoons baking 
soda 

One cup seeded raisins, chopped 

Three-fourths cup dark molasses 

Two cups buttermilk or thick sour milk 

Indian meal is the common name for 
yellow cornmeal in New England. It is 
softer, more finely ground and less yellow 
than the packaged yellow cornmeal on 
the market. This may be substituted, 
however.: 

Mix the dry ingredients thoroughly. 
Stir in the raisins. Add molasses and but- 
termilk or sour milk and blend well. Pour 
into greased two-quart mold or into 
greased baking powder cans, filling molds 
two-thirds full. Cover tightly and place 
in steamer. If large mold is used, steam 
about four hours. Smaller molds require 
two and one-half to three hours. 

Hot brown bread is difficult to cut with 
a knife. A string cut gives the cleanest, 
most even slice. Just slip the cord around 
the loaf, cross the ends, and pull tight. 

Fish of every kind and flavor help to 
form the pattern of New England cook- 
ery. The deep water of the sea offer 
boundless stores of salt-water and shell 
fish; and coastal water and inland lakes 
and streams give lavishly of other va- 
rieties, 
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HOWDERS, bisaues and stews are 
C famous Down-East soups based on fish. 

The eminent Daniel Webster was a 
bit of a celebrity as a chowder maker 
as well as an orator, and his recipe for 
fish chowder in its creamiest version is a 
dish that rightfully claims the passionate 
loyalty of its devotees. 

Swordfish, a rich, meaty fish, might 
well be called the sirloin of the sea. All 
up and down the long New England coast 
this great gamey fish has challenged the 
skill of daring fishermen. When broiled 
or baked, swordfish is a delicacy that no 
man can gainsay. 

Lobster, another seafood of lordly fla- 
vor, is a joint inheritance of the New En- 
gland coast. Maine is extravagant with 
lobster, serving it broiled alive, in 
creamed dishes and soups, étc. Massachu- 
setts fries it in deep fat, serves it a la 
Newburg and broils it; while Rhode Is- 
land serves it prodigally in rich stews and 
chowders. 

Salt fish and smoked fish add their sa- 
vory tank to many a dish. Salt cod, sal- 
mon, mackerel and finnan haddie are 
among those most commonly used. The 
salt fish dinner is traditionally served at 
the Saturday noonday.

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O be happy your dog must be 
healthy, and to be healthy a 
dog must have the proper food 
and fresh clean water, with clean 
dishes from which to eat and drink. 
Have two separate dishes for your 
dog, one for food and one for 
water. 
Have regular hours for your dog’s 
meals. The number of meals a day 
that a dog should be given depends 
upon the age and size of the dog. 
A young puppy under three months 
of age should be fed at least four 
times a day, and sparingly at each 
meal, with an interval of two or 
three hours between. As he grows 
older he will exercise more and 
naturally will need more food. 
Increase the amount of each 
meal, eliminating a meal and ex- 
tending the time between meals, 
until he is about six months old, 
when two meals a day are enough. 
The amount to be given at each 
meal at this age may be determined 
by the condition of the dog. If he 
eats the entire meal each time and 
seems to be growing and thriving 
properly, do not increase the 
amount. It is better to have your 
dog always ready to eat, than to 
overfeed him. Some dogs will eat 
anything at any time. An overfed 
dog will become lazy and useless. 
—-0-0-— 


A DOG THAT is being used 
as a watch dog at night should be 
fed his heavy meal in the morning. 
This gives him time to digest his 
food and be alert for duty at night. 

If your dog does not eat as well 
or as heartily as you think he 
should, do not begin following the 
advice of well-meaning friends and 
give your dog the medicine that 
helped their pet. It may prove 
fatal, or be just an experiment on 
your dog. While it may be that 
there is a similarity in the symp- 
toms, it is much better to have an 
expert’s advice in the beginning, 
and less expensive, for many dogs 
have died as a result of being given 
the wrong medicine. 

The same rule applies to worms 
in dogs. There are a great many

This exercise is very impor- 
tant in your elementary training 
as you will use it in many of your 
following lessons.

As some dogs learn to lie down 


easier by one method than another, 
I will suggest several ways to make 
him understand. 

Probably the quickest way is to 
fasten a ring in the floor of your 
kennel or to the top of a short 
post, set in the ground, and level 
with the ground. Pass ygur leash 
through this, pulling the dog’s head 
down to the floor. Now, give your 
command, “platz,” “down,” which- 
ever command you wish to use. 
Hold his head down, repeating your 
command until he lies down. Then 
let your leash loosen, and _ say, 
“That's right, platz.” Should he 
then try to get up, say, “No, platz,” 
pulling his head down to the floor 
at the same time. Repeat until he 
knows what you mean. 

Another way is to pull the dog’s 
feet out in front of him with your 
hands, thus causing him to lie 
down, giving your command, of 
course, at the same time. 

A sensitive dog will nearly al- 
ways lie down, if you hold your 
hand above his head, palm down 
in a threatening gesture, but unless 
you pet him as soon as he is down, 
you are apt to make him “hand 
shy.” This should be avoided, 
always.

@ AFTER YOUR dog knows the 
meaning of your command, prac- 
tice regularly and see that he does 
it properly and immediately, when 
told. Walk away, leaving him, for 
short periods. Never allow him to 
get up until you have told him that 
he may. 

There is a right and a wrong way 
for a dog to lie down, while work- 
ing. The correct posture, when 
your dog is under command, is to 
lie with his back legs tucked square- 
ly under him and his front legs 


when the United States took pos- 
session of them, following their 
purchase for $25,000,000. They were 
renamed the “Virgin Islands of the 
United States,” and are usually re- 
ferred to as the Virgin Islands al- 
though Great Britain has a colony 
of that name nearby. 

The first postage stamp for these 
islands were issued in November, 
1855, and was a three-cent stamp 
with a design similar to the stamps 
then current in Denmark. In 1867 
the color of the stamps was 
changed, and five years later 
stamps were issued perforated. 


The next design for the colony 
was also similar to the design of 
the stamps of Denmark with a nu- 
meral in the center for each value, 
and the inscription and value in an 
oval. The name of the colony ap- 
peared on its stamps on the issue 
of 1873-96, worded “Dansk-Vestin- 
diske.” In 1887 and 1895 sur- 
charged values were issued as well 
as 1902. The design was changed in 
1900, conforming with the current 
one for Denmark. 

The issue of 1905 shows’ the 
change in currency from dollars 
and cents to francs and bits. The 
design of the bit values shows a 
dark silhouette of Christian IX, 
King of Denmark, and the bi-col- 
ored frank values show a harbour 
scene with a two-masted sailing 
vessel. During the same year some 
of the old cent values were sur- 
charged “5 bit 1905” to conform 
with the new monetary standard. 
The design was again changed in 
1908, showing the full faced picture 
of the new King of Denmark, Fred- 
erick VIII. The last issue of the 
colony was in 1915, and shows a 
side view of Christian X. These 
stamps were in use for only a short 


HE Temple of Heaven is lo- 
T catea in the city of Peking (now 
Peiping) in China. This city is 
divided into two parts, the Chinese 
city, and the Tartar city. The Chi- 
nese city was built in 1543 and is 
much newer than the Tartar city 
which was built by Kublai Khan. 
The Temple of Heaven is to one 
side of the entrance of the Tartar 
city, and is within the Altar of 
Heaven, which is a mile square. The 
temple is circular in form, and has 
a triple roof made of blue tile. 
It is one of many temples and 
shrines within the Altar of Heaven. 
It was in this temple that the last 
Emperor of China worshipped 
Shang-ti, the Supreme Ruler, and 
made burnt offerings of oxen, sheep 
and other things.

When the supply of revenue stamps 
failed, the authorities turned to rail- 
way stamps, but these had already 
been overprinted for revenue use 
and there wasn’t room enough for 
another surcharge, so they printed 
a new value on the back of the 
stamp, making the back of the 
stamp the front of the stamp avail- 
able for postage. 

The standard catalogue lists only 
two types of these stamps, large let- 
ters and small letters, but has the 
footnote that there are several va- 
riations. Actually there are two 
types of revenue surcharge on the 
face of the stamp, and from six to 
10 major varieties of each value on 
the back of the stamp. In all, there 
are more than 300 varieties of this 
issue of four stamps, and they were 
issues as a postal necessity, and not 
to sell to collectors.

HE time of year has come when 
T parents are considering sending 
their boys or girls, or both, to 
summer camp. Nothing could be 
more laudable or more healthy 
than this kind of life but there are 
certain things, so far as the health 
of the candidate is concerned, 
which should be remembered and 
in which the parent must co-opef- 
ate. 
An outdoor life with plenty of 
exercise does not in itself protect 
against contagious diseases, and 
every camp, no matter how well or- 
ganized, has its trouble with con- 
tagious diseases. This for a very 
simple reason, which is that con- 
tagious diseases are likely to be- 
come epidemic when people are 
gathered in groups, especially if 
the group is strange and relatively 
unfamiliar with each other. 
In a camp with children newly 
gathered together from different 
and unacquainted households, this 
may not be true. Such immunity 
as may be afforded by the use of 
diphtheria toxoid, smallpox vaccine 
and typhoid yaccine is, therefore, 
advisable. 
Typhoid vaccination is especially 
advisable this year, after the many 
and widespread floods and the pos- 
sibility of contamination of ground 
water. There is no real way to pro- 
tect. against typhoid fever except 
by individual vaccination.

3. Children and young adults 
stand the vaccination treatment 
against typhoid practically without 
symptoms except after the first in- 
oculation. They stand it better 
than adults. 

4. If vaccination has been done 
in infancy it should be repeated 
again in youth, especially in a sea- 
son like this. Two and a half to 
three years is generally calculated 
to be the time at which immunity 
runs out. 

Finally, nobody can tell where 
typhoid fever is—the water at the 
camp site may suddenly become in- 
fected in spite of all precautions. It 
is carried by water, milk and hu- 
man carriers. The water does not 
taste and milk is not curdled by the 
typhoid bacillus.

HEN politicians and statesmen 

have taxed everything and ev- 

erybody they can lay their 
hands on and still want more 
money, as they always do, the cry 
usually goes up. “Let us tax old 
bachelors, If a man {fs too selfish 
to marry and support a woman he 
should be taxed go as to lighten 
the burden on married men; he 
should be compelled to help some 
less selfish man to marry and take 
care of the woman whom he should 
have married and supported.” 

This crude proposal to tax old 
bachelors serves as a shining ex- 
ample of the fact that throughout 
all history, the national managers, 
whether they were dictators or 
militant minorities or democratic 
majorities, have known nothing 
and cared nothing about the effects 
of what they were doing upon the 
inborn character of their people. 

All of these political and eco- 
nomic measures work profound 
changes, not only in the numbers 
but in the quality of the people. 
They very largely determine who 
shall produce the majority of the 
nation’s children—the selfish or the 
unselfish, the patriotic or un- 
patriotic, the strong or weak, the 
long-lived or short-lived, the beau- 
tiful or ugly, the intelligent or stu- 
pid. We do not yet know enough 
to be able to predict what will be 
the biological effects of laws and 
regulations; but what we do know 
about the heredity of man’s body 
and mind—how mental and physi- 
cal characteristics are handed down 
from parents to children—is bound 
to give a biologist pause before he 
embarks upon any such measure 
as the taxing of old bachelors—or 
old maids either. This latter may 
be the next brilliant biological sug- 
gestion that shall emanate from the 
minds of our statesmen. Hither 
measure might produce quite dis- 
astrous results. 

These disastrous results might 
work in two opposite directions 
simply because there are two very 
distinct kind of old bachelors, and 
“old maids” too, for that matter. 
One kind of male bachelor is the 
man who has not married because 
the. very distinction of his mind 
and nobility of his character has 
led him ¢o devote his life to the 
service of others. The other kind 
is the man who is not only self- 
centered, but who lacks the emo- 
tional interest and all round spir- 
itual, and sometimes physical, 
equipment which makes marriage, 
the love and care of a woman and 
children, and the building of a 
home the greatest of all driving 
forces in the lives of normal, 
healthy men. 

F we look about with unprej- 

udiced eyes among our own 

friends and in our own com- 
munities we can often see most 
clearly what is going on in a bio- 
logical way and what are some of 
the forces that make and unmake 
races and empire. I recall, for 
example, two men who lived near 
my boyhood home in Southern In-

cate the other five children. 

Like all lovers, these two people 
of course planned that the _ girl 
would wait for the young man, and 
that some day their dreams would 
be consummated. But this was 
never to be. The young woman 
went off to college, as she should 
have done, and ultimately married 
another man and went with him as 
a missionary to foreign lands. 
Since a largef percentage of the 
sons of missionaries rise to dis- 
tinction than the sons of any other 
group of parents in the world, ow- 
ing partly to the fact that the 
mothers are compelled to come up 
to very rigid standards of intel- 
ligence, physical strength and 
health and moral character, this

OW I could not help but think, 
N curing this visit of the hosts 
of unsung heroes and heroines 
they are all around us who will 
never be recognized, unless it be 
in some other world. I also could 
not help reflecting upon what a 
tragedy it might have been both an 
economic and a biological tragedy 
—had some Mussolini or Hitler laid 
a tax on this man’s shoulders, al- 
ready ovérburdened _with human 
service, on the half-baked theory 
that he should make a contribution 
in order to enable some other man 
to marry, take care of a woman 
and rear a family. here would 
have been no assurance that this 
hypothetical man would have been 
equal to or superior to this splen- 
It is cer- 
tainly a long biological shot in ths 
dark to have taxed him on this as- 
sumption. 
The second old bachelor I men- 


tioned was one of the ablest  in- 
tellects in our neighborhood, was 
quite noted as a wit—not a mere 
village wag but a genuine wit— 
and I have. always felt that if he 
had had sufficient stability of char- 
acter he would have risen to high 
distinction in our national life, One 
of his cousins became one of the 
most distinguished scientists of the 
past generation and another cousin 
became the most distinguished 
chemical engineer in the world in 
one industrial field. But this man, 
after an early disappointment in 
love, had numerous affairs with 
women, gradually grew sour and 
stingy and crabbed ashe grew old- 
er, and ultimately died as a tenant 
farmer, having made no contribu- 


tion to the world. 
| can see here in miniature some 
very large and complex social 
and biological problems which such 
men as Mussolini and Hitler and 
Stalin and others think they can 
solve by a stroke of the pen. Had 
the first bachelor been taxed it 
might easily have made it impos- 
sible for him to educate his broth- 
ers and sisters. This might have 
decreased their chances of making 
the excellent marriages they did 
make into some of the best and 
soundest families in southern In- 
diana. In addition to the Supreme 
Court Judge I have mentioned, one 
of the bachelor’s sisters now has a 
son who is a college president, and 
a number of his other nephews 
and nieces are holding positions of 
service and influence. So, instead 
of taxing this kind of old bachelors 
it would seem more promising to 
give them a subsidy, not only to 
enable them to carry out their 
deeds of service but at the same 
time to marry and rear children 
like themselves. 


Had we, however, taxed the sec- 
old old bachelor, while it might 
have yielded a little revenue, it re- 
quires a high degree of optimism 
to imagine that a sufficient propor- 
tion of the money would have ever 
reached the second bachelor to have 
enabled him to marry, or in any 
way to have promoted the public 
welfare. But, what is immensely 
more important, it might have had 
the unfortunate effect of inducing 
him to marry, and not only of 
visiting his selfishness and instabil- 
ity of character upon some good 
woman, but also of reproducing 
these characteristics in a brood of 
children. While of couse environ- 
ment is a very potent and majestic 
agency in determining human char- 
acter and destiny, yet both com- 
mon sense and science agree that 
children do to a considerable extent 
resemble their parents. And I can- 
not conceive of a much worse set 
of characteristics out of which to 
produce a sound and healthy popu- 
lation than those that were the

‘Snacks Between Meals Ruin 
Effects of Dieting at the 
Table. 


F YOU are slender, this warning 
[ not for you. But if you tend to 

take on unwelcome pounds with- 
out (so it seems) any provocation at 
all, then read—and ponder! 

Do you count your calories? Wait 
—don’t be so quick to answer! 
Think just a minute, and then see 
if your answer remains the sanie. 
You may count the calories that 
make up youf three meals a day, 
but do you “forget” to count the 
calories that lurk between meals? 

“Why, I ate only a few nuts, not 
more than a dozen.” 

“Tt was nothing but a sundae. I 
had to eat it to be sociable.” 

So you innocently exclaim, but 
you can’t be so casual if you do not 
want to see the pointer on your 
bathroom scales recording a gradi- 
al gain. You can’t gaily wave aside 
those nuts or that sundae as “not 
counting’”’—not if you really want 
ot be slender. 

Perhaps you went to a party one 
afternoon last week and met the 
usual array of tempting refresh- 
ments. Now, honestly, did you use 
cream and sugar sparingly in your 
coffee, and did you use discretion 
with the sandwiches? Or did you 
eat everything that your hostess set 
before you, even to a second piece 
of that delicious cake? If you did, 
it is almost safe to say that you 
‘never dreamed you were eating so 
many calories. Let’s count up now, 
as you should have done then, and 
see. Here’s the list: 

Several sandwiches—small and 
dainty, to be sure, but made with 
rich fillings; about 100 calories 
apiece. 

Ripe olives—so delicious that you 
reached for them again and again: 
about 15 calories for each reach. 

Coffee — two cups, with two 
lumps of sugar and plenty‘of heavy 
cream in each: let us say about 200 
calories. 

Luscious cake—with icing piled 
high: at least 250 calories for every 
piece. 

What does this total? Probably 
about 1000 calories, more or less! 

“It can’t be true!” you say. 

But calories don’t lie. And it may 
have been more, if candy or nuts 
were included. 

Probably you didn’t feel hungry 
when dinner time arrived, but you 
decided to try to eat a little some- 
thing to please the family. And 
then, while you were engaged in 
telling all about the party, you un- 
consciously ate plenty of every- 


thing. 
N srienas dropped in for bridge 

that evening and you made 
fudge for them—nice, rich fudge, 
bursting with nuts and cut into 
generous squares. Of course, you 
ate only two pieces but, even though 
it didn’t seem like much, it meant 
at least 200 calories added to the 
day’s already heavy total. 

It is hard, we know, to see your 
slender friend reach for the fudge 
again and again when she is dum- 
my. But remember that her scales 
will never record any added pounds 
to pay for this indulgence. Can you 
be strongminded enough not to 
imitate her when it is your turn 
to be dummy? 

Another thing: If you do eat 
between meals (and sometimes 
there just isn’t any way out), eat 
sparingly, and mentally count each 
calorie. Then subtract these calories 
from your evening meal. Be sure 
not to subtract them from the pro- 
tective foods—milk, fruit and cege- 
tables. Instead, go easy on the 
sweets and fats, and even up your 
calories that way. 

If you are serious about wish- 
ing “this too, too, solid flesh” to 
melt, you cannot afford to ignore 
a single calorie. Eat a sane, well- 
balanced diet, with plenty of the 
protective foods. You can do this 
and, at the same time, keep the 
calories down to a point where 
you will lose weight slowly, stead- 
ily and safely. Each time you are 
tempted, ask yourself this ques- 
tion, sternly: 

“Which means more to me, be- 
ing slender or this transitory 
pleasure?’ 

If you answer correctly every 
time, you'll soon reach your cov- 
eted goal. Perseverance and the 
ability to resist temptation can 
accomplish wonders.

Time to Play 


Sister Should Share the 
Household Duties With 
Her Brother.

OTHERS open the doors wide 

and tell the boys to go out to 

play. “I can't stand your 
noise. I want the baby to sleep 
this afternoon. Come home in time 
for your supper.” Out go the boys 
until the playgrounds and lots are 
filled with them, gay and loud and 
full of health, with never a care in 
the world. 

Not so the girls. Scarcely has the 
girl hung up her coat when her 
mother says, “Do hurry up, Marie, 
and give me a hand with these 
towels. I ought to have had them 
ironed long ago, but the baby was 
so fretful. While you run them off 
T'll go out to the market. I haven't 
had a chance this day. And if the 
baby wakes up, give him a bottle 
and quiet him. I won't be long.” 

Marie is busy with one thing and 
another, helping with the ironing, 
tending the baby, setting the table, 
sitting down only when the evening 
meal is served. After that is fin- 
ished Marie usually washes the 
dishes. Her brother does not help. 
He is tired. He lies down on the 
couch and listens to the radio. 

By and by somebody suggests 
that he do his homework, and after 
thinking that he finished it in 
school and being reminded that he 
couldn’t have done his map, his 
arithmetic and his spelling in that 
time, he reluctantly goes off to at- 
tend to lessons. Marie is already 
hard at work on hers. 

Now I haven't a word to say 
against teaching children to be use- 
ful in the home, learning to help 
with all the household tasks. Moth- 
ers need the help children can give, 
and children need the experience 
and power that helping brings 
them. But I want to speak a word 
for the Maries who never get a 
chance to play and whose brothers 
never get a chance to help about 
the house. 

I contend that it is as much the 
duty and privilege of the boys to 
help with the household work and 
the baby as it is the girls’. If giris 
are to be mothers—the usual rea- 
son for imposing upon them in this 
fashion—then boys are to be fathers 
and that is quite as good a reason 
for asking them to do their share 
and give the girls a chance to rest 
and play. Take turns. 

Mothers ought to guard~ girls 
against their own devotion to fam- 
ily duties. Make all the brothers 
and sisters help so that the burden 
does not fall on one. Force Marie 
to go out and play once in a while, 
See that when the time comes she, 
too, goes to the parties and the 
shows: that she, too, has friends, 
boys and girls, to visit her and with 
whom she visits. It is easy to ac- 
cept all the service that such girls 
render until they become a matter 
of course. By and by it is too late 
to correct the mistake. 

Give every girl her chance to 
play. The playgrounds are not the 
exclusive property of boys, though, 
to look at them in the afternoons 
one would think so. Train all girls 
for healthy participation in the life 
about them and teach the boys that 
their sisters have rights.

wE have learned how to take off 
the first layer of flabby fat. 
We have found how the sec- 
ond, or stubborn, layer should be 
eliminated. The third and last phase 
of this reducing business is a con- 
sideration of how we may remain 
slender once we've gained that cov- 
eted state. If we have failed in 
our endeavor we must make an 
honest check-up of ourselves to de- 
termine whether we have taken our 
exercises properly and adhered 
strictly to our diet. If we have 
been successful, the original order 
of the program must be main- 
tained—and above all things, re- 


ducers, we must not slack up! 
Don’t become indolent at this 
stage of the game and put back all 
the weight you have lost. You have 
probably realized by now that the 
battle against obesity never ends. 
Only when we have established 
good health habits, trained our- 
selves to eat correctly and are able 
to exercise easily, can we feel on 
the safe side, because then reduc- 
ing becomes as much a part of a 
daily routine as brushing the teeth. 
It might be well here to take up 
the matter of food. We have now 
reached the stage where it is neces- 
sary to change the diet to match 
our lost surplus weight. The fol-

In selecting our meats we have 
quite a few to choose from. We 
can have lean roast beef, rare 
broiled steak, broiled lamb chops 
(which should be eaten at least 
once a week), or veal steak or 
chops.

And now I’m sure you must ad- 
mit that after following a reason- 
able system of dieting. and exercis- 
ing you have eliminated that wld 
tired feeling and you naturally 
show a great deal more vigor.

PEP has always refused to set 
itself any ultimate goal.

Such con- 
clusions as it reaches are never 
more than provisional because the 

_ experience and thought of its 
_'members do not stand still. The 
' movement has committed itself to 
put its work at the disposal of any 
‘democratically-elected British Gov-

appears to the writer to be work- 
> in terms of an “ordered” or 
codified” capitalism, under a

with, probably, an increasing 
tendency to limit the profits of 
private business enterprise. 


Striking Parallel. 


Incidentally, there is one strik- 

ing parallel between the PEP 
-Movement and the Roosevelt 
“New Deal.” Both have been 
characterized by Fascists as com- 
Munistic and by Communists and 
left-wing Socialists as Fascist. 
The leaders of PEP, in reply to 
those charges, say frankly that 
they do not cater to either of 
those extremes of political-eco- 
nomic thought. 

But to return to the subject of 
PEP itself: 

The organization was created as 
the result of the pressing prob- 
lems arising from the economic 
and political crisis of 1931 which 
lead to the downfall of the last 
Labor government and the forma- 
tion of the first ‘‘National’’ Gov- 
ernment. 

At about that time there were 
several independent groups of 
scientists and experts at work in 
this country on the study and dis- 
cussion of certain aspects of eco- 
homic and social problems. One 
of these groups had been holding 
Meetings at the house of the late 
Sir Basil Blackett, former high 
Treasury official and at the time 
Of his death a director of the 
Bank of England. Another group 
Was meeting at Dartington Hall, 
Devonshire, the home of Leonard 
Elmhirst, who married the widow 
of the late Willard Straight, of J. 
P. Morgan & Co. 

Finally, several members of 
these various groups, together 
with some persons who were not, 
held & meeting at a restaurant 
#ere on March 15, 1931, and it 
Was decided to form a research or- 
Sanization which would tackle the 
Whole problem of the social and 
*conomic life of the country on 

basis of national planning.

Some of the Leaders. 

The first real discussion meet- 
ing of PEP was held at Darting- 
ton Hall, the estate of Mr. Elm- 
birst, which was then already the

co-operation, Mr. Elmhirst is 


the Vice-Chairman of the govern- 
ing Council of PEP. 

The chairman is I. M.  Sieff, 
who is the assistant managing di- 
rector of Marks and Spencer, a 
big national chain of department 
stores with a top price of $1.25 
an article. Other well-known mem- 
bers of the organization, some of 
whom are on the Council, are: 
Sir Arthur Salter, the well-known 
economist; Sir Ernest D. Simon, 
former Lord Mayor of Manches- 
ter, member of the British gov- 
ernment’s Economic Advisory 
Council, and expert on the hous- 
ing question; Ronald Davison, for- 
mer official of the Ministry of La- 
bor, and expert on unemployment 
insurance, who has lectured in 
the United States; Julian Huxley, 
the famous biologist, Secretary of 
the Zoological Society and former 
President of the National Union 
of Scientific Workers; and _ Sir 
Thomas D. Barlow, president of 
the Lancashire Industrial Devel- 
opment Council. 


Membership in PEP is 
informal. There are no regular 
dues. Members contribute what 
they.can afford. Three or four 
wealthy members contribute the 
major portion of the funds neces- 
sary to carry on the work, while 
neither asking for, nor receiving, 
any more authority in the organ- 
ization than any other working 
member. 


The research work is done vol- 
untarily by the various working 
members, men and women, on the 
several research groups. The only 
paid jobs in PEP are at the head- 
quarters office where there are 
three permanent workers and 
three typists. 

The personnel of the working 
membership of PEP is a_ some- 
what fluctuating one: Members 
are co-opted or invited to join the 
movement from time to time as 
some new line of research is un- 
dertaken and some further expert 
aid on that particular subject may 
be needed. In this connection, the 
headquarters staff has built up 
what is probably the most com- 
plete directory in Great Britain of 
research workers and groups of 
experts on every conceivable eco- 
nomic and social subject. It is 
from this list that PEP can draw 
when in search of additional 
working members. 


Works Anonymausl y. 


The present working member- 
ship totals about 150, divided in- 
to 15 or 16 active research 
groups. The reason why § the 
members work anonymously is 
twofold. In the first place, 
PEP, being a strictly non-parti- 
San organization, its members are 
not after jobs or political prefer- 
ment. Secondly, its membership 
includes a large number of civil 
servants or members of public and 
semi-public boards. It is therefore 
necessary that no names be men- 
tioned in published work of PEP 
in order that there may be no 
suggestion that the opinions ex- 
pressed in its reports and bulle- 
tins represent the views of the re- 
spective government departments, 
etc., to which the members of 
PEP may belong. By preserving 
their anonymity, the members are 
able to maintain complete free- 
dom of opinion. 

There are no well-known indus- 
trial magnates who have “arrived” 
in the financial and business sense 
belonging to PEP. One reason for 
this is that it is, relatively speak- 
ing, a young man’s organization.

WASHINGTON, May 9. 
AN flying be made safe? - 
C That is the outstanding question that 
remains after nearly two years of inves- 
tigation into recent airline disasters. A Sen- 
ate Committee, the Bureau of Air Commerce 
Commission, a special Federal aviation com- 
mission, all have been concerned with finding 
the answer. 

Those most closely conneq@ted with the 
aviation industry say that the airplane in its 
development is following an evolutionary 
course, with constant and rapid improve- 
ment in technical and operating efficiency, 
such as all other methods of transportation 
have inevitably followed before stabiity has 
been reached. They say further, that the air- 
plane is progressing at a far more rapid rate 
toward’ safety than the steam engine or the 
steamboat followed in their respective evolu- 
tions. And then they add that, of course, the 
public should understand flying is still in the 
adolescent stage, very young and experimen- 
tal. 


Question Over How Far 


Federal Regulation Can Go. 

The second question in the public mind as 
a result of recent airplane accidents, and the 
controversies they have stirred, is: 

Can the Government make flying safe? 

Which in turn raises the involved problem 
of how far the Federal Government can g0 
under the Constitution to regulate an indus- 
try which ignores state boundaries as blithely 
as birds in flight. The present limited regu- 
lation of the aviation industry by the Bureau 
of Air Commerce, as provided in the Air Com- 
merce Act passed in 1926, is based on the 
clause in the Constitution granted to Con- 
gress the right to “regulate” interstate and 
foreign commerce. 

It was obvious to the framers of the Air 
Commerce Act that it would be necessary tv 
regulate not only commercial but non-com- 
mercial planes as well. A privately operated 
plane could create just as much of a hazard 
—in the event of a conflict over the right to 
land at an airport, for example—as a com- 
mercial transport plane. For this reason the 
sponsors of the act in the House indicated 
their intention as follows: 

‘In order to protect and prevent undue 
burdens upon interstate and foreign air com- 
merce, the air traffic rules are to apply 
whether the aircraft is engaged in commer- 
cial or non-commercial, or in foreign, inter- 
state, or intrastate navigation in the United 
States, and whether or not the aircraft is 
registered or is navigating in a civil airway.” 


No Test of Law So Far 


Made in Supreme Court. 

Thus with one sentence the framérs of the 
act included under the province of the Fed- 
eral Government all of aviation partly through 
direct control of actual interstate commerce 
and partly through indirect control of intra- 
state and non-commercial aircraft. That this 
indirect control stretches the commerce clause 
is plain. It stretches it in much the same 
way that the National Recovery Act stretched 
it to take in intrastate trade that might be 
shown to have a connection with what was, 
by strict definition, interstate commerce. The 
Supreme Court held in the Schechter deci- 
sion that the clause could not be so stretched. 
The broad regulatory power granted un- 
der the Air Commerce Act has never been 
tested before the Supreme Court. The Bureau 
of Air Commerce has never even been en- 
joined, its powers never challenged. Because 
there has never been a test of the Federal 
power to regulate the aviation industry, those 
who would greatly extend this power are pro- 
ceeding on the assumption that the Consti- 
tution permits complete authority. But nev- 
ertheless a state of uncertainty is created as 
to the adequacy of the regulatory power con- 
ferred by the simple language of the com- 
merce clause. 

Long before it was decided to base the 
right of regulation on this clause, officials 
concerned over air regulation sought else- 
This 
search may be reviewed briefly if only be- 
cause it throws light on the question of how 
far air regulation may go under the Consti-

What Inquiry Shows 


WASHINGTON, May 9. 
D spadhioa conclusions appear to be 
warranted by the facts déveloped by 
Government investigations *of crashes since 
flying became commercialized. 

The airplane is approaching mechanical 
perfection. 

Pilots and groundmen, learning from 15 
years of commercial flying, have made 
great technical progress. 

Given fair weather, the plane will come 
through safely. The hazard of bad 
weather remains and the question of how 
far the Government can and will: go in 
restricting flights under hazardous con- 
ditions. 

To restrict flights by rule of thumb to 
| absolutely safe weather conditions would 
greatly curtail passenger flying. In the 
Pittsburgh area, for example, where the 
latest crash occurred, perhaps one-third or 
more of all passenger flights would be 
canceled if safe weather along the entire 
route was a hard and fast prerequisite to 
taking off. In bad weather the pilot's 
judgment becomes a safety factor, and, 
naturally, there is far greater possibility of 
a serious error in judgment under hazard- 
ous conditions. 

The Government claims an unlimited 
power to restrict the conditions of flight. 
It has exercised that power, thus far, in 
only a very limited way. Any attempt to 
restrict flight to good weather, or even to 
tighten present restrictions in such a way 
as to curtail passenger flying, would prob- 
ably bring a challenge of the Government's 
power. For it is the paramount interest 
of the air lines to complete flights on 
scheduled time. 


One of the chief legal authorities on air 
regulation is Hampton D. Ewing of New 
York, chairman of several committees on air 
control within the American Bar Association. 
In tracing the origins of the Air Commerce 
Act, Ewing points out that in 1921 Maj. E. C. 
Johnson, chief of the United States Air Ser- 
vice, reached the conclusion that a consti- 
tutional amendment was necessary to assure 
the creation of regulated civil airways. Some- 
what later the view was held that the power 
of Congress to ‘‘provide for the common de- 
fense”’ implied the right to develop and reg- 
ulate airways. It was finally decided, accord- 
ing to Ewing, that the fact that “aircraft may 
become implements of war puts them in no 
different class from automobiles, boats, the 
machinery of mills, and many another thing 
over which the Government has never at- 
tempted control in times of peace.”’ 


Commerce Clause Finally 

Fixed on as Authority. 

A still later effort was made to vase the 
right of air regulation on the treaty power 
in the Constitution. Encouragement for this 
view was taken from the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Migratory Bird case. The 
right of the Department of Agriculture to 
regulate the hunting and capture of migra- 
tory birds was first held to be unconstitution- 
al as infringing: on the police power of the 
state. After a convention had been entered 
into between the United States and Canada 
for the protection of migratory birds, \the 
court held the Act of Congress passed to en- 
force the treaty was constitutional. 

But this attempt was abandoned and those 
working out an air law turned in still another 
direction. The admiralty powers were in- 
voked. The Constitution, Ewing explains, pro- 
vides that ‘“‘the judicial power’ (of the Unit- 
ed States) “‘shall extend to all cases of ad- 
miralty and maritime jurisdiction.’”” The ad- 
vantage in finding the power in the admir- 
alty clause is in its ‘‘broad sweep” Ewing says, 
but this too, was abandoned, because it was 
finally decided the clause covered only trans- 
portation on the water. Finally House and 
Senate committees fixed upon the commerce 
clause. The report of the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce declares: 
“Congress chose to find its authority to 
enact the Air Commerce Act of 1926 on its 
power to regulate commerce. The Constitu- 
tion contains no power specifically devoted to 
water navigation. It is the commerce power 
which gives Congress authority to legislate as 
to such navigation—similarly it is believed 
that the commerce power gives power to Con- 
gress to legislate upon air navigation.” 


Word “Safety” Appeared 
in Act for First Time in 1934. 
Using the commerce clause of the Consti- 
tution as a springboard, the Air Commerce 
Act provides for air regulation from two 
points of view: (1) for the promotion of air- 
ways and aids to air navigation and (2) for

It was not until 
the act was amended in 1934 that the word 
safety appeared in it at all. By an amenu- 
ment in the same year the Bureau of Air 
Commerce created under the original act was 
granted the additional power to conduct in- 
vestigations into the causes of air accidents, 
with the right to subpena witnesses and rec- 
ords. | 

What are the regulations actually en- 
forced by the Bureau of Air Commerce? They 
prescribe within certain limitations, the con- 
ditions of flight for air lines. 
special set of regulations, governing the par- 
ticular circumstances along the route flown 
by the line, issued by the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce for each company. These regulations 
fix definite conditions of flight—a landing 
may not be made at the Kansas City airport 
when the ceiling is below a certain level— 
a plane shall not take off under such and 
such conditions. All pilots of the line are 
supplied with these regulations and they are 
required to have a copy on each flight. 

The inspection force of the bureau is not, 
of course, large enough to police the airways 
which the bureau has established. Thus it is 
impossible to have a bureau inspector sta- 
tioned constantly at Kansas City to insure 
that no plane lands under the minimum ceil- 
ing. But it is the contention of the bureau 
that: if it were possible to have such a force, 
the power is inherent in the Air Commerce 
Act to police airports and airways. 


Why Closer Regulation 

is Not Insisted on. 

Rex Martin, assistant director of the bu- 
reau, was asked at the Senate investigation, 
after he had testified that the bureau’s fa- 
dio direction beams could not be perfected 
with the present knowledge of broadcasting, 
what could be done to make flying safe. He 
replied that the only method was by regula- 
tion, tightening the restrictions. Mugene L. 
Vidal, director of the ureau, testified that 
he had the authority to tighten the restric- 
tions but he could give no satisfactory an- 
swer when he was asked why this had not 
been done. 

There is no single reason. Certain intangi- 
ble relationships, difficult to formulate, are 
involved. The Department of Commerce un- 
der Secretary Roper is primarily concerned 
with pleasing and assisting business. That 1s 
Roper’s concept of the function of his de- 
partment. This applies, of course, in the Bu- 
reau of Air Commerce. The air line compa- 
nies, in competition with other forms of 
transportation, are primarily concerned with 
maintaining schedules on a time-table basis, 
like a railway system. If the Bureau of Air 
Commerce were to tighten regulations gov- 
erning blind flying out of Pittsburgh, for ex- 
ample, in the area where the latest crash 
occurred, the air line companies would un- 
doubtedly have to cancel a large number of 
flights than is done at present. Such new re- 
strictions would bring immediate and violent 
protest from the air lines. 


Government Gives Only Aids 

to Safety—Not Guarantees. 

As Amelia Earhart made clear in her tes- 
timony, blind flying with the aid of radio 
direction beams has been carried much fur- 
ther in this country than anywhere else in 
the world. In Europe, Miss Earhart said, 
passenger lines make little or no use of in- 
strument flying. And this is verified by trav- 
elers who have done considerable flying 
abroad. It would probably be possible to 
show statistically that there are far more 
cancellations on European air lines than an 
American lines. 

Vidal and others speak of this as ‘‘prog- 
ress,” the superior development of the Amer- 
ican airways. At the same time they empha- 
size that the air navigation aids which the 
bureau maintains ar@ not complete safe- 
guards. Several times before the Senate com- 
mittee they made the point that they were 
just what they were called—aids—and not a 
guarantee of 100 per cent safety. It is clear 
that under the present system of regulation 
a kind of twilight zone exists in which the 
desire of the companies to complete sched- 
uled flights is the paramount factor.

That prices of goods as a 
whole are being cheapened does not give 
these men employment. There is no oc- 
eupation open to them, for all occupa- 
tions are glutted with men, for the same 
reason. You can't kfil them (unless they 
strike) and there is nowhere for them 
to go. 

“These men are multiplying like leaves 
of the forest. There numbers are esti- 
mated by millions. There is no prospect 
of many of them getting work, as if 
they do, it is only to take the places of 
others now employed who would then 
be added to the out-of-works. 

“You think, perhaps, that it is none of 
your concern what becomes of them, but 
my dear sir, it is your concern, and you 
will realize it before many seasons. It 
is a subject that cannot be dismissed by 
turning on your heel and refusing to lis- 
ten.

no exception to the rule. On several counts, his re- 
marks deserve careful reflection. 

As becomes the titular head of our judicial sys- 
tem, the Chief Justice gave particular attention to 
the way in which our courts are functioning. He 
noted a “gratifying” reduction in delays over the 
country and cited figures to show that in only 15 
of the 84 Federal judicial districts does it require 
longer than six months for a case to reach trial 
after the joining of the issue. The Supreme Court, he 
was able to report, will probably finish the present 
term with a greater number of cases disposed of 
than during the last term. 

Turning to the “sore spots” and singling out the 
Southern District of New York, which includes New 
York City, as one of them, Chief Justice Hughes 
said that it was a “crying evil when the interval be- 
tween joinder of issue and trial approximates two 
years for civil jury cases, for suits in equity and for 
suits in admiralty.” There can be no exception to 
this conclusion. Such a state of affairs is a crying 
evil. It means long delays in the operation of justice, 
which in not a few cases amount to the denial of 
justice. itself. 

But the Chief Justice did not content himself with 
directing attention to these “sore spots” among the 
Federal judicial districts. He diagnosed the cause 
and indicated the remedy. “‘Where delays are most 
serious, they are due,” he said, “to a failure to pro- 
vide an adequate supply of Judges to attend to the 
work of the courts.” Mr. Hughes did not in so many 
words call on Congress to create additional judge- 
ships, but the inference was plain that where the 
condition of the courts demonstrates need for ad- 
ditional Judges, such help should be provided. And 
so it should. Congress may investigate the situation 
if it wants to, but what the Chief Justice has said 
places the responsibility for continuance of conges- 
tion on the doorstep of Congress. 

To many it will come as a shock to learn that the 
United States has been following a cheese-paring pol- 
icy in the matter of Judges who are designated to 
hold court in other than their own districts. In order 
to relieve congestion in the busier districts, less 
pressed Judges from other districts are frequently 
sent to sit in such places as New York. As Mr. 
Hughes in effect recommends, the compensation, un- 
der these circumstances, should be sufficient to per- 
mit Judges to meet reasonable living costs. 

What the Chief Justice said about the co-operation 
of the legal profession with the Supreme Court’s ad- 
visory committee, charged with the preparation of a 
unified set of rules for procedure in Federal courts, 
was the best of counsel. This committee is perform- 
ing spadework for a great procedural reform, and 
it will be a credit to the lawyers of the nation if they 
join in bringing greater order to Federal procedure. 
Mr. Hughes’ remarks about the differences of opin- 
ion over changes in procedure would apply equally 
well to differences of opinion among the members of 
the Supreme Court in deciding important cases. To 
quote his language: 

How amazing it is that, in the midst of contro- 
versies on every conceivable subject, one should 
expect unanimity of opinion upon difficult legal 
questions. In ‘the highest ranges of thought, in 
theology, philosophy and science, we find differ- 
ences of view on the parts of the most distin- 
guished experts. ... The history of scholarship is 
a record of disagreements. And when we deal 
with questions relating to principles of law and 
their application, we do not suddenly rise into a 
stratosphere of certainty. 

Finally, the Chief Justice’s tribute to the late 
George W. Wickersham, Attorney-General in the Taft 


Law Institute, was well deserved. Head of this or-

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TRIUMPH OF THE AIRSHIP. 


With all the precision of a great ocean liner, the 
giant dirigible Hindenburg has completed its first 
crossing of the North Atlantic and reached Lakehurst, 
N. J., from Friederichshafen, Germany, in slightly 
less than 62 hours, a record for lighter-than-air craft. 
The dirigible itself, largest in the world, is a master- 
piece of technical construction; the ocean crossing 
was a triumph of skill in air navigation. 


Significant for the future of ocean travel is the fact 
that this voyage is not an isolated exploit. It is but 
the introduction to regular air service across the 
North Atlantic which will be launched by the dirigi- 
ble’s operators. Regular Zeppelin service across the 
South Atlantic is already in effect, with a perfection 
that rarely brings it into the headlines. The new 
craft is speedier and more comfortable than the 
Graf Zeppelin. The competition it will give ship 
travel is indicated in comparing its time of 62 hours 
for the crossing with the record of 108 hours for 
liners, held by the Normandie. 

There will be necessary improvements, such as in 
landing technique, but’ it can no longer be doubted 
that the dirigible is an established form of transport. 
This country has had some unfortunate experiences 
with airships, but those who agitate for the abandon- 
ment of experimentation are compelled by a counsel 
of despair that is invalidated by such fine exhibitions 
as the Hindenburg’s flight and the routine operations 
of its sister ship, and the long Zeppelin record of 
safety. 
Can anyone who recognizes America’s technical 
skill assert that we cannot do what the Germans 
have done and are doing? We can learn from the 
German experts and our own experience. Lessons 
so derived should go into the great American dirigi- 
ble, even larger than the Hindenburg, now being 
projected. If reason and not timidity is to prevail, 
America will apply the gallant slogan of Commodore 
Oliver Hazard Perry, amended to read: “Don’t give 
up the airship!” 
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ETHIOPIA’S LOST LEADER. 


The world, ever sympathetic with the under dog, 
had made a hero of Haile Selassie. The dignified lit- 
tle man, ruler of the last free African kingdom, won 
admiration for his intrepid. bearing in the face of 
tremendous odds. There was widespread applause 
when he addressed his warriors last July, predicted 
his own death on the battlefield and concluded: “Our 
ancestors preserved their independence by sacrific- 
ing their lives. Follow their example!” 

Throughout the war, his defiance of the Italian in- 


deyotion, too, seemed of heroic standards. While he 
never led his troops in person, he was often at the 
front. Early in the war, he gave his personal for- 
tune to the cause of independence. 

Even in the disastrous days of military collapse, 
the Emperor held firm. With the Italians pressing 
on toward Addis Ababa, he determinedly declared: 
“Ethiopia is not defeated. It will carry on its fight 
to the last man.” It was announced that he was 
preparing to move his capital, to flee into the hills 
and lead his soldiers in guerrilla warfare. 

Then came the retreat. Without a proclamation 
to his people, without an action suited to his pre- 
vious defiant words, Haile Selassie fled. He left his 
capital to be pillaged and burned. He disappointed 
the admirers he had won, who expected to see the 
Emperor carry on his fight to the last. 

The hefo’s role is a difficult one to maintain, but 
when a man proclaims himself a hero, the world 
judges him by his own standards. Why did Haile 
Selassie flee? The story has not yet been told. Was 
it as Browning wrote: “Just for a handful of silver 
he left us”? But a mere handful of silver was not 
the Emperor’s salvage from the ruin of his Empire. 
Dispatches give an impressive list of the property 
he took: the royal jewels, cases of gold bullion and 
coin, six automobiles, cases of liquor, 10 tons of per- 
sonal luggage. The imperial crown is safe in London. 
Villas in several countries of Europe are his property. 
Haile Selassie’s hopeless fight was tragic; his ab- 
rupt departure an anti-climax. The tragedy is the 
more poignant because he had been accepted as one 
cast in the mold of heroes.

It is probably somewhat over-priced—no 
layman can know about that and an econo- 
mist who undertook to find out would have 
to consider factors that are conscientiously 
ignored by the indignant.

But it is not over-priced rel- 
atively to its increase in value during the 
past 10 or even the past five years, and it 
is not gadgeted half as much as the consum- 
ing public wants it to be, as anyone can see 
if he will look into the flourishing accessory 
business. The manufacturers are not sys- 
tematically exploiting the public. 

As a matter of cold fact, they are steadily, 
even year by year, giving the public more 
for its money, in the basic value for which 
that money is spent—which is classically and 
precisely what two widely divergent theories 
would require them to do. They are, that is, 
observing the principles of laissez-faire eco- 
nomics, which not even the laissez-faire 
economists dare to believe in these days. 
And they are obeying the imperatives of the 
Machine Age. . 


T xe first point about the automobile as 


Motoristg whose experience goes back 20 
years can vividly remember the rocky road 
to dependability; but you need not look back 
that far. Only a few years ago, radiators 
were neurasthenic; today, you forget that 
there is one on the car till cold weather re- 
minds you to put in anti-freeze, and this im- 
provement has gone unmentioned in. the ad- 
vertising. For years, the carbureter was the 
repair man’s’ annuity; today, you have to 
consult the owner’s manual to realize that 
you have one.

With the promotion of commer- 
cial flying through air aids and 
regulation in the interests of safe- 
ty the powers of the bureau stop 
short. The Air Commerce Act does 
not grant the right to regulate 
competition in the air industry. In 
theory at. least, a new airline may 
be started tomorrow over a route 
already served by an existing com- 
pany. In theory rates may be cut 
to nothing. There is actually in- 
tense competition on certain routes 
with planes leaving almost at the 
same time, in effect racing to the 
same destination. 

One reason why competition has 
not been sharper, with new com- 
panies springing up, is the fact that 
an air mail contract is necessary to 
maintain an air line. Without the 
indirect subsidy given to the air 
line companies through mail con- 
tracts there would be.no aviation in- 
dustry whatsoever. And naturally 
the Postoffice Department is giving 
contracts to two or three companies 
over the same route. As to rate- 
cutting, there is a working agree- 
ment between the various lines so 
that rates are worked out more or 
less in unison. 

McCarran Bill Proposes Regulation 
of Air by IL. C. C. 

Now it is proposed to regulate 
competition within the air industry 
and between aircraft and other 
forms of transportation. A bill to 
give the Interstate Commerce Com- 
missign the same power of regula- 
tion over air commerce that it has 
long had over railroads and that it 
acquired last session over busses 
and trucks is pending before’ the 
Senate. :

During most of the present 
session McCarran has been ill and 
no one has pushed his bill in the 
Senate. Numerous persons took 
part in writing the McCarran air 
regulation act, a complex measure 
of two printed pages which provides 
not only for the regulation of air- 
craft and the men who operate 
them but also for a considerable de- 
gree of control over airports, even 
though they be municipally owned. 
The regulation of airports would 
be done indirectly and in the 
opinion of many this section of the 
McCarran bill stretches the com- 
merce clause of the Constitution— 
for, of course, the measure, like all 
other Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission legislation, is grounded in 
the commerce clause—even further

Safety in Flying 


“That at all points on the route at 
which the air carrier is authorized 
to land and take off there-are air- 
ports operated by airport operators 
holding certificates issued under 
this part, and it shall be unlawful, 
except in an emergency, for any air 
carrier operating under a certificate 
issued under this part to land or 
take off/at any airport which does 
not havé.a certificate.” 

Proposed New Law. 

This means that any airport, 
municipal or otherwise, would have 
,to have a certificate from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission before 
licensed air carriers could use it. 
The means of enforcing this ‘con- 
trol rests upon the Interstate (Com- 
merce Commission's principal weap- 
on, the certificate of convenience 
and necessity. To operate a rail- 
road or to start a new bus line 
such a certificate must be obtained 
on proof that the public will be 
served by an essential transporta- 
tion system not already in existence. 
If the McCarran bill passes, this 
same weapon will be used to con- 
trol competition in the aviation in- 
dustry. 

Already the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has exerted its right to 
regulate the air lines. It has done 
this under the amended air mail 
law of 1934. Besides giving the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission the 
duty of determining the cost of car- 
rying the air mail on the different 
routes for the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission was also given author- 
ity over the off-line routes of air 
mail contractors, That is to say, 
that when an air line with a mail 
contract desires to start a new serv- 
ice, off the regular mail-passenger 
route, Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission shall have a certain degree 
of authority. Recently the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission main- 
tained at a public hearing that this 
authority was broad enough to per- 
mit the commission to say whether 
or not the new service could be 
started. The issue was raised when 
TWA desired to extend an off line 
from Albuquerque, N. M., to San 
Francisco. Now Los Angeles is the 
terminus of TWA’s regular cross- 
country route and San Francisco is 
the western terminus of the mail 
route of United Air Lines. It is plain 
that this is a highly competitive 
situation. 

Competition for Power. 

Its authority established by a de- 
cision of the full commission, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
will soon hold a‘hearing on the pro- 
posed new TWA service. If the de- 
cision is in favor of TWA, the com- 
mission will issue an order which 
will not be, technically speaking, a 
certificate of convenience and ne- 
cessity but it will mean the same 
thing. In this way Government ex- 
tends its reach to take in a brand- 
new form of travel. 

Besides the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the Bureau of Air 
Commerce, the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission exerts author- 
ity over radio channels vital to air- 
ways communication and over radio 
messages between plane and air- 
port. The Postoffice Department 
has a limited measure of indirect 
financial control through the mail 
contracts. The weather bureau of 
the Department of Agriculture op- 
erates an aerological service to as- 
sist the air lines. Both the Army 
and Navy maintain their own air 
service, with their own research 
staffs which touch civil aviation at 
certain points. A factor, and not 
an unimportant factor, in the effort 
to bring all flighh under control is 
the competition that exists between 
branches of the Government for 
power and authority. 

There is a general recognition of 
the need for this control. Senator 
Truman (Dem.) of Missouri in re- 
porting the McCarran bill at the 
last session made plain what it was 
intended to do: 

“In recent years there has been 
an extraordinary growth of trans- 
portation by air. The airlines over 
the country carrying many thou- 
sands of passengers and much ex- 
press and mail, and are engaged in 
intensive competition with each 
other and with railroads and other 
carriers. This competition has 
been carried to an extreme which 
tends to undermine the financial 


than the air commerce act of 1926.

stability of the carriers and jeop- 


portation facilities and service ap- 
propriate to the needs of commerce 
and required in the public interest. 

“The present: chaotic. transporta- 
tion conditions are not satisfactory 
to investors, labor, shippers or the 
carriers themselves. The competi- 
tive struggle is to’a large extent 
unequal and unfair, inasmuch as 
the railroads and motor carriers 
are comprehensively regulated, the 
water carriers are regulated in a 
lesser degree, and the air carriers 
are scarcely regulated at all.” 

Eastman on Co-ordination. 

And Joseph B. Eastman, co-ordi- 
nator of transportation, has sug- 
gested that it is of the utmost im- 
portance to co-ordinate rail, motor 
and air traffic. It is interesting in 
this respect to compare the prac- 
tice ih European countries where in 
many instances the State owns and 
operates the _ railroads. Military 
and civil aviation are closely linked, 
and if the Government does not 
have outright ownership and oper- 
ation of air lines, it exerts very di- 
rect control by reason of the sub- 
sidy given to aviation. Air lines 
are planned and rates are adjusted 
in such a way as to protect passen- 
ger business on the railroads. It 
follows that air service in Europe 
is in general more restricted than 
it is in this country, and certainly 
it is more subservient to the mili- 
tary function. 

In its pioneering phase the avia- 
tion industry in America has had a 
strong romantic attraction com- 
parable to that which attached to 
steamboating on the Mississippi in 
the 1850’s. The steamboat pilot of 
that day was a romantic symbol of 
all that was adventurous, proud and 
free. So was tthe air pilot of the 
1920's, and some of that glamor still 
adheres. Innumerable schools to 
train pilots came into being. Every 
boy with about the average bold- 
ness and active ambition wanted to 
become a pilot. 

20 Pilots for Every Job. 

The end result of that romantic 
pioneering phase, in part an out- 
growth of the war, has a direct 
bearing on air safety today. Ac- 
cording to a recent report of the 
Bureau of Air Commerce, there are 
14,806 licensed pilots while there 
are but 7205 licensed aircraft. The 
air lines employ 683 pilots—for ey- 
ery available job there are 15, 20, 
perhaps 30 qualified pilots. There 
ere in addition about 1500 other pi- 
lots who gain their livelihood in 
private aviation. “his last figure 
is probably optimistic. Another 
estimated 1000 pilots derive some 
revenue from part-time flying but 
this, too, is doubtless optimistic. 
At most then 2500 men out of 14,000 
can find a berth in the aviation in- 
dustry. Of this situation, Vidal, 
discussing competition in relation 
to air safety, had ‘the following to 
say: 

“It is quite natural that there is 
a comparison of pilots’ ability not 
only among the pilots within’ the‘r 
own air line organizations but 
among air line organizations as 
well. The pilots’ jobs themselves 
are highly competitive. Add _ to 
these factors the fact that the pi- 
lot’s pay is drastically reduced if 
most of the flights are not com- 
pleted, the fact that the airline re- 
ceives no revenue from either mail 
cr passengers when the flight is 
canceled and the fact that avta- 
tion and the public demand prog- 
ress, and we have developed, wheth- 
er consciously or unconsciously, in- 
tentionally or unintentionally, an 
unconquerable, though adniirable 
urge to complete the flight if pos- 
sible.” 

The answer to the question, Can 
flying be made safe? may in time 
be arrived at. It will come in all 
probability by the kind of year-to- 
year progress that has marked the 
past decade. And meanwhile, as 
Amelia Earhart told the Senate 
committee investigating air safety, 
the public should remember that 
aviation is a very new industry in- 
deed, still in its early adolescence.

|ON NEW CONSTITUTION 


Intended to Give More Demo- 
cratic Organization to 
Legal Profession. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 9—A plan 
for reorganization of the American 
Bar Association was annouced to- 
day by President William L. Ran- 
gom of New York, at the close of a 
special four-day meeting of the as- 
sociation’s Executive Committee. 
Ransom said the new constitu- 
tion, drafted after nearly a year's 
study, is intended to give a more 
democratic organization to the en- 
tir legal profession. It will be pre- 
sented for ratification at the asso- 
ciation’s annual meeting Aug. 24 in 
Boston. 
State and local bar associations 
and affiliated legal organizations 
will receive greater representation 
under the proposed scheme, Ran- 
som explained. Control of the asso- 
ciation, which now rests with what- 
ever members happen to attend the 
annual meeting, would be turned 
over to a new house of delegates. 
This body would have a complex 
membership, including the United 
States Attorney-General, the chair- 
man of the National Conference of 
Bar Examiners and the president of 
the American Law Schools Associa- 


ficials and representatives from 
state and local bar associations. 

The plan also calls for a new 
board of governors, 14 standing 
committees and a special board of 
editors for the American Bar Asso- 
ciation Journal. 

The proposed constitution was 
drafted by three co-ordination com- 
mittees, which included John W. 
Davis, New York; Newton D. Bak- 
er, Cleveland, and Jefferson P. 
Chandler, Los Angeles, among oth- 
ers,

BILLS SEEK TO DISCOURAGE 
WRECKING OF BUILDINGS 


Alderman Israel to Offer Two 
Measures, One to Tax Garages 
and Parking Lots. 

Two bills will be introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen by Alder- 
man Harry L. Israel, with the in- 
tention of discouraging the wreck- 
ing of old buildings to save taxes, 

Israel annnounced yesterday. 

One, which also would produce 
revenue, would place an annual tax 
on garages and parking lots. The 
levy on garages would be one-tenth 
of a cent per square foot on 65 
per cent of their floor space, but 
that on parking lots would be one- 
half cent per square foot on 75 
per cent of their ground area. 
Israel announced a belief that so 
many old structures had been 
razed and supplanted by parking 
lots that an excessive burden of 
taxes was likely to result for other 
property. The courts have held il- 
legal an ordinance which would 
have taxed parking lots one cent 
a square foot, on the ground the 
tax did not apply to similar enter- 
prises, such as garages. 

Israel's other bill would require 
that a fence be erected around any 
lot where a building was removed 
and a basement excavation left 
open.

to have been negotiated by any 
French President. To do so would 
be a violation of the League of 
Nations’ Covenant. 

The Chamber of Deputies might 
be called the “initiative” body in 
the French political administra- 
tion. It inaugurates most legisla- 
tion and has exclusive control 
over the determination of the 
budget. All legisiation, however, 
has to be approved by the Senate 
before it becomes law. 

As is the case at Washington, 
the French Senate often holds up 
legislation which the Chamber en- 
acts. For instance the Senate 
alone stands in the way of equal 
suffrage. France and Switzerland 
are the only two  politically-ad- 
vanced nations in Europe where 
women have never voted. They 
once did in Germany and Italy, but 
are now deprived of that privi- 
lege by Mussolini and Hitler. Bul 
garia and Yugoslavia are the oth- 
er two backward countries. 

Traditionally conservative, in 
theory at least, the majority of 
the present Senate are members 
of the Radical Socialist Party. 
Consequently, when the battle 
wages in the Chambers, and no 
deputy can qualify! for the pre- 
miership because of bitter personal 
and political enemies, a member 
of the majority party in the Senate 
is selected. Pierre Laval and M. 
Sarraut, both Senators and ex- 
Radical Socialists, were the last 
two cabinet heads. Once a man is 
in the Senate, however, he shuf- 
fles off his previous party alle- 
giance on the surface, as did Laval. 
who claimed to be an independent, 

The French Senate is extremely 
jealous of its powers and preroga- 
tives, even though it may not use 
them. After the Stavisky scandal 
and the February, 1934, riots 
there was a widespread demand 
for revision of the Constitution. 
The President, the Cabinet of 
Doumergue and the Chamber con- 
curred. The people were tired of 
a Chamber that bickerned and hag- 
gled over four long years and 
through 11 ministries. But it 
could not be dissolved under the 
present Constitution without the 
Senate requesting the President to 
act. This the Senate—at the be- 
hest of certain political leaders— 
refrained from doing. President 
Gaston Doumergue, ex-President, 
who had come out of voluntary re- 
tirement to head a cabinet of truce 
and to save France from threat- 
ened civil war, demanded that the 
exclusive power of dissolution be 
taken from the Senate. He pro- 
posed that, in event at least three 
cabinets had been overthrown in 
quick succession by a recalcitrant 
Chamber, the Premier could ask 
the President to send the Deputies 
home and call new elections. As 
stated before such requests are 
the sole prerogative of the Sen- 
ate. But only once in its history 
has it arbitrarily dissolved’ the 
Chamber against that body’s wish- 
es. That was under Marshal Mac- 
Mahon. It usually consults the 
majority parties before acting. 

So indignant were the Senators 
over “Papa” Doumergue’s revolu- 
tionary proposal that it did a thing 
it seldom does. It cast a “no con- 
fidence” ballot against the vener- 
able ex-President and Premier and 
sent him back into retirement, a 
thing the much more exasperated 
Chamber had not dared to do. 


Cabinet Most Important. 

The Cabinet is really the most 
important cog in France’s political 
machine. The Premier is desig- 
nated by the majority party and 
he selects his cabinet colleagues 
from the political groups whose 
support he needs. The Radical So- 
cialist party, which might be 
termed the Left-Center party of 
the past, has furnished the Premier 
|in most cabinets for almost 40 
years. It has had representatives 
in practically every cabinet since 
the founding of the Third Republic. 
The recent elections, however, rele- 
gated the Radicals to second place 
numerically in the Chamber, al- 
though they still hold a majority 
in the Senate. 

The Government or French cabi- 
net can be characterized as the 
steering committee of the Cham- 
ber, which is the real governing 
body of the nation. The Chamber 
is like a big committee of stock- 
holders with power to oust cabi- 
nets—boards of directors—-when- 
ever it is considered necessary. The 


: 


chairman of a board of directors. 
Most legislation originates with 
the cabinet, although various com- 
missions in the Chamber—those on 
foreign affairs, army, navy, colo- 
nies, finances, etc.—form the polli- 
cies of various ministries. 

While the normal life of parlia- 
ment is four years the 100 cabinets 
of the Third Republic have had, 
on an average, only seven months 
each in office. The longest-lived 
cabinet was that of Waldeck Rous- 
seau, which remained in power 
from June, 1898, to June 1902. All 
that is necessary to get rid of a 
cabinet is for either the Senate or 
Chamber to cast a majority vote 
against it or its policies. Thus far 
there have been 11 cabinets under 
President Lebrun and he has been 
in office but four years. The late 
Aristide Briand held the record of 
having presided over 10 ministries 
and served in countless others. 

The foregoing would seem to in- 
dicate that France's politics are ex- 
tremely volatile. They are. But 
they also represent the greatest 
democratic elasticity that exists in 
any country today. In the United 
States, Congress and the people 
have to wait at least four years to 
get rid of an undesirable Presi-

IPSY PETULENGRO, in his 
(own prideful, naive and gar- 

rulous account of himself, 
makes a great many interesting 
statements as of fact. Some are 
odd, many carry their own inter- 
nal evidences of truth, and a few, 
one would say off-hand, simply are 
not so. Still the story is a reveal- 
ing one, doubly revealing from 
what he actually tells and the in- 
ferences that may be drawn, infer- 
ences of which Petulengro himself 
may not even be aware. The re- 
sult is a picture, a collection of 
more or less continuous impres- 
sions of the Romany that have 
the seal of authority. 

Though Petulengro — who is a 
grandson of the Jasper Petulengro 
made famous by George Borrow 
in “The Romany Rye” and “La- 
vengro”—would repel the sugges- 
tion, the Gipsy is the victim of an 
old hallucination: We are not as 
other peoples, thank God! While 
he believes this and is contemptu- 
ous of Gorgios (non-Gipsies) in the 
mass, he is friendly enough toward 
individuals not of the black blood. 
Indeed, he almost married one, but 
he and her Gorgio sweetheart played 
dominoes for a free field and the 
Gipsy lost. Thus it appears that 
the Gipsy, despite his insistence on 
difference, is pretty much like the 
rest of the world in mistrust, ha- 
tred and suspicion across the lines 
of race, color and nationality.

It will surprise only a few to 
learn that the Gipsies are Christian, 
that they are clean, sober and in- 
dustrious.

certainly as symbolically beautiful 
as any more formal funeral, and 
their mingling of the bloods, in 
the marriage rite, is a simple and 
significant ceremony.

The Gipsies have a raft of super- 
stitions and beliefs. Though he 
does not know just when or where 
he was born, Petulengro believes 
that he will die in 1949. His mother 
read his palm on her deathbed and 
told him the date. He believes that 
his people have secret and psychic 
powers; in North Africa, he be- 
lieves, they revive the dead and 
make them talk and dance. He 
believes in charms and magic 
words. While he knows the gen- 
eral medicinal effect of many herbs 
of unquestioned efficacy, he also 
believes that pills made of crushed 
spiders will cure this or that. 

As to all this, one canhot deny 
the possibility that lost arts may 
persist in unlikely places, usually 
corrupted, but the probabilities are 
that the Gipsy, as nearly everyone 
else, has fallen victim to his own 
mumbo-jumbo and doesn’t know it.

As a literary effort, “A Romany 
Life” is more effort than literary, 
but it has the quality of the sin- 
cerity of the “Well-now-I’ll-tell-you” 
meandering reminiscence, formless, 
artless, homely and enjoyable. Petu- 
lengro was well grown before ie 
learned to write at all. He mixes 
in Gipsy words and phrases that 
require repeated reference to the 
glossary, and some of the words he 
uses are not in the glossary. Then 
startlingly will appear a paragraph 
or two of Victorian model, which 
at a guess one would ascribe to a 
harried editor. The book is occa- 
sional; it does not classify. It is 
important chiefly as a strange evi-

Hardly Melodramatic 


THE ALASKAN MELODRAMA. 
By J. A. Hellenthal. (Liveright 
Publishing Corp., New York.) 


XCEPT for the very interest- 
F ins chapters on Russian ex- 

ploration and development, 
there is little in this volume that 
the reader is likely to consider 
melodramatic. 

In discussing the gold rushes, for 
instance, Mr. MHellenthal seems 
purposely to avoid the colorful and 
romantic. Instead of telling us 
about the boys whooping it up at 
the Malamute Saloon, he gives us 
statistics on the bar receipts at 
the Pavilion Dance Hall. 

The book is, rather than a melo- 
drama, an economic and political 
history of a country to which the 
author is obviously very devoted. 
His devotion leads to use of an 
argumentative style that seems to 
rob many of his points of the vigor 
they might otherwise have.

Mr. Hellenthal devotes many 
pages to sharpening his ax, and 
many more to swinging it in the 
direction of politicians and conserv- 
ationists, for whom he has little 
affection. The government of 
Alaska, he tells us, is the worst 
possible under the American flag. 

He pictures the Alaskan as an 
unhappy man, surrounded by re- 
sources that governmental red tape 
prevents him from using. 

Before Alaska can make any sub- 
stantial progress, he says, two 
things are necessary: The present 
makeshift government must be 
supplanted by one more like that 
in the United States, and the policy 
of conservation must be aban- 
doned.

THE LIVING JEFFERSON. By 
Seribner’s Sons, New York.) 


NE might easily quarrel with 

Mr. Adams over his title. Is 

Jefferson living? His name is 
constantly invoked, to be sure, and 
we are still building or trying to 
build memorials to him. But the 
kind of America that Jefferson en- 
visioned is gone, and the kind of 
government Jefferson advocated is 
remotely different from the kind 
we have. Jefferson founded the 
Democratic party, but the Demo- 
cratic party of today differs from 
that of his conception as a modern 
member of the D. A. R. differs from 
Molly Pitcher. 

The most precious thing in Jef- 
ferson’s life was his home, Monti- 
cello, and all of the things it con- 
noted. It was built on a hill and 
it was surrounded by wide and fer- 
tile acres. Everything about the 
place was vested with “a serene 
dignity.” The horses Jefferson rode 
were raised on his meadows, the 
clothes he wore were woven from 
the wool from his own sheep, his 
bread was baked from the flour 
of his own grain. When it was 
necessary to build a house or a 
barn, the bricks, nails and timbers 
were produced from materials found 
on the farm. In his own library 
were the books he read omnivor- 
Fously. At Monticello was almost 
nothing that was alien or artificial. 
Life at Monticello was self-suffi- 
cient.

As Jefferson lived, he hoped other 
men could live—on their own acres; 
in security, in independence, in dig- 
nity. “Except that he believed in 
free labor instead of slavery, the 
nation that he envisaged was a 
vast aggregate of free individuals 
all living like himself a Monticello 
life on a large or small scale. With 
peace, dignity and security, with 
steady and healthful pursuits, with 
a minimum of dependence on other 
communities and on buying or sell- 
ing, he dreamed his dream. Just 
as today Monticello would be ruined 
by a creeping up its hillsides of 
factories, banks and a town, so he 
considered that the American life 
as a whole would be ruined by 
commerce, finance and manufactur- 
ing which would corrupt the people 
by extravagance, business chicanery 
and a homeless city proletariat.” 

The kind of country America has 
become is exactly what Jefferson 
feared and fought against. Our 
overcrowded cities with their hordes 
of unemployed, our mortgaged 
farms, our huge public debt, our

gigantic taxes, the increasing con- 
cern of Government with the pri- 
vate lives of citizens—these and 
other aspects of modern life would 
have horrified him, Worse, he 
would have been aghast at the re- 
version of large parts of the world 
to dictatorships, with their suppres- 
sion of the fundamental liberties 
and their glorification of the state.

“The nation for him,” says Mr. 
Adams, “was the sum total of the 
individual citizens comprising it. A 
nation as something apart and by 
itself was an absurdity. A nation 
could not be happy, except as the 
individual citizens were happy. The 
pernicious doctrine, which has 
been so unhappily developing in 
many countries in the past half 
century, that a nation can be 
strong, happy, rich, powerful, great 
and free, even though its govern- 
ment takes away all these at- 
tributes from its citizens, would 
have seemed insane folly to him. 
Nation had a very real meaning 
for him, but it was a meaning 
rooted in the lives of human be- 
ings. To erect a noun into a su- 
per-personality, to fall down and 
worship it . « would have ap- 
peared to him as a new form of 
fantastic and insane idolatry.” 


Mr. Adams does not attempt to 
say what Jefferson might do if he 
were living today. He were a brave 
historian who would hazard a 
guess. Nevertheless, it is 
drinking from a clear spring to re- 
view with Mr. Adams the intel- 
lectual career of the master of 
Monticello. Perhaps the country 
may yet beat back to recapture 
some of the essential nobility that 
underlay his philosophy; but Jef- 
fersonianism as a definite philoso- 
phy of government is as dead as 
the man himself. As Carl Becker 
writes in the Encyclopedia of the 
Social Sciences, “Jefferson’s phi- 
losophy was of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, his specific program, suited 
to a simple agricultural society. 
Neither his philosophy nor his pro- 
gram is suited to the present in- 
dustrial technological age.” 


Mr. Adams quotes Woodrow Wil- 
son as saying that “the immortal- 
ity of Thomas Jefferson does not 
lie in any one of his achievements, 
but in his attitude toward man- 
kind.” Perhaps so. But it ap- 
pears to be the practice of the hu- 
man race to pay lip-service to its 
“immortals” and to content itself

members are between 30 and 45. 
In addition, less than 10 per cent 
of the members take any active 
part in party politics, and these 
few are fairly evenly divided be- 
tween the Government and opposi- 
tion parties, while the big business 
man is usually tied pretty closely 
to a political party. But PEP is 
not interested in partisan politics. 
It is, firstly, a fact-finding organi- 
zation. Then, when the facts have 
been ascertained, it tries, as far 
as is humanly possible, to draw the 
correct and logical conclusions and 
inferences from those facts. Wheth- 
er these conclusions and deductions 
may be considered socialistic, lib- 
éral, radical or conservative by out- 
siders, is not the concern of PEP. 

There are few regular meetings 
of the full membership of PEP. 
Most of the gatherings which are 
held are of the respective research 
groups, called together to discuss 
the particular piece of work which 
each is doing at the time. The spe- 
cific research jobs undertaken by 
the organization are usually initiat- 
ed by the particular research group 
interested in the subject in ques- 
tion, but the Executive of PEP 
must formally authorize the under- 
taking.

nected with the movement. 

Work Is Thorough. 

The work of PEP has been both 
thorough and comprehensive. The 
Industries Group started work in 
1931 on the study of an ideal struc- 
ture for a planned industry. After 
producing a report this it took 
up the investigation of the great na- 
tional industries. It began with 
the iron and steel industry and then 
followed, successively, elaborate re- 
ports on the cotton, building and 
coal industries. The coal report 
alone took nearly a year to pre- 
pare, while that on the building in- 
dustry occupied more than 12 
months. 

The utility service groups—trans- 
port, gas and electric supply—have 
reached an advanced stage in the 
preparation of their respective re- 
ports. 

These reports, PEP has found, 
are eagerly sought by the indus- 
tries concerned and are in much 
demand by the technical and trade 
periodicals connected with the 
various subjects involved. There 
has also been several requests for 
certain of these reports from Unit- 
ed States Government departments 
and other interested quarters in 
America. 

Besides the forthcoming utility 
reports, there are research groups 
now preparing a survey of the so- 
cial services of Great Britain (all 
pensions, insurance schemes, etc.) ; 
a report on the health equipment 
of the nation and one on regional 
development, the so-called “de- 
pressed” coal and industrial areas 
in the country and the drift of pop- 
ulation and industry southward. 

Another group is now working on 
a report on the international ex-

To Have Eight 
Weeks’ Season 


First Summer Music 


Concert to Be Conduct- 
ed by Max Steindel. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HE directors of the St. Louis 

Little Symphony have an- 

nounced an eight weeks’ season 
for the coming summer during 
which eight concerts will be given 
on successive Tuesday nights, be- 
ginning June 2. The opening and 
closing concerts will be conducted 
by Max Steindel, the resident con- 
ductor of the organization, three 
will be under the direction of 
Francis Findlay of the New En- 
giand Conservatory of Music 
three under the direction of Hans 
labge, assistant conductor of the 
New York Philharmoniic Orches- 
tra. The concerts will again be 
given in the amphitheater of the 
John Burroughs School—a charm- 
ing and well chosen spot, secluded 
enough to be free from noise and 
dust, but still accessible by auto- 
mobile and street car. 

From the fact that the season 
will be twice as long as last year, 
one infers that the Little Sym- 
phony management feels it has a 
much larger potential audience than 
it reached during its first season. 
And for this enlarged audience 
plans have been made for a sea- 
son that in every way promises to 
be more artistic and more appeal- 
ing. The first season suffered con- 
siderably from having been planned 
in a hurry and executed with in- 
sufficient resources. 

The announced purposes of the or- 
ganization are several, but the ones 
with which the musical public is 
most concerned are those which re- 
late to the music which will be 
performed and the circumstances 
of its performance. There is cer- 
tainly a place for an ensemble of 
this size, whether for winter or 
summer. It should not be a. little 
symphony in the sense of being 
merely a small scale version of 
standard sized symphonic organiza- 
tion but should dedicate itself pri- 
marily to the performance of the 
literature that was created for the 
small orchestra. By so doing it 
will bring to the St. Louis public a 
great deal of music that is not 
available elsewhere and in cases 
where it does encroach on the rep- 
ertoire of the standard symphony 
orchestra by playing a Haydn sym- 
phony or a Bach Brandenburg con- 
certo it will approximate the origi- 
nal conditions much more closely 
than is ordinarily done. Haydn 
habitually worked with an orches- 
tra of about 18 at Esterhaz and 
Kisenstadt. Bach could not count 
on any specific number of musi- 
cians but wrote for smal] ensem- 
bles of varying size. Mozart’s sere- 
mades, cassations and divertimenti 
were not only written primarily 
for small groups but are much 
more appropriate to them than to 
the ordinary symphony orchestra. 

& ~ ~ 

N tle Symphony confined to sev- 

enteenth and eighteenth century 
composers. Hans Lange’s cycle of 
concerts in New York embraced 
every important musical period 
from the ddys of pre-classic instru- 
mentation into our own times. 
There is, in fact, a voluminous lit- 
erature for the small orchestra writ- 
ten by twentieth century compos- 
ers alone. Eugene Goossens’ “Sex- 
tet,” Schoenberg's “Verklaerte 
Wacht,” Aaron Copland’s “Music for 
the Theater,” Ernest Bloch's “Con- 
certo Grosso,” Darious Milhaud’s 
“Bull on the Roof” are all examples 
of compositions intended for small 
instrumental groups or capable of 
cing to them without loss 
of essential quality. 

The programs of the St. Louis 
Tittle Symphony will also be con- 
ditioned by circumstances other 
than the size of the orchestsa. One 
hopes that they will be “garden 
concerts” in eVéry sense—that they 
will not only be played in an at- 
mosphere of trees and shrubs and 
stars and the perfumes of the 
night, but that they will ‘have e 
mocturnal appropriateness or at 
least be congenial to this special 
getting. Not that al fresco pro- 
grams must all be composed of 
nocturnes and serenades. But there 
fs a kind of music which would 
be antagonistic to the 
natural reuasions of a summer 
night out of doors; highly intellec- 
tualized music, for instance, or ex- 

tal left-wing music. That 

should be undertaken in win- 

ter and amid surroundings that 

have nothing to say te the audi- 
ence on their own account. 

The prevailing idea behind last 
years program seemed to be that 
the music should have directness of 
appeal and an indisputably good 
quality. One could ask nothing 
better than that.

HAT “Things to Come” (show- 
T ine at the Ambassador) is a 

producer’s picture rather than a 
director's or a cast’s gives it certain 
inevitable disadvantages. That Al- 
exander Korda, who produces it, is 
rather an artistic impressario than 
a commercial producer gives it 
large compensating benefits—turns 
it, in fact, into something epochal 
in film spectacles. 


Korda, having earned that other 
things besides acting are import- 
ant in movie making, commissioned 
H. G. Wells to write the script for 
“Things to Come.” And that un- 
fettered Jules Verne imagination 
is the Vergil who guides the watcher 
on a post-historic tour of the com- 
ing century. Aside from that 
the movie is a display of the 
most painstaking attention to cam- 
era technique (Harry Zech), blend- 
ed sound effects and musical back- 
ground (Arthur Bliss), spectacular 
mechanized settings (Ned Mann), 
artistic composition (Korda's broth- 
er, Vincent) and capable acting (by 
Raymond Massey and a cast too 
numerous and locally unfamiliar to 
catalogue here). 


It would be impossible to depict 
a whole century, whether past or 
future, without being diffuse. This 
is the chief fault of the plot, which 
is in reality a series of four plots. 
The setting has comfortable unity 
because it is all one place, a me- 
tropolis that is a generalized ver- 
sion of London, yclept Everytown. 

The first plot is vivid and terri- 
ble: The outbreak of undeclared 
war on Christmas eve, 1940. Here 
the effort is to be shocking, and it 
is fiercely successful in mass and 
in details. 


The second plot is a ferocious sa- 
tire on fascism. It shows Every- 
town after decades of senseless war, 
now the domain of a gangster war- 
lord who mouths all the catch- 
words of Hitler and Mussolini. and 
governs with vicious efficiency a 
dwindling community where Rolls 
Royces are towed by bullocks, edu- 
cation has ceased, physicians are 
helpless to combat an epidemic like 
the Black Plague. The world has 
become a medieval scene without 
the hope or spiritual comfort of the 
middie ages. Of course, this is all 
obvious, if not trite. But to see it 
becomes a moral obligation. 

The third plot concerns the rise 
of a scientific civilization capable 
of conquering the barbarians of 
Everytown with ease and good pho- 
tographic effect. The fourth shows 
the civilization of the twenty-first 
century, which Mr. Wells sees as a 
technocracy dominated by lovely 
" machinery. This is all very opti- 
mistic and artistically superior. It 
affords relief from the horrors that 
have gone before and shows me- 
chanical progress triumphant. But 
it is questionable whether this 
happy ending follows logically the 
—— scenes that have gone be- 
ore 

All of which fails te .reduce the 
technical and esthetic magnificence 


of the conception. In detail

FAMOUS ocean liner, seen in 
A pictures more often than any 
other, has gone the way of all 
progress. Situated on the Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox lot in Hollywood, 
it has been wrecked to make way 
for a new administration building. 
Measuring 300 feet in length — 
fore and middle sections only—it 
was built four years ago from the 
working plans of the “Normandie.” 
Screen audiences saw it first in 
“Transatlantic,” then in “Caval- 
cade,’ when 1500 soldiers leaned 
over the rail. The biggest “prop” 
of its kind, it was used later by 
every big Hollywood studio at least 
four times. Twentieth Century- 
Fox kept books on the loans—at 
$1500 a day—and showed a profit of 
$18,500 on its original $40,000 out- 
lay. 

The big vessel, made of wood, had 
three decks, funnels which belchea 
clouds of smoke, and its thousand- 
odd portholes were real sea-going 
windows. Since it could not move, 
the cameras which photographed it 
always moved on tracks, so the 
audience got the proper illusion.

custom has given them the right to vote. 
But the fact is that some of them don't 
pay State taxes. And some of them are in- 
clined to do a little lawing now and then, 
and there aren't any courts fo settle their 
boundary disputes. That is one reason why 
the Maxwell vs. Hecox case (and several 
others like it) has never béen settled. If a 
land squabble is settled by a Missouri court 
the loser has a right to get the decision re- 
versed by an Iowa court; neither outranks 
the other and so both sides go away feeling 
self-righteous and dissatisfied. 


HE whole situation came about because 

of a series of shifts of the Des Moines 
river bed and the accretion of land on the 
Mississippi bank, In 1820, when the 
boundary line was set, the Des Moines, 
which of course flows eastward to the Mis- 
sissippi, didn't enter the latter at a right 
angle. Just before entering, it suddenly 
dipped south for about two miles, then 
swung around in a bend and joined the 
Mississippi. The settlement of Alexandria, 
Missouri, stood on the bank just over the 
bend and at the confluence of the two 
rivers. Across the Des Moines was lowa 
Territory. 

Now rivers have changed their courses 
before. There is nothing unusual in this. 
In fact it is almost as characteristic of rivers 
to meander as it is for them to move in 
the general direction of the sta. A whole 
system of laws relating to riparian rights 
has grown up around this téndency, and 
there is even a body of precedent for deal- 
ing with rivers that form the boundaries of 
states. The basis of determining new boun- 
daries for states is the same as that for pri- 
vate property and individuals. When the 
river bed or channel changes gradually by 
erosion or accretion, the boundary follows 
the stream. When the process is sudden

This moot point has been a cause of 


. harassment for officials since a short time 


after the Missouri boundary line was laid 
down. One day in August, 1839, Sheriff 
Uriah S. Gregory of Clark County went 
into the disputed territory to collect taxes. 
In those days the frontier was still seething 
with disorder and the men who were settling 
on the land needed to be self-reliant and 
tough on occasion to protect their own 


interests. The settlers were spending that 


summer day working as builders. They had 
planted their crops in lowa Territory—or 
so they thought—and hadn't made any 
plans for paying taxes to Missouri. When 
Sheriff Greogry made his appearance they 
advised him to get back into Missouri and 
to do’it in a hurry. Seeing that he was out- 
faced and outnumbered, the good Sheriff 
took their advice, turned around and rode 
back. At Waterloo, then the county seat, 
he reported his experience. 

When Governor Lilburn W. Boggs, a

souri farmer went 
into the disputed ter- 
ritory and cut down a bee tree—a tree on 
which wild bees were swarmming. In those 
days settlers made a great thing out of the 
wild bees of Missouri, and those who trooped 
in from Virginia and Kentucky and the 
older, better cultivated states, spoke of this 
state as a land flowing with milk and honey. 
Governor Lilburn W. Boggs was one of 
those who had been lured west by such 
expressions, according to his biographer in 
the collected “Messages and Proclamations” 

of Missouri Governors. The settler on the 
Iowa side, who considered the bee tree his 
property, sought to have the Missourian 
arrested. Instead the Missourian was fined 
$1.50 and an Iowa constable with a large 
posse of armed men lay in wait to collect 
the fine. - ' 

By November feeling between the settlers 
was running high and border incidents 
seemed likely to multiply before winter. At 
this juncture Sheriff Gregory took it into 
his head to go back into the disputed ter- 
ritory. The Iowans considered this an in- 


vasion. The zealous Sheriff was arrested by 
Sheriff Henry Hoeffleman of Iowa, charged 
with “usurpation” and thrown in jail in 
Farmington, Iowa. A large mob of settlers 
assembled to see him put there. 

By this time everything was ripe for a 
war. The Clark County court convened in 
John Lapsley’s tavern in Waterloo, and the 
judges, John S. Taylor and Jessie Mac- 
Daniel, adopted a resolution (“not alto- 
gether pacific,” says the local hostorian) 
calling upon General Q. H. Allen to muster 
the Second Brigade of the Fourteenth Div- 
ision Missouri Militia. Presumably this mob- 
ilization called into action some of the same 
volunteers who had fought under General 
Zachary Taylor against the Seminole Indians 
of Florida, just two years before. 


PPARENTLY Governor Boggs also 
called out troops to reinfor@ General 
Allen's brigade and the Iowa Governor, 
Lucas, must have done likewise in self-de- 
fense. There was enormous excitement in the 
counties near the boundary line, but it doesn't 
seem to have been shared by the population 
of the State as a whole. Public meetings took 
place in Clark and Lewis and Marion coun- 
ties and troops were drawn up at the border, 
wondering who would make the next move. 
By December the members of the State 
Legislature were thoroughly alarmed. On 
Christmas Eve they sat down and voted a 
set of resolutions in hopes of preventing a 
real war. They spoke of an “unfortunate 
crisis,” said they fully reciprocated “the 
kind feelings evinced by the late delegation 
from the County Court of Clark County,” 
and deprecated and regretted in all direc- 
tion. They resolved that the Iowa Council 
and House of Representatives be requested 
to suspend further military operations and 
they requested his Excellency Governor 
Boggs to “authorize a suspension of hos 
tilities on the part of the State of Missouri, 
until the first day of July next,” by which 
time they hoped Congress would adjust the 
“unfortunate difficulties.” 


But they didn't know their Governor. 
The day he received the resolutions he an- 
swered that he had already expressed hi _ re- 
gret that the episode should have arisen and 
hoped that the “ties of friendship and 
harmony should ever remain inviolate.” 
But, said His Excellency, by concurring in 
the resolutions he would be doing “mani- 
fest and flagrant injustice to the wisdom of 
the Legislature of this State-’ He had no 
power to withdraw the troops and he could 
not concede to Congress the right to arbi- 
trate the dispute. “The General Govern- 
ment,” he declared, “has no right to take 
from the State of Missouri one inch of its 
declared limits.” He refused to concur in 
the resolutions and, on the contrary, called 
upon all officers, civil and military, to 4

Missouri . . . Meanwhile poor Sheriff Uriah 
S. Crests was still in jail in lowa, and 
2200 Missourians rested on their arms along 
the banks of the Des Moines. 


T was during this confusion that a 
Clark County laureate broke the tension 
somewhat by publishing in the Palmyra 
Whig a satiricial ballad to the tune of 
“Yankee Doodle.” While the purely lit- 
erary merits of this bit of doggerel may be 
doubtful, the verses seem to have had a 
soothing affect on the temper of the Mis- 
sourians. 
Ye freeman of the happy land, 
Which flows with milk and honey, 
Arise! To arms! Your ponies moufit! 
Regard not blood nor money. 
Old Governor Lucas, tiger-like, 
Is prowling round our borders. 
But Governor Boggs is wide awake— 
Just listen to his orders. 
- And so on, with angry reference to 
lowa's demand for “three-bits, all in gold” 
as payment for the allegedly stolen honey. 
Finally the poet came to more pacific con- 
clusions: 
Why shed our brother's blood in 
haste, 
Because the “big men” require it? 
Be not in haste our blood to waste— 
No prudent men desire it. 
Now if the Governors want to fight, 
Just let them meet in person. 
And when noble Boggs old Lucas 
flogs, 
‘Twill teach the scamp a lesson, 
Then let the victor cut the trees, 
And have three bits in money, 
And wear a crown from town to 
town, 
Anointed with Missouri honey, . . 

The trouble was finally adjusted, but 
the boundary was never settled and the two 
rivers went right on changing their chan- 
nels and their banks—creating all sorts of 
problems, most of which were passed down 
from generation to generation, never get- 
ting much simpler. _ 

One winter an ice gorge formed at the 
upper bend of the Des Moines, where it 
turned south before swinging into the Miss- 
issippi. In order to prevent the ice from 
washing down and erasing the town of 
Alexandria altogether, the citizens got to 
gether and reinforced the ice dam, diverting 
as much water as possible aross the flat land 
between this point and the Mississippi. A 
small channel—perhaps originally an irri- 
gation ditch, existed there already. The 
river fiready had two mouths, for at its con- 
fluence with the Mississippi it divided to 
pass a little island. The new channel to the 
north gave the river a delta with three 
mouths. The little island grew larger. 

In 1898 it became the property of Col- 
onel William Bishop, a druggist who be- 
came postmaster of Alexandria before the 
Civil War and was elected State Treasurer

miliar path. He stood a moment re- 
garding the black shadow within the 
shadow of the wall at his feet. Sil- 
houetted against the cold clouds stood 
the portentous monuments of the 
mute dead. Behind the broken 
shadow planes of the head stones the 
fringe of trees gestured upwards to 
the haughty pedestalled statues of the 
great. On the sidewalk an uncon- 
scious Italian woman groaned softly 
as her blood clotted on the frosty 
granitoid. 

A few moments later’ the dark 
tenements of the Italian colony along 
Venango street, half a mile away, 
were troubled by the savage chromatic 
shrieking of the sirens, dying in ghast- 
ly diminuendo, merging into the sul- 
len rumble of the city night. Here 
and there some wizened sleepless 
grandmother clutched her black 
shawl to her heavy bosom or a dis- 
turbed sleeper crossed himself as he 
rolled over and buried himself again 
in luxurious slumber. . . Over at 
the cemetery they were lifting the 
wounded body of Bridget Caprara into 
a truck that drew up obligingly, 
and carrying her off to a hospital. 
She was seemingly very near death. 

Next day anyone well acquainted 
with the atmosphere of the Italian 
colony might have sensed a timorous 
anticipatory festivity in the air as ru- 
mor whispered the news across clut- 
tered area-ways and down windowless 
stair wells. Instead of the brooding 
hint of fear that generally follows 
in the wake of a violent accident Ven- 
ango street seemed on the verge of re- 
joicing. The reason was not far to 
seek; to inhabitants of this immi- 
grant neighborhood Mrs. Caprara was 
a witch, possessed of the evil eye, the 
embodiment of supernatural malevol- 
ence. To the detectives who strode 
in, sniffing for clues, they unfolded a 
whole mythology of household legends 
bullt around this weird personality. 
She was evidently the most imposing 
and cordially feared person in the 
whole community. What was most 
astonishing to the investigators was 
the fact that such a fabulous charac- 
ter could have dominated a neighbor- 
hood effectually for 13 years without 
so much as a whisper about her hav- 
ing reached the world outside. 

The story is yet to be heard in regu- 
lar court trial. Mrs. Caprara survived 
the torrent of ax blows that brought 
her down that February night. She is 

recovered from the shock and loss of 
blood she suffered. Her. fractured 
head is mending and her fractured 
arm will soon be out of the cast. She 
is scarred with the marks of 652 
stitehes. And she is back in West 
Venango street, where they call her 
“the witch,” exulting in her recovery. 
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The Weird Charges Against Mrs. Bridget Caprara 


That Came to Light When She Was Found 
Injured Near the. Cemetery Where She 
Was Supposed to Work Up Her Spells. 
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But even if her case is yet to be 
tried, and. the woman said to be re- 
sponsible for the assault is likewise 
pleading innocence, detectives have 
collected such a substantial body of 
concurrent testimony that the story 
can be tqld without fear of contradic- 
tion—save from those dogmatic folk 
who persist in believing in witchcraft. 
That such still exist is evidenced by 
the fact that Mrs. Caprara’s ‘‘evil eye’’ 
has dominated West Venango street 
for 13 solid years. 

Whether or not Mrs. Caprara real- 
ly is endowed with supernatural pow- 
ers is a point one need not dispute 
with those convinced that she is. To 
Detective Samuel Riccardi, who inves- 
tigated the assault, on behalf of the 
homicide squad, it quickly became ap- 
parent that, whatever the source of 
her powers may have been, this self- 
termed witch exerted a dire and bane- 
ful influence on the entire neighbor- 
hood. Everyone had a different story 
to tell, but all were familiar with her 
habit of walking from her substantial 
tidy house in the direction of the 
cemetery, every Tuesday and Thurs- 
day evening.

Mrs. Carina Favata said 
she had paid her $1300 in 16 months 
to keep away the evil spirits and to 
see that her sons obtained good jobs 
for themselves; she was a dissatisfied 
customer. Caesar Valenti, whose son 
John is a student at the University of 
Pittsburgh and plays on the football 
team there, paid $320 when Mrs. Cap- 
rara promised to cure him of his lone- 
liness and bring his son back to him.

PHILADELPHIA. 
NE bleak night last 
February a solitary 
belated pedestrian 
tapping along briskly 
down the echoing 
pavement that flanks 
New Cathedral Ceme- 
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ly in mid-step, as a 
man does alone at 
night hearing a strange noise in the 
shadows or coming across a dark un- 
expected form hulking across his fa- 
miliar path. He stood a moment re- 
garding the black shadow within the 
shadow of the wall at his feet. Sil- 
houetted against the cold clouds stood 
the portentous monuments of the 
mute dead. Behind the broken 
shadow planes of the head stones the 
fringe of trees gestured upwards to 
the haughty pedestalled statues of the 
great. On the sidewalk an uncon- 
scious Italian woman groaned softly 
as her blood clotted on the frosty 
granitoid. 

A few moments later’ the dark 
tenements of the Italian colony along 
Venango street, half a mile away, 
were troubled by the savage chromatic 
shrieking of the sirens, dying in ghast- 
ly diminuendo, merging into the sul- 


len rumble of the city night. Here 
and there some wizened sleepless 
. grandmother clutched her black 


shawl to her heavy bosom or a dis- 
turbed sleeper crossed himself as he 
rolled over and buried himself again 
in luxurious slumber. . . . Over at 
the cemetery they were lifting the 
wounded body of Bridget Caprara into 
a truck that drew up obligingly, 
and carrying her off to a hospital. 
She was seemingly very near death. 
Next day anyone well acquainted 
with the atmosphere of the Italian 
colony might have sensed a timorous 
anticipatory festivity in the air as ru- 
mor whispered the news across clut- 
tered area-ways and down windowless 
stair wells.

This huge globe is to be suspended 
in the middle of a hollow sphere 100 
feet in diameter, which will serve the 
double purpose of providing the van- 
tage-points from which spectators will 
view the model earth, and being the 
“‘sky’’ whereon the atars will shine as 
fixed points of light, with moving 
lights following appropriate paths to 
represent the planets. From one side 
will shine a strong white light, to rep- 
resent the sun, ‘so that half the earth- 
globe will be illuminated and the oth- 
er half in darkness, while the sphere 
turns slowly to give the changes from 
night to day. 

Openings in this 100-foot hollow 
sphere of ‘“‘sky’’ will give spectators 
their opportunities to ‘‘see the earth,”’ 
either as an imposing naked-eye spec- 
tacle or through binoculars which are 
to be provided.

NEW YORK. 
OSMOSARIUM is a 
naw word in the 
news, but it may 
presently become as 
commonplace a term 
in everyday conversa- 
tion as Planetarium 
is now. 
When the Plane- 
tarium was first de- 
sribed in the American press as a re- 
markable new invention for scientific 
instruction and entertainment, people 
stumbled over the unusual word for a 
while, and then quickly got used to it. 
By the time the first Planetarium was 
opened in Chicago, and was quickly 
followed by others, in Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia, New York, the public 
was already well educated about it. 

The Planetarium has been a huge 
success, both in this country and in 
Europe, largely because of the arti- 
ficiality of modern city life. Towering 
buildings, murky smoke and glaring 
electric lights combine to prevent tens 
of millions of us from ever really see- 
ing the glory of the starry night sky, 
which is a year-round free treat to 
countrymen, mountaineers and dwell- 
ers in the desert. 

True, the astronomer-lecturer in the 
Planetarium gives us an idea of what 
the firmament is all about, and he also 
can play the tricks of a super-Joshua, 
Making the sun and moon stand still 
and even run backward; but if we will 
only take the trouble to drive out into 
the country on a clear night, we can 
see the heavens ‘“‘in the original,’’ of 
which the Planetarium merely offers a 
synthetic likeness.

“The Cosmosar- 
ium consists of a 
circular base of ma- 
sonry, housing with- 
in its enclosure ex- 
hibition halls, the 
entrance hall, cloak- 
rooms, etc. Out of 
this base rise three 
buttresses 64 feet:

This astonishing 


street cry was added — 
——————- to the noises in Jef-. 
ferson Square the other day. It em- 

anated——not very shrilly, to be sure, 

but audibly—from a woman walking 

ceaselessly up and down the square, 

making her offer to every well- 

dressed passerby she encountered. 

Some looked at her puzzled and hur- 

ried on. A few stopped to question 

her, A woman who did want a baby 

and had heard of this curious street 

hawker rushed into the square and 

sought her out. When she accosted 

her they were seen to exchange a few 

words, then they went off together to 

a basement flat in a nearby street. 

A few minutes later the woman 
emerged from the basement carrying 
a two-month-old baby girl and set off 
for her home. Later the same day a 
neat, tall, fair young man came to the 
flat and went off with a 2-year-old 
boy. Not until a week later did po- 
lice and juvenile. court authorities 
hear of the queer transactions which 
rid Mrs. Linda Jones of her two 
youngest children and brought her 
picturesque solution for poverty and 
domestic difficulties abruptly into pub- 
lic view. | 

Mrs. Jones’ efforts to free herself of 
her children had begun last February, 
when she deposited them on a neigh- 
bor’s doorstep. At that time she was 
unsuccessful. The neighbor went to 
the police. The police returned the 
children to Mrs. Jones. 

Then she tried to get tenants in the 
apartment house where she lived to 
take the children. They refused. The 
landlady heard of this and remon- 
strated with her. Everyone knew that 
Mrs. Jones was hard up. They felt 
sorry for the two children. The boy, 
Marion Jr., was a pretty little chap, 
tow-headed and with enormous dark 
eyes. The baby girl, Lois Ursula, was 
born late in February, five months af- 
ter Mrs. Jones broke with her hus- 
band. The latter is a plasterer by 
trade. When he and his wife sepa- 
rated he took with him a third child, 
Edna Earline, and turned her over to 
his parents, who are caring for her. 
No one seemed to know what to do 
with the other children. 

Mrs. Jones’ reasons for wanting to 
be rid of her offspring were pathetical- 
ly simple. “I was desperate,” she la- 
ter explained. “When my husband 
and I separated there was nothing 
ahead of the children but hardship 
and hunger. The basement where we 
lived was dark and cold. They were 
undernourished. Besides, if I should 
ever marry again I couldn't bear the 
thought of their being raised by a 
stepfather. I went through that in my 
own childhood.” 

Apparently there is a strong possi- 
bility of Mrs. Jones’ remarrying. She 
is only 22, a thin, rather pretty dark- 
haired creature who smiles easily and 
effectively. Her belief that her way 
of disposing of her children was for 
their own good may have been gen- 
wine, though many people were 
shocked by what seemed to them a 
lamentable lack of materna! instinct. 

She. didn’t go out into the square 
herself. As @ matter of fact she 
wasn't even at home when Lois Ursula 
was taken away, didn’t even interview 
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Mrs. Einar 
Simonsen and 
the Jones baby which 
she accepted as a 
gift. Behind her is 
her own son, John. 


the woman who. wanted ‘to adopt her. 
She put the whole matter into the 
hands of one of-her neighbors, Mrs. 
Kathleen Elder. The landlady heard 
of this and spoke to Mrs. Elder, sug- 
gesting that she herself adopt the 
children, even offering to help her care 
for them and actually taking them off 
her hands for a short time. Mrs. El- 
der didn't want the responsibility and 
agreed with the children’s mother 
that it would be better to give them 
to complete strangers than to keep 
them living in want. She finally 
agreed to go out into Jefferson Square 
and persuade someone to take them. 


RS. JONES was “working in a

er, or your grandfather, what 

happened finally to Jake Kilrain, 
he would probably say, ‘“‘Oh, he died 
quite a long while ago, like old John 
L.” In this he would be wrong. For 
Jake Kilrain is alive, and well. He 
lives in a fine big white house on Fur- 
nes «Brook Parkway, near West 
Quincy, Massachusetts, with his 
daughter Mary, and her husband, Dr. 
John T. Reynolds. We've been to see 
him. 

Jake Kilrain has been living in the 
big white house, going to bed at mid- 
night, waking up at 7, sitting out in 
the wide yard with its big trees when 
i's sunny, fishing now and again in 
ishing weather, listening to the radio 
when the day is bad, since 1930, when 
he retired from his job as a watch- 
_ Man at the Fore River Shipyards in 
Quincy. He had held that job for 15 
years—and all that time your father 
and grandfather thought he was dead, 
hodoubt. He probably dropped out of 
life, for them, around the turn of the 
century, for he ‘fought his last fight 
in 1896 (a man named Frank Slavin 
beat him in one round; Kilrain was 37 
at the time), and after that his only 
public appearances were in mild spar- 
ting exhibitions, usually with his old 
immortal rival, John L. Sullivan. In 
1908, Kilrain went into bankruptcy in 
New York and there was a little note 
_ about it tucked away in the newspa- 
bers. He did a number of things be- 
fore he became a watchman in the 
thipyards. He ran a little hotel in 
Baltimore, he was a boxing instructor 
fora few years (one of them at Har- 
vard), he coached rowing at the Ariel 
Boat Club in Baltimore for six years, 
he supervised a playground at Somer- 
ville, Massachusetts, he even tried 
Vaudeville, but his run lasted only 10 
days, Vaudeville audiences didn’t re- 
Member Jake Kilrain. After that he 
Was, as far as publicity goes, dead. 

But Jake Kilrain is very much 
alive; at 77, he is stocky and rugged 
‘nd his muscles are hard, his eyes can 
still get a gleam in them, his hands, 
when he retells the ancient story of 
bis fight with John L., move quickly 
4nd surely, his memory is clear, his 
Voice deep and full, Not many of the 
forgotten figures one might dredge up 
*ut of Limbo would come forth so 
Sturdily, with so much of the glow of 
their great hour still upon them. 

We were met in the big yard of the 
‘omfortable farm house by an ample 

woman who was hanging up 
Clothes. She turned out to be the 
Sok (Kilrain'’s wife died five years 
880). When we asked her about Mr. 
Kilrain, she giggled, as out of a pleas- 
at familiarity, and-said, “Oh, he’s a 


: B UT if you should ask your fath- 


nice old man. Just goin. You'll find 
him by the radio.’ We went through 
a large, clean kitchen where three 
boys short of their teens were eating 
bread and apple sauce. The radio was 
going loudly in the dining-room. An 
old man was sitting in a rocker near 
the radio, sucking noisily at a ptpe. 
That was Jake Kilrain. One could see 
at a glance that he was more vital 
than old. We fell to talking with him, 
easily, about his fights. He settled 
into that with instant, alert friendli- 
ness. ‘‘Which one was the toughest?’’ 
we asked. ‘‘They was all tough,” said 
Jake. He was wearing a dark-blue 


smoking jacket trimmed with maroon, 
and he had on a blue shirt with a 
loosely knotted tie. Above it, his face 
was a healthy pink.- His white hair is 
thin but stubbornly unruly; he has 
white handlebar mustaches, but his 


eyebrows are black and scraggly. His 


blue eyes are a bit watery, but they 
can harden and they can fix you in- 
tently. He is a little deaf. There is 
about him a look of clean living, the 
look of a man who has lived straight, 


‘and retired in dignity and content- 


ment. After all, Jake Kilrain has few 
regrets: He fought always honestly, 
and as hard as he could; he has, he 


says, “12 or more” grandchildren and 
six great-grandchildren (three of the 
former we had passed in the kitchen) ; 
his son Jim has a good trucking busi- 
ness of his own; his son Cecil has a 
job driving a truck; his girl Mary 
married Dr. Reynolds, a mighty fine 
man. And as for that black day 47 
years ago, when John L. Sullivan was 
given the decision over him after an 
afternoon of terrific bludgeoning in a 
temperature of almost 100 degrees, 
why, they gave the fight to Sullivan 
when he, Jake Kilrain, was still on his 
feet, the stronger of the two, daring 
John to come on out! There was 


“something funny,” he has decided, 
about that. Kilrain has rationalized 
that losing battle of long ago, for his 
own peace. ‘Sullivan always knew I 
could lick him,” he told us, compla- 
cently. 

He told us more. ‘You see, we both 
lived in Boston, so we was rivals. Aft- 
er the Mississippi fight, I kept tryin’ 
to git him in the ring with me again. 
Sullivan always knew I could lick him.

The INDIAN POTENTATE WHO IS 
AGAINST the CASTE SYSTEM 


BARODA, India. 
ALHAR RAO, the 
Gaekwar of the na- 
tive state of Baroda 
and a despot if there 
ever was one, took 
particular delight in 
watching those who 
had crossed him, 
either in fact or 
fancy, end their lives 
tied to the tails of the royal ele- 
phants. Sometimes he varied things 
a little by having them beheaded in 
the public market. Always he squan- 
dered the people’s money. So in the 
early 1870's, Baroda had sunk to the 
nadir of its fortunes and had become 
a by-word for corruption and mis- 
government among the 600-odd na- 
tive states of India. 

The British Resident began to make 
serious protests over conditions in 
the ancient Mahratta state of Ba- 
roda, second of the three that are 
placed in advance of all others and 
whose rulers receive salutes of 21 
guns instead of the 13 to 19 for any 
of the rest. Thereupon, ground glass 
was found in the British Resident’s 
food. The claws of the British Lion 
fell, and Malhar Rao was promptly 
deposed in 1875. 

It was now necessary to find a new 
ruler who was of the ancient Gaekwar 
family. Someone said that Kashi Rao, 
an humble peasant living at Kaviana, 
could prove that he was of the blood. 
A company of court officials called on 
him and his four sons. A period of 
testing ended with the unlettered 12- 
year-old Sayaji Rao, second eldest of 
four sons, being selected as absolute 
ruler of a community about the size 
of. Massachusetts and inhabited by 
2,500,000 persons. With the gadhi, 
or throne, went a jewel-encrusted 
sword valued at $1,200,000. 

Six months later, the Prince of 
Wales, who was to become Edward 
VII, spent three days visiting Baroda. 
He commented that he found the boy 
‘very intelligent’’—a natural endow- 
ment: developed in subsequent years 
by constant if not indeed almost ex-

cessive application. At the age of 18, 
he became ruler in fact as well as in 
name. He started off with more pow- 
er in his hands than even Hitler or 
Mussolini now holds. 

The constitution remained in the- 
ory autocratic, but in actual practice 
the Gaekwar made himself into some- 
thing like a constitutional monarch. 
He could have altered or even revoked 
the constitution with an ipse dixit. He 


could have appropriated all the rev- - 


enue if he wished. Instead, he has 
set a record as the most benevolent 
ruler and reformer that India has 
known. 

This year, the sixty-first of his 
reign, is being celebrated as the dia- 
mond jubilee year in Baroda. It be- 


gan in this city, on the banks of the 
yellow Vishvomitri 248 miles north of 
Bombay, with a grand durbar in Jan- 
uary. The maharaja and the mahar- 


ani drove from the palace in a golden 


carriage escorted through packed 
streets by a bodyguard. As they 
drove onto the military parade ground 
to the mandap, or pavilion, built for 
the occasion, silver cannon trimmed in 
gold boomed a 101-gun salute. 

The people’s address, contained in a 
golden casket, was presented. It re- 
ferred to the Gaekwar’s intense desire 
to do good for his people, to lift up 
the poor and depressed and to adopt 
measures beneficial to all, and offered 
sincere felicitations on the occasion of 
his sixtieth anniversary as ruler. 


In reply, the Gaekwar announced 
that he was setting aside a crore of 
rupees (10,000,000 rupees or $3,750,- 
000) for a diamond jubilee trust, the 
interest from which will be devoted to 
improving the condition of life among 
the rural population. It will be sup- 
plementary to the amounts devoted to 
such purposes in regular state 
budgets. 

His hope, he said, was to develop all 
sides of rural life, create a keen desire 
for a high standard of living and de- 
velop a capacity for self help and self 
reliance so that village life may be- 
come more interesting and the re- 
wards of a farming career satisfy the 
most enterprising villagers. 


HE speech was followed, by a 
“Gazette Extraordinary’ an- 
nouncing the remission of 
$130,000 in taxes owed by farmers 
and measures to be adopted or actual- 
ly begun for lifting the people's load 
by farmers’ debt regulation, establish- 
ment of land mortgage banks, provi- 
sion of pure water facilities for all 
villages, construction of feeder roads, 
completion of the village dispensary 
program, establishment of a broad- 
casting system, and the extension of 
village electrification. It ended with 
the release of 16 prisoners serving life 
terms and reduction of sentence for 
600 others. 

The Gaekwar’s efforts to improve 
the social, moral and economic condi- 
tion of his people first drew wide at- 
tention in 1900 when he introduced 
compulsory education, at that time 
unheard of anywhere else in India. 
Along this line, he also introduced the 
plan of a library for every village, 
saying this would resist any tendency 
of a population to relapse into illit- 
eracy. 

His hardest fight was that waged 
for the abolition of the externals of 
caste restrictions. In the city of Ba- 
rado, though not in villages, everyone 
sits down with everyone else. Even 
the most orthodox, while they do not 
participate except to a limited extent,

INNSBRUCK, Austria. 
HAT freedom-loving, 
but somewhat mur- 
derous fellow, Hein- 

rich Marick, knows 

now that he talked 
too much; he has 
only- himself to blame 
for that. But it was 

simply bad luck, a 

particularly dirty 

trick of fate, that brought him into as- 
sociation, at a critical time in his ca- 
reer, with Josefina Bernhauer, a blind 
woman with an investigative turn of 
mind. 

Herr Marick only talked, harmlessly 
enough, it seemed, of his amorous ex- 
ploits, and Frau Bernhauer was only 
a poor charwoman, obscure and ap- 
parently insignificant. But the com- 
bination of talk and the blind woman 
has landed a mild-mannered business 
man in jail as a killer, has disclosed 
as murders two ostensible suicides, 
and has broken up a promising as- 
sassination racket. 

The foundation for this denouement 
had been building for a long time. 
Marick; an insurance salesman, 37 
years old and rather personable, oc- 
cupied a room in an Innsbruck lodging 
house where Frau Bernhauer was em- 
ployed as charwoman. Despite her 
blindness, Frau Bernhauer was com- 
petent in her work; her sense of touch 
was highly developed and she found 
her way about the lodging house un- 
aided. Her earnings supplemented the 
small pension she received as the 
widow of a railroad conductor. She 
was 55 years old. On the ground floor 
of the house where she worked she 
had a one-room-and-kitchen apart- 
ment. 

Marick formed the habit of dropping 
into her apartment occasionally for a 
chat. On such occasions the conver- 
sation, however, was almost a mono- 
logue. Herr Marick talked and the 
quiet blind woman listened. That 
seems to have been her attraction for 
him—she was a good listener. And 
the customary subject of his discoursé 
was his adventures with women. The 
conquest of women was Herr Marick’s 
avocation and consuming interest. He 
pursued them avidly and almost in- 
discriminately. He was indefatigable 
in lechery. 

Esteeming himself as a libertine in 
comparison with whom Don Juan was 
practically a Galahad, it was not 
enough for the gay insurance sales- 
man to make his conquests; he 
wanted also to tell about them. So 
he told Frau Bernhauer. With gusto 
he recounted his triumphs, describing 
in detail his campaigns from prelimin- 
ary maneuvers to final victory. And 
he spoke contemptuously of the 
women who had succumbed to his 
blandishments. He made it clear that 
he despised women, that he regarded 
them as worthy only of serving as prey 
to fine, superior beings such as him- 
self. .He scoffed at the idea that he 
would ever marry. Sometimes he

He 
said nothing about his companion, but 
the blind woman heard her giggling. 

Well as she knew his attitude in af- 
fairs of the heart, Frau Bernhauer was 
shocked by Marick’s callousness. As 
she went about her work that day her 
mind kept returning to the strange 
man who could go away on a pleasure 
trip while his flancee was being buried 

——gO away, too, with another woman. 
She kept recalling, distastefully and 
resentfully, things he had told her. 

There was something away back in 
her memory—something that she felt 
had a relation to recent events. At 
last she remembered. Marick had 
once told her of a girl he had known 
in Graz, Austria, in 1931. They had 
planned to marry. But a short time 
before the date set for the event which 
would have deprived Marick of his sin- 
gle blessedness, the girl committed 
suicide. She was asphyxiated by 
fumes from her gas stove. **Just,”’ 
murmured the blind woman to her- 
self, ‘‘as Frau Luckini was. He was 
going to marry her, too.”’

After he had been returned to 
his cell, Marick decided to make 
another confession. This related 
to the death of a girl at Graz in 
1931—the “‘suicide’’ he had told 
the blind charwoman about. Her 
name was Hermine Seidl, and her 
death had been brought about in 
the same way as Frau Luckini’s. 
In this case, too, he was the heir 
of his victim. 

Having related all this, Herr 
Marick called for writing ma- 
terials, and spent all that night 
putting down on paper what he 
labeled “My Confession.”’ In this 


document he gave an outline of 
his life. He was born, he wrote, 
May 9, 1898, in Hoetting, Aus- 
tria. He learned the trade of 
barber, at the insistence of his 
parents, but never liked it, and 
when the war broke out took 
the opportunity to enter the 
army. 

In 1919 he married, at Graz, 
but his married life was not hap- 
py, and after a year he separated 
from his wife, who obtained a di- 
vorce in 1924. 

Marick declared that it was 
only the threat to his freedom 
that led him to bring about the 
demise of two women who had 
planned to marry him. Ordinar- 
ily, he insisted, he was a very 
peaceful person, foving flowers 
and even little bugs, and quite in- 
capable of harming a fly.
